PARK DEPARTMENT NEWS 



As told in last week's issue of the 
Star, work was started on the swamp 
area below the Beggs & Cobb factory 
and between the main line of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad and the Wo- 
burn branch. In order to help work- 
ing conditions as much as possible, 
two dams were constructed, one in 
the rear of the Whitney factory to 
hold back the water in Wedge Pond 
and the other on the Aberjona River 
at Swanton street to hold back the 
water at that point. Both of these 
dams were built of planks which Can 
be removed to allow the water to run 
off when the men are not working. 
In order to facilitate the drainage of 
this area the channel below the fire- 
house was deepened and widened. 
Eventually this swamp will be trans- 
formed into a pond with the surround- 
ing land filled and brought up to 
grade so as to be self-draining. 

Progress on the other jobs is being 
made steadily. The power shovel has 
completed its work north of Cross 
street and has been moved down to 
the rear of Leonard Field where it 
is widening the pond. It if antici- 
pated that this work will be completed 
within the next few days, after which 
the shovel will no longer be needed. 

Grading operations are being con- 
tinued both north of Cross street and 
below Leonard Field. 

After the first of the year the Un- 
employment Relief Committee took, 
over the responsibility of paying the 
men. This they will continue to do 
as long as possible. The problem in 
this connection is that while tne 
pledges extend over a period of six 
months the money will be expended 
in a much shorter time. Accordingly 
advance payments on pledges will 
help greatly. . . 

Of the town appropriation of 
$40,000 there remained on Pec. 31 a 
balance of $1043.16. This money will 
be expended to hire trucks in order 
to permit the use of the Unemploy- 
ment Relief fund for labor exclusive- 
ly.

M UNITY RELIEF COM ? 



With the holiday season over, a 
short resume of the work done by the 
Committee may be of interest to the 
town. This committee acts as a 
clearing house, as it were, in order to 
avoid duplications, where so many or- 
ganizations are working in the same 
interests. 

Money orders on local merchants 
amount ng to approximately $200 
were sent to families in need. For I 
these contributions we wish to thank 
the Elks, the Community Service 
Committee of the Fortnightly, the 
Mission Union of the First Congre- 
gational Church and many individ- 
uals. 

Through the schools, the Mothers' i 
Association, the Girl Scouts and | 
others, toys, books and dolls were 
collected.

Two hundred and twelve children 
under 14 years of age were given 
toys, of this number 95 little girls re- 
ceived dolls.

Word "Daughter" Traced 

Back to Sanscrit Root

TRIO OF ARTISTS DIVIDE HON- 
ORS IX RARE MUSICAL 
PROGRAM 

On Monday. Jan. !», at the Town 
Hall, Winchester, The Fortnightly 
enjoyed one of the most inspirational 
musical concerts ever heard in this 
town. It is an uncommon circum- 
stance when the quality of a musical 
program attains to a meritorious 
standard and is evenly sustained 
throughout when divided by three 
artists whose talents are expressed 
through different mediums. This 
distinction was achieved by a trio of 
Boston artists, David Blair McClos- 
ky, baritone; Alessandro Niccoli. vio- 
linist; and Raymond Coon, pianist. 
Individually, these exponents of mu- 
sical accomplishments, performed 
with such practiced grace that his 
contribution to the whole ranked 
equally high with that of the others. 

Mr. McClosky opened his program 
with "Bois F.pais," an Aria from the 
opera "Amadis" by Lully. in which 
the resonant timber of his voice, its 
tonal color and pleasing nuance was 
at once evidenced. Dividing his re- 
pertoire into three parts, Mr. Mc- 
Closky in no way placed a limit up- 
on the scope of his ability. He sang 
"A Howl of Roses" by Clarke. "My 
Lovely Celia" by Biggins, "Un Ballo 
in Maschera" from "The Masque 
Hall" by Verdi, "House of Memories" 
by Aylward, "Without a Song" by 
Younians, "The Sword of Ferrara" 
by Bullaid, and responded for en- 
cores with "Baby" (an old air which 
he had heard his mother sing in hi- 
childhood), "1 Ain't Got Nobody But 
You" and "The Road to Mandalay." 
If conventionalism determined his 
choice, it nevertheless imposed no 
limitation in the matter of range and 
interpretation. Mr. McClosky's voice 
is perfectly modulated. It proceeds 
gradually through the intervening 
stages that mark the intensity of the 
fortissimo passages and the silken 
pianissimo, There are no distressing 
jumps. His lilies are curves. In the 
high register he accomplishes a fine- 
ness of tone. That he possesses a 
distinctive Hair for music of drama- 
tic import was apparent in "The 
Sword of Ferrara" and "The Road 
to Mandalay." The choosing of any 
other number than this as an encore 
for his final selection might well have 
proved an anti-climax. Well done, 
Mr. McClosky! 

A graduate of the New England 
Conservatory of Music, and a student 
of the voice culture under American 
teachers, which include Mr. Charles 
Bennett, Mr. McClosky reflects high 
credit upon Boston and its musical 
advantages. During the season 1:931- 
112, he was heard as soloist with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. His 
work in concert and opera throughout 
New England has been warmly 
praised. At present, Mr. McClosky is 
soloist at Trinity l hurch, Boston.

When Charles W. Goddard and Paul 
Dickey wrote "The Misleading Lady," ' 
a play in three acts, which will be i 
presented by the Winchester Uni- j 
tarian Players at Metcalf Hall on the 
evenings of Jan. 27 and 28. they 
must have been imbued with the 
spirit of challenge which might 
readily be provoked by the above quo- ; 
tation. 

At any rate, beyond a question of I 
doubt, the idea incorporated in these 1 
lines describes the amunition which 
they so pragmatically put to a test. I 
"Where is the man ....?" It is 1 
the part of Parker, the producer, to 1 
name Jack Craigen, the gentleman 1 
from Patagonia. The reputation of j 
his "power and skill" as an adven- i 
turer in the wilds of South America ! 
! is established. His travels in this | 
I country have afforded him significant ' 
I opportunity to study the primal \ 
I methods adopted by the Patagonian 
I natives in the art of love making. "A 
I woman's will '.'" A beautiful belle 
| from Baltimore, ambitious to become 
the Siren in Parker's play sets her 
i hi row to the bow. Will she win a 
i pioposal of marriage from the South 
I American adventurer? She will! 
I And she does! So far. the weathered 
stone pillar in Canterbury stands in- 
violate. But, Messrs. Goddard and 
Dickey cast a questioning eye at the 
last line so boldly carved in the grey 
stone. Is there more truth than 
poetry here, or more poetry than 
truth? The conflict between a man's 
skill and a woman's will is set. We 
are transported ic Eagli Lodge in the 
Adirondack*. Here the battle is 
waged. Will against will, anil some- 
thing more .... that pungent thing, 
forgotten by the etcher when he cut 
the words of Aaron Hill on the pillar 
at Canterbury, but never forgotten 
by the co-authors of "The Mislead- 
ing Lady" .... that playful thing 
called wit. Goddard and Dickey evi- 
dence no favoritism. They measure 
their amunition to its limits and 
place an equal amount in the hands of 
their principals. The storm-bound 
mountain cabin, just off the corduroy 
road, is amply charged, when, within 
it< rough interior we see the royal 
battlr of a "man's skill plus a man's 
wit" vs a "woman's will plus a wom- 
an's wit." The "torrent" subsides 
outside the confines of the cabin; the 
"power" of the storm is broken . . . 
but not so easily is the "torrent of a 
woman's will" stemmed, or the "pow- 
er and skill" of a man ready to ac- 
knowledge defeat. It's on and on to 
the finish .... and what a finish! 
"Boney" is there, unconsciously giv- 
ing the battle impetus .... the 
aide-de-camp coveted by the opposing 
forces. "Boney," the questionable 
ally who embodies the vaseillating 
qualities of all external hors de com- 
bat with its confounding potentiali- 
ties! "Boney." the magnificent fool, 
who reloads the gun with equal ala- 
crity, whether it be in the hands of 
one "general" or the other! 

Enough! If. like little Peterkin, 
you ask, "Hut what good came of it 
at last ?" we must but answer in the 
words nf Southey, "Why. that I can- 
not tell, but 'twas a famous victory!" 

The death of Paul Dickey, the play- 
wright who collaborated with Charles 
Goddard in the writing of "The Mis- 
leading Lady." at New York on Jan.

A simple ' 
and workable recipe for happiness is 
this practiced by Rev. George Hale 
Reed, minister of the Unitarian 
Church in Winchester. 

A bright finger of the early after- j 
noon sun broke through the snow- 
clouds that banked the western sky • 
and pointed significantly toward the 
crowded shelves of books that lined I 
the study wall. "It may be that I 
concentrate rather too much on sub- ' 
jects allied with my profession," ad- j 
milled Mr. Reed. "The biography is 
the case book of the ministry. The i 
life of Lincoln, as portrayed through 
the works of the various biographers, i 
has been a fruitful source of inspira- | 
tion. The method of the so-called 
psychographer, who deals with the I 
inner man, is highly illuminating. I 
am particularly fond of the works of . 
Gamaliel Bradford." , 

"What determines your choice of 
subject for a sermon?" I asked. Mr. 
Reed answered, "I try to preach every \ 
Sunday on a subject that is alive. • 
that is, something that is in the mind I 
of the people. I try to give my ser- ! 
mon a certain timeliness by taking ' 
the problem or topic of the day and ! 
lifting it into its relation to the re- 
ligious life of the man. In fact. I fol- : 
low the process suggested by Profes- 
sor Peabody, who said. 'The minister! 
should take the people where they are! 
and leave them where they ought to 
be/ " | 
Mr. Reed finds the greatest measure 
of inspiration in the people he meets. ; 
In explanation, he said. "Oftentimes 
a minister goes to u person believing ! 
that he must give help and comes I 
away feeling that he is the one who ' 
has been helped. In making his parish 
calls the minister is always estab- 
lishing contact with people who 
are facing life heroically. The 
minister enjoys a large circle of 
friends through his associations. This 
broad ncquaintance promotes personal 
growth. I am often reminded of the 
words of Edward Everett Hale. 
'Lend your influence, but do not lend 
it until you have it.' Friendship ami 
its outgrowth, understanding, can on- 
ly come with time. It is this factor | 
which makes a minister reluctant to ' 
leave his parish." Mr. Reed has nev- 
er Inst touch with his former parish- 1 
ioners. He is frequently called uf-on to 1 
officiate at the marriages of boys and 
girls who were members of the Sun- 
day Schools at Belmont and Fairhaven 
where he preached before coming to : 
Winchester in 1920. 

Whenever it is possible, in making 
the rounds of his parish, Mr. Reed 
relishes walking. "Undoubtedly. I 
formed the habit in the days when 
ministers did not have automobiles." 
He turned in his chair to face the 
sweeping expanse of Manchester 
Field, at the moment sparkling un- 
der a blanket of new fallen snow. The 
light in his eyes held the promise of 
a tramp in the open when our inter- 
view was ended. 

Although Mr. Reed's work, itself, 
is a dealing with problems, his anti- 
dote for problems is work. "To go to 
the theatre or a fine motion picture 
rests me extremely- A good rattling 
story relieves fatigue. I like to play 
games with the children. I wish I 
could play a good game of bridge. 
Mrs. Reed finds considerable relaxa- 
tion and enjoyment in this way and 
I know I should if I knew the game 
as she does. Tennis and golf are ex- 
cellent remedies. I am glad to see 
so many young people in Winchester 
active in sports." 

Mrs. Reed's name brought us to 
the question of the home. "It is a 
community in itself," said Mr. Reed. 
"Common interests, affection, respect, 
and unselfishness in facing adjust- 
ments are the essential requirements 
in giving it permanence." Mr. Reed 
believes that the hasty marriage is 
in large part responsible for the prev- 
alence of divorce today. However, 
he is optimistic regarding the insti- 
tution of marriage and looks upon 
the present economic situation as a 
leveling agent. 

"I think people are trying to get 
closer to things that last; that there 
is a reaching out for the realities, due 
to the present enforced economic ad- 
jusment. People are already realiz- 



ing that things which they thought 
were essential to their happiness are 
not. They are learning to do with- 
out. In the end, I think there will be 
a certain simplification of life " Mr. 
Reed expressed his individual opinions 
with thoughtful deliberation. The 
spirit of tolerance, faith, and encour- 
agement threaded his answers. In 
behalf of the people who, in recent I 
years, have not made church attend- i 
ance a regular habit, Mr. Reed said, I 
"In the distractions of war-time, peo- 
pie were drawn away from the church, j 
Sunday found them planting war | 
gardens or otherwise engaged in war i 
work. In the present economic cri- f 
sis. so much of a burden is daily 
shouldered by the man in business, i 
that Sunday finds him wanting to get 
away from serious subjects. He seeks i 
release in action." However, during | 
the 25 years of his experience, Mr. ! 
Reed has seen no marked reversion 
of ideals among the people. The fact 
that, every year, the churches of 
America are crowded to the doors on 
Easter Sunday, in spite of the adver- 
tised popularity of the "Easter 
fashion parade," he believes must be 
accepted as an evidence of "deep 
feeling and uplift" among the poo- ! 
pies at large. 

Mr. Reed considers the radio to be j 
a great blessing, especially to those 
who are in the hospitals or are con- j 
lined to their homes for various rea- I 
,-ons. Although it has been suid that | 
the radio sermon militates against 
church attendance, he does not be- j 
Hove that this is a general reaction, j 
In the specific cases of Rabbi Levy 
and Dr. Fosdick. according to their 
personal admission, their congrega- 1 
tions have increased due to fn^-ir j 
enlarged acquaintance established j 
through their "sermons on the air.' 
Through the world-wide radio hook- 
ups, opportunity for the building of 
better international understanding _ is 
made possible. In the recent "Na- 
tional Radio Political Campaign" can- 
didates were introduced to the people 
in every corner of the country, there- 
by permitting an individual expres- 
sion of judgment at the ballot box. 
"The memorial service held for 
Thomas Edison, was one of the most 
impressive 'radio hours' to which I 
have ever listened," concluded Mr. 
Reed- 

We talked of the agitation, now 
current, designed against so-called 
atheism in our colleges. "I do not 
believe that there is any greater ten- 
dency toward this belief in the col- 
leges today, but I do believe there is 
a greater freedom of expression. The 
same thoughts have always existed in 
the growing mind of the student body, 
but in former years utterance was 
withheld. Today, the college student 
is encouraged to think for himself 
and is prompted toward frank ut- 
terance." Mr. Reed looks upon this 
situation as an exhibition of grow- 
ing pains and is optimistic as to its 
ultimate unwinding. 

The application of the "golden rule" 
is .Mr. Reed's prescription for per- 
manent peace among the peoples of 
the world. "Mutual understanding 
is the key-note, according to his 
judgment. "If we would try to see 
what the other fellow's life really is, 
and 'do unto him as we would have 
him do unto us,' there would be much 
more sympathy and much more friend- 
liness exhibited universally." he af- 
firmed, and added, "I have been much 
impressed bv the unemployment re- 
lief work which is being done in out- 
town. Every organization, "every 
creed and every color is represented 
at the meetings held for the purpose 
of combating the unemployment situa- 
tion. What a happy circumstance 
arises when these combined forces co- 
operate for the welfare of the com- 
munity in the spirit of mutual help- 
fulness and sacrifice!" 

It was not until his senior year at 
Harvard College, in 1899, that George 
Hale Reed decided to make his life 
work that of ministering to the peo- 
ple. Up to that time his preparation 
had been directed toward the law, but 
through the influence of the minister 
of the Unitarian Church at Taunton, 
who was the father of his closest 
friend, he decided to enter the Divini- 
ty School at Harvard, where he grad- 
uated with the class of 1902. The 
same year he was ordained at King's 
Chapel, Boston and accepted the 
pastorate in the First Church of Bel- 
mont. Later, he became the minister 
of the Fairhaven Unitarian Church at 
Fairhaven, Mass. and in 1920 came to 
Winchester. Mr. Reed spoke, loving- 
ly, of the understanding support of 
his family in the choosing of his pro- 
fession, and of the constant inspira- 
tion and guidance of his mother. 

He is the second son of Katherine 
T. and William Hale Reed of Taunton, 
Mass. His elder brother, William, is 
editor of the Taunton daily newspaper 
which was formerly owned by his 
father, and he has two sisters, Kath- 
erine and Sophia. In 1917. at Ken- 
nebunk, Me. he married Eleanor Eddy 
of Fall River, and two daughters. 
Judith and Suzanne complete the 
Reed household. 

Mr. Reed is a pleasantly quiet man 
who enjoys thinking and who, above 
everything else, counts friendliness 
as an individual's greatest asset. 
With open heart and conscientious 
forebearance he joins hands with his 
fellows for the common good of hu- 
1 manity, and, without the assumption 
of dogma, offers to all the selfless 
gift of his experience.

With the close of 1932. the Win- 
chester Chapter of American Red 
Cross wishes to thank the people of 
the town for their support and co- 
operation. Though our annual Roll 
Call fell short of its quota by about 
200 members, our other efforts have 
been very well supported. This de- 
ficit in one dollar memberships seems 
to have been the difficult problem in 
other chapters and that places too 
heavy a burden on National Head- 
quarters as shown by a letter printed 
also in this paper. 

The present distress among our 
people has been designated by Red 
Cross as an emergency disaster — a 
peace time disaster — and for that 
reason Red Cross has gone far be- 
yond its original calling and has gone 
whole heartedly into local relief. Now 
there are certain practical relief 
measures offered by Red Cross to all 
Chapters and your local Chapter has 
I think made the most of them. 

Certainly we have requisitioned our 
full quota of everything — in order 
that our townspeople-- may have the 
benefit of this offer. It is just possi- 
ble that some don't know that we are 
giving out our second car load of 
flour, which when finished means that 
we have given 3520 bags to our needy 
families in town. 

Then there is the cotton material — 
we have requisitioned and are putting 
into garments 1300 yards of cotton 
material. By devoting Mondays to 
this sewing and asking for volunteers 
we have been able to give to the Un- 
employment Relief Committee. Mrs. 
Gormely, Miss Moffott and Mrs. Wil- 
son of the Welfare, made garments 
for distribution here in town. Just 
a resume of this work — 25 pajamas 
20 dresses. 24 baby night dresses, 
seven doen diapers, Hi boys' flannel 
shirts i.- a conservative estimate of 
work done at the Epiphany Church. 

Then the U. S. Farm Board's gift 
of cotton to American Red Cross, 
made it possible for some of this cot- 
ton to he manufactured into garments 
for distribution to Chapters, so we 
asked for our quota and have given 
out Ui Mrs. Dwinell of the Unemploy- 
ment Committee, Mrs. Gormley and 
Miss Moffett the nurses, and Mrs. 
Wilson of Town Welfare the follow- 
ing number of garments:

Our Christmas donations of turkey 
dinners, coal, money, are a continua- 
tion of the regular service. 

Seven pairs of shoes purchased 
here in Winchester for children, milk 
and doctor bills, too are the usual 
items on our monthly account. 

Now, if you are impressed with 
this service rendered by your local 
Chapter — will you go back to the 
first lines of this article and reread 
the lines saying we were 200 short on 
our one dollar memberships and may- 
be many who forgot or neglected to 
join American Red Cross in 1932 
would rather not have the books 
closed without their names down as 
members and contributor.- to this lo- 
cal relief work. 

Our house to house canvass is prob- 
ably the best way to carry on the 
Roll Call drive, but even that at times 
fails to reach many. Mr. Wm. Priest 
is still ready and eager to receive 
more memberships. I would like to 
respond to Judge Payne's letter and 
say "Yes of course, Winchester can — 
and will support its local Chapter."

WHY NOT USE THE MONEY? 



Jan. 11, 1933 
To the Editor of the Star: 

Why has the money appropriated 
for grade crossing abolition not been 
turned buck into revenue? 

In 1905 the Selectmen brought a pe- 
tition in the Middlesex Superior Court, 
under the statutes then in force, for 
the appointment of a commission to 
report upon the feasibility of abolish- 
ing the grade crossing at the center. 

In l!»ll the commission reported, 
that the expense of abolishing the 
crossing was so great that the securi- 
ty and convenience of the public did 
not require its abolition. 

In March 1929 the town appropriat- 
ed the sum of $15,000 to be expended 
Under the direction of the Selectmen 
as they dei med advisable for the pur- 
pose of .-curing the abolition of the 
crossing. In May of that same year 
the Legislature provided for a com- 
mission to study the grade crossing 
situation generally and recommend 
appropriate legislation and to report 
by December of that year. In June, 
and before the report was due, the 
town made a motion in the Superior 
Couit for the appointment of a new 
commission which, after hearing, was 
denied, and in October made a sec- 
ond motion for the same purpose, but 
this second motion has never been 
heard by the Court. For legal serv- 
ices in connection with these hearings 
the Town Counsel and Special Counsel 
were paid approximately $900 by di- 
rection of the Selectmen who had em- 
ployed them. The vote of 168 to 5 on 
the original appropriation idicated lit- 
tle opposition to it. but there were 
many who doubted the advisability of 
expending any part of this appropria- 
tion in the attempt to get the Court 
to act while the Legislative Commis- 
sion was considering the matter ot 
grade crossings generally for the pur- 
pose of recommending appropriate 
legislation. The better opinion was 
that, under these circumstances, the 
Court would refuse to appoint a com- 
mission and did so refuse. Many be- 
lieved that the Selectmen were .11 ad- 
vised to expend money for legal serv- 
ices for this purpose when it must 
have been apparent that the court, in 
view of the report of the Legislative 
Commission soon to be forthcoming, 
would in its discretion deny or con- 
tinue the town's motions. 

The following year, pursuant to the 
recommendations of the lW*kta"> 
Committee, to wit: on May ' 
the Legislature passed a new statute 
by whu h the Public Utilities Depart- 
ment was given jurisdiction over the 
grade crossing question with power to 
determine the priority of the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings throughout 
the Commonwealth. For services be- 
fore the Public Utilities Commission 
the Town's Special Counsel was paid 
approximate b MM for representing 
the Town in the effort to get a favor- 
able position in the order ot priority 
of abolition of made crossings. Most 
people t\ lt that a reasonable expendi- 
ture for this purpose was justified. 
The Public Utilities Commission placed 
the Winchester crossing as number 
seven on its order of priority and 
since the order the lirst crossing has 
been abolished. Small incidental ex- 
penses were incurred and pail I and 
there is left approximately $13,500 
of the original appropriation. im- 
balance of the fund should now be 
used for the general purposes of the 
town, especially in view of the pres- 
ent economic situation. None shOUHt 
question the propriety of taking such 
action in the next Town Meeting as 
will result ill the recovery ol the bal- 
ance of this fund for general pur- 

Pl> Is S it not time now to turn back to 
the revenue account of the Town, im- 
balance in the grade crossing account, 
as the entire matter of abolition of 
the grade crossing is in the hands oi 
the Department of Public Utilities?

Mr. Coon studied piano under Geb- 
hardt and is a graduate of the New 
England Conservatory of Music. He 
has been heard in recital at Jordan 
Hall and on many concert programs 
in Greater Boston. He is a member 
of the Federated Music Clubs of 
America and is at the present time 
a member of the faculty at Abbott 
Academy, Andover, Mass., where he 
teaches piano. 

On Monday afternoon, Mr. Coon 
added two piano groups to the pro- 
gram which proved a zealous and re- 
liable mastery of this instrument. His 
selections were "Prelude" by DeBus- 
sey. "The Little White Donkey" by 
Ibert, "Impromptu in C sharp minor" 
by Rheinhold, "Nocturn in C sharp 
minor" and "Scherzo in B flat minor" 
by Chopin. Mr. Coon has acquired 
a technical mastery which tells him 
how to let every note carry an un- 
forced tone.

Germany is the 
only important country where liquor 
pays as high as seven per cent of the 
government revenue; and this is from 
all intoxicants, beer, win and spirits.

The five year plan was hit by the 
depression and by the threat of war 
in Manchuria. Now at last, however, 
we have learned what it really is and 
that we need not be afraid of it and 
we realize that whether we sym- 
pathize with it or not it is an inter- 
esting experiment to watch.

An encore was here literally de- 
manded, and again after the difficult 
Kermess Scene from Faust the audi- 
ence refused to cease applauding tin- ' 
til granted a repeat. This rapidly : 
moving number with its introductory 
unison singing in each of the voices, 
followed by the stirring ensemble, was 
splendidly done, the tenors achieving \ 
an exceptionally fine head tone in 
their solo passages that was worthy 
of especial note. The incidental bari- 
tone solo was sung by Robert E. Ev- 
ans. 

Perhaps the chorus did nothing mor»- 
worthy of praise than the particularly 
difficult key modulation occurring in 
Dunhill's "Mv Garden." This melo- 
dious little number, done unaccom- 
panied, was sung with a beauty and 
delicacy of tone that swelled to a tell- 
ing climax through the change of key- 
to close with a haunting tonal whisper 
that left the audience charmed. 

An encore was again d imanded, an<. 
sung, without the assistance of an in- 
troductory chord, yet in perfect tune 
and pitch. 

Especially interesting were the 
three Tudor Rounds by Edward Ger- 
man, with which the program closed. 
These numbers, familiar in their in- 
strumental form, proved particularly 
enjoyable in their vocal arrangement, 
the alternate singing in the rugged 
"Torch Dance," the abandon of the 
spritely Morris Dance and the beauti- 
ful flowing melody of the "Shepherd's 
Dance" evoking sustained applause 
that resulted in the repetition of the 
last named. This particular "round" 
was well adapted to display the beau- 
tiful voices in the Society's soprano 
and alto sections. 

The remaining numbers on the pro- 
gram were all sung with the same ex- 
cellence apparent in those for which 
the audience seemed to have an espe- 
cial liking. The Society's accompan- 
ist, Miss French, once again filled this 
exacting and important post in the ef- 
ficient, yet unobtrusive manner which 
has meant so much to the chorus since 
the beginning. Mrs. Witham also 
proved her musicianship by the man- 
ner in which she played with Miss 
French, the accompaniments which 
were arranged for four hands. 

Not a little of the hearty applause 
which greeted the Society was for its 
director. Mr. Wilson, and was in ree-» 
ognition of the part he has played in 
bringing the chorus in so short a time 
to so high a peak of excellence. He 
was applauded when he first appeared 
upon the platform, and again at the 
conclusion of the program, was warm- 
ly acclaimed, his chorus joining enthu- 
siastically in the applause. He con- 
ducted authoritatively, with a nice ao- 
preciation of the varying moods in the | 
several scores, of which his interpre- 
tations were always musically sound. 
Whole-heartedly he gave himself to 
thp direction of his singers, and whole- 1 
henrtedlv the chorus followed his ba- 
ton, at all times under perfect control, j 
The guest artist, Mr. Edkins, was; 
warmly applauded, particularly after I 
his second group of songs which he 
concluded with the ever popular "OF 
Man River" from Jerome Kern's musi- 
cal comedy, "Show Boat." The young: 
singer, quite the most youthful ap- 
pearing of any guest artist yet pre- 
sented by the Society, displayed a 
voice of exceptionally rich quality for 
a basso, well placed and of good 
range; altogether, a voice of great 
promise when one considers that its 
possessor is still a young man in the 
middle twenties. Unusually pure dic- 
tion added much to the pleasure of 
those who like to understand the 
words of a song. 

Undoubtedly the audience, among 
the members of which were many of 
Mr. Edkins' Somervilie friends, want- 
ed a repeat after Kern's much sung 
number which the young basso did 
splendidly, achieving both the low and 
high notes with equal ease. Instead, 
however, after insistent applause, h«» 
sang Herman Lohr's appealing little 
Irish song, "To My First Love," and 
recalled once more. Rashach's ar- 
rangement of Joyce Kilmer's "Trees." 

Mr. Edkins was forced to encore 
Moussorgsky's bizarre "Song of the 
Flea." which was perhaps his best, 
and certainly his most taxing number, 
and he also was especially effective in 
Handel's noble aria, "Hear Me Ye 
Winds and Waves." 

His accompanist, Alexander Alexay 
of New York, a member of the N. B. 
C. staff and brother of Ephram Zim- 
balist's accompanist, proved a most 
accomplished pianist who might well 
have assisted his singer more had he 
played at times less vigorously. This 
fault has appeared in other visiting 
accompanists, and it is altogether 
likely that the poor accoustics of the 
hall is in large measure responsible. 

Louis E. Goddu once again acted as 
head usher and was assisted by a 
corps including Thomas A. Barnard. 
Fred M. Cameron, Gerald D. Curtis, 
Edward R. Grosvenor, Dana J. Kelly, 
John H. Terry, Jr., Walter W. Win- 
ship, George L Witham.

An outstanding event in the history 
of Scouting in Winchester took place 
last Friday evening when William F. 
Clapp presented his lecture on "Rep- 
tiles, Facts vs. Popular Fallacy." in 
the auditorium of the Winchester High 
School. 

The Program opened with selections 
by the High School Orchestra under 
the direction of Stanley Slominski. 
The young people composing this or- 
chestra deserve special commendation 
for the manner in which they enter- 
tained the audience with several tine 
selections. The lecturer was intro- 
duced by Dr. Richard J. Clark. 

Within live minutes Mr. Clapp bad 
the undivided attention of his audience 
and he held that attention throughout 
the entire evening. His stories of ad- 
ventures with members of the family 
of reptiles, while highly entertaining 
becau;» of their humor and vividness, 
■were also highly instructive in that 
they revealed the little, unknown, 
traits of the creatures he described. 

Mr. Clapp pointed out that fear of 
reptiles is acquired rather than in- 
herited, and that fear vanishes when 
one knows exactly what is to be ex- 
pected of a creature. Many of the 
stories told about reptiles are either 
untrue or gi-jssly exaggerated. There 
are only four poisonous snakes in the 
United States, and two of these live 
south of the Mason-Dixon line. The 
Copperhead and Rattler, both of whom 
live in almost inaccessible places are 
the two poisonous reptiles of New 
England, Neither of these snakes will 
attack man except in self defense. 

If you hear or see one of these 
snakes, it is best to look around and 
then move slowly, as most of the 
snake bite accidents are due to peo- 
ple rushing blindly away from a poi- 
sonous snake, only to step on the mate 
who is usually nearby. Slow move- 
ments go almost unnoticed, it is the 
quick sudden motion which frighten-' 
the snakes. 

At the conclusion of his talk, which 
was illustrated with colored slides, Mr. 
Clapp displayed several specimens anil 
answered questions which the many 
youthful members of the audience, now 
thoroughly interested in the subject, 
were eager to have answered. 

'Altogether, it was an entertaining 
and instructive evening, and well 
worth the time and effort.

Chief William H. Rogers of the Po-

In an interesting history depicting 
the origin and development to date of 
th,c new state prison at Norfolk, tor- 
mer Stale Senator Lewis ParkhUrst 
advocates further development of the 
plan: in effecting much needed pres- 
ent day economies. His pamphlet, 
distributed this week, gives an inter- 
esting summary of the work accomp- 
lished and planned. He cites the sav- 
ings which the Commonwealth might 
effect in closing the old and antiquated 
Chnrlestown prison, as well as the 
Rutland prison and hospital, the two 
being supplemented by the Norfolk in- 
stitution. To those citizens interested 
in effecting governmental economies, 
the pamphlet is very illuminating, and 
bis plea for cutting prison expenses 
as far back as 1922, when he first ad- 
vocated the abandonment of the 
Chnrlestown prison, places him for 
very favorable consideration in his 
recommendations of today. It is to 
be hoped that all Winchester citizens 
may read his sketch and his present 
recommendations. 

The Winchester Choral Society, at 
its concert last week, proved its right 
to the support of all those interested 
in good music. In four short years 
the chorus, under the capable and 
painstaking guidance of J. Albert 
Wilson, has risen far above the leve 
usually set for suburban choral 
groups, competent critics, including 
visiting soloists, having stated posi- 
tively that the Winchester Society in 
no way suffers by comparison with 
the best known of the metropolitan 
choruses. It was this excellence, 
coupled with the joy of singing, both 
of which its members were loth to 
lose, that prompted the Society to 
continue this year, despite the proba- 
bility that straightened finances 
would prevent some of those who had 
supported the chorus in past seasons 
from attending current concerts. 
There seemed a distinct place in the 
community tor the type of music 
which the Society is sponsoring, with 
nothing in sight to replace it should 
the chorus disband. No city or town 
can truthfully be said to be an ideal 
place in which to live which permits 
its zeal for the strictly utilitarian 
things to entirely set aside provision 
for cultural growth. Even in these 
limes of financial stress the Society 
feels just Hied ill asking all who can 
do so to support its effort- to bring 
good music within the reach of all 
residents of the Mystic Valley. Mu- 
sic needs no brief in a cultural sense.

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SOME SELECTMEN'S HIGH- 
LIGHTS 



Winchester may well at some fu- 
ture time consider the creation of a 
Board of Pubblic Works, which 
should be the Board of Selectmen, 
and which would have charge over 
the various public works departments, 
such as the Highway Department, 
Tree Department, Engineering De- 
partment, Water & Sewer Depart- 
ment and Park Department. These 
departments would then be consoli- 
dated and a Superintendent of Public 
Works appointed, who would be un- 
der the direct authority of the Board. 

This suggestion is one of the high- 
lights in the annual report of the 
Board of Selectmen which came to 
the attention of the Star this week. 
The Board believes that such a Pub- 
lic Works Department would increase 
efficiency and effect economies, obvi- 
ate duplication and provide greater 
facility of inter-departmental labor 
transfer. . . 

In its report this year, the Board 
stresses its efforts during the past 
year to eliminate unnecessary ex- 
pense, giving as an example in its 
own case, the rigid adherence to the 
principal of obtaining bids on pur- 
chases and accepting the low bidder. 

The Board strongly recommended 
a cut in wages of town employees 
which resulted in a 10 per cent cut 
nt a specially called town meeting. 
It further was instrumental in hav- 
ihg the town's unemployment prob- 
lem handled as a definite, distinct un- 
dertaking and not as n part of the 
regular highway work, persuing a 
definite waterways program and 
transferring the supervision to the 
Park Department and the Unemploy- 
ment Committee. During the year 
more than $150,000 has been spent for 
Unemployment relief in Winchester. 

A change which the Board has ef- 
fected during the past year, in its 
own operation is the assigning of on- 
ly two Selectmen to each committee, 
the change being made in the inter- 
ests of efficiency. 

Returning to town economy, the 
Board suggests that further substan- 
tial savings may be made, either by 
reduction of personnel in various de- 
partments or by the elimination of 
certain services and benefits, to which 
the town has become accustomed, 
such as, among others, all night 
lighting, elimination of certain street 
lights, prompt and efflcienct removal 
of snow and ice, supplying poll books 
free, keeping the library open for a 
shorter time, reducing the number 
of telephones of employees, etc. 

The Board feels that the Fire De- 
partment is amply protecting the 
town and that the Police Department 
is functioning efficiently. It is seri- 
ously considering the wisdom of 
recommending the return of the bal- 
ance of the grade crossing account, 
$13,307.16 to revenue, believing that 
the abolition of our grade crossing 
is not in sight, especially in view of 
the opinion of the Department of 
Public Utilities that no further work 
of this nature on a large scale will 
he attempted within the next year or 
more. 

The Board did protest a bill intro- 
duced into the Legislature seeking to 
relieve the railroad of all cost of 
abolition, except to the extent that 
the road is benefited. Shch legisla- 
tion, if passed, would materially in- 
crease the financial burden of all 
counties and towns affected. 

The Board's highway program for 
the coming year is planned on the 
basis of keeping the regular force at 
work and doing as much work as pos- 
sible with this force, not using the 
department as an unemployment 
agency. It has petitioned the County 
Commissioners to rebuild Highland 
avenue, the town to share approxi- 
mately one third of the expense, or 
$20,000. The Board has been much 
concerned with the town's traffic 
problems, particularly at Symmes 
Corner and in the center, but have no 
specific recommendations to make at 
this time.

Lieutenant Klyce died early Satur- 
day morning, Jan. 28, of injuries sus- 
tained in a fall from a second story 
window of the Winchester Hospital 
where he was taken the Wednesday 
previous, suffering with pneumonia. 

The deceased retired from the Navy 
Feb. 15, 1912, to devote his time and 
energy to scientific investigation. 
Lacking funds to publish his first 
book, which he completed early in 
1921, he obtained practical books on 
printing from the town library, and 
after careful study, printed the book 
himself, page by page, on an old fash- 
ioned foot-power press which he set 
up in his home. He often worked 10 
to 15 hours daily, setting the type by 
hand, pulling proofs and making the 
necessary corrections. 

The resulting volume, "Universe, 
a verifiable solution of the "Riddle of 
the Universe," with introductions by 
David Starr Jordan, Chancellor Emer- 
itus of Stanford University; John 
Dewey, professor of Philosophy, Co- 
lumbia University; and Morris Llew- 
ellen Cooke, consulting engineer of 
Philadelphia; attracted much atten- 
tion among savants, particularly for 
its sincerity and straight forward 
style and for the pains to which its 
author had been in gathering and eval- 
uating his material. 

In 1925 Lieutenant Klyce published 
his second book, "Sins of Science" and 
in 1928, a series of correspondence 
with Prof. John Dewey, entitled 
"Dewey's Suppressed Psychology." He 
had only recently completed an "Out- 
line of Basic Mathematics," to which 
he had devoted much time. 

Lieutenant Klyce was a familiar 
figure to frequenters of the town li- 
brary. He came to Winchester at the 
time of his retirement, 20 years ago, 
and had since made his home here. 
Son of Dr. J. R. and Cora (Binford) 
Klyce, he was born Nov. 7, 1879, in 
Friendship, Tenn., later living in Ar- 
kansas where he prepared for college 
at Rogers Academy and was a student 
at the University of Arkansas when 
he was appointed to the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. He 
was a member of the Kappa Alpha 
and Phil Gamma Mu fraternities. 

The deceased was graduated from 
Annapolis with the class of 1902, sub- 
sequently doing poBt graduate work 
there in engineering. He served in

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UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF NEWS 



An interesting evolutionary step in 
the clothing section of the unemploy- 
ment relief work has been the change 
by which our cobbler, himself em- 
ployed upon the relief basis, is re- 
pairing shoes which last year were 
Bent out for repairs. These cost us 
a little more when sent out than when 
repaired by the cobbler working in 
our Unemployment (.'lothinjr section. 
The chief and very important differ- 
ence is that shoes which already fit a 
child or adult can be repaired quick-

ly, resulting in returning the shoes to 
the possession of the owner prompt- 
ly. This improved service with some 
economy and finding successful work 
for the cobbler constitutes a small 
but definite forward step in practical 
efficiency. The Clothing Department 
receives all items of clothing through- 
out the week. Issue days are Tues- 
days and Thursday from 2 to 5 o'clock. 
A .special group of members of the 
Clothing Committee are on duty those 
days and hours. 

The dam in the rear of Beggs & 
Cobb, which is the largest of the four 
dams that have been built, has been 
thoroughly re-inforced to prevent 
damage by heavy flow of water at 
flood times. The Unemployment Re- 
lief crews under the expert direction 
of the Town Engineers have met the 
problem by laying heavy stones em- 
bedded in cement in courses sufficient- 
ly deep so that it is expected they 
will withstand any pressure of water 
which may occur. The dam at Beggs 
& Cobb is provided with flash boards 
so that the height of water above may 
be regulated as necessity requires. It 



may at times become necessary to 
lower the water to facilitate land- 
scaping or drainage. Provision for 
this centingency is thus made. 

In the meantime the unemployed 
are given a necessarily low wage. At 
the same time it is a very helping 
hand provided by the liberal and dis- 
cerning spirit of our citizens who 
have subscribed voluntarily and the 
members of the town government who 
have voted the necessary additional 
appropriations. We are killing more 
than the traditional two birds with 
one stone. The Town is meeting the 
unemployment relief problem and is 
leaving behind an asset worth more 
than its cost. It is removing an un- 
healthful area. It is eliminating 
mosquitoes. It is providing added 
needed areas for healthful play and 
for sports. It will also result in a 
permanent increase in valuations and 
therefore in town revenue. This is 
quite a flock of birds to be dispatched 
by a single stone.

Before two thoroughly appreciative 
.audiences on Friday and Saturday 
.evening's, Jan. 27 and 28, the Winches- 
ter Unitarian Players presented "The 
3Bsleadinjc Lady," a delightful farce- 
tcomedy by Charles W. Goddard and 
Paul Dickey. Mr. Frank Fowle of 
Maiden directed the production. 

The play itself is of such a character 
mm to appeal strongly to the imagina- 
tion of a modern audience. Its abrupt 
and almost startling plunge into the 
center of a romantic situation, its 
swiftly moving action and lively dia- 
logue, its attractive stage settings — 
first a charming living room in a 
.country house given over to house 
party spirit and decorative with house 
rparty costumes and next a realistic log 
«cabin interior with a huge stone fire- 
place, crude furnishings and dim light 
— its headlong progress from what at 
first begins as mere playfulness into 
what promises to become a near-tra- 
iredy and an intensely intriguing one, 
until without the slightest warning 
beyond the opening of an upstairs 
.Kbuttered window and the appearance 
«if a round ludicrously staring face 
which gazes blankly down upon the 
makings of a tragedy and scatters it 
like dandelion fluff with a puff of 
sheer but clever buffoonery, the audi- 
ence comes to earth again and real- 
izes that, after all, the threatened dia- 
swter can never happen to the heroine 
in the presence of the rib-tickling in- 
fluence provided by every word and ae- 
.tion of "Boney," the errant lunatic 
who labors under the persistent de- 
lusion that he is the great Napoleon 
himself — with such materials as these 
have the authors indulged their fancy 
and snared the imaginations of their 
audiences wherever the play has been 
produced. As a matter of fact, for a 
few breathless moments at the close 
•of the first scene and at the beginning 
of the second, up to the dramatic ap- 
pearance of "Boney," the audiences on 
tooth Friday and Saturday evenings 
were conscious of that indefinable 
"loaded-gun" sensation which comes 
from nowhere whenever two people — 
•one a virile, masculine man and the 
other a beautiful, intelligent woman — 
are whirled together by the force of | 
personality and circumstance into a . 
struggle for mastery with the out- j 
(■one uncertain. t 

As one rev iews the three scenes of I 
the play and recalls the many amus- 1 
<ng and significant situations which | 
• constantly developed, he is conscious. 
»f the dominance «f three characters 
throughout the whole of the action. 
These three characters were Elizabeth | 
Jacobs, who played so well the part of j 
i Helen Steele, the lending lady; The<>- 1 
»dore Godwin, the man from Patagonia, 
who overcame all obstacles to win Hel- 
en Steele; and Theodore von Rosen- 
vinge, who not only played but actu- 
ally identified himself with the part 
of "Boney." and added just that qual- 
ity of buffoonery which was to stamp 
the play in its true colors as a delight- 
ful farce-comedy. 

It would be difficult to pick out the 
high spots of the play, the action was 
mo swift from the opening bit of dia- 
logue in the first scene. But one can- 
not overlook Helen's exit at the close 
■ of this scene. It was one of the best 
bits of emotional interpretation in the 
play. Miss Jacobs' portrayal of her 
part throughout that difficult portion 
•of the second scene, where she was 
confined almost entirely to silent ex- 
pression of intense feeling, was genu- 
ine, 

Theodore Godwin as Jack Craigin, 
the man from Patagonia, was wholly 
natural from the moment he drama- 
tically and literally swept the heroine 
.off her feet and carried her out into 
*hc night on a wild and reckless ride 
into the woods to his sporting camp. 
His interpretation of the conquering 
and sardonic male, who is in the habit 
•of finishing whatever he starts and 
who cares nothing for the conventions, 
ttol only won the heart of the leading 
lady in the play, but, if one is to judge 
toy his impressions, the hearts of all 
the ladies in his audience as well. Who 
•can resist the appeal of the man, in 
real life or on the stage, who is still 
yaung enough to glory in a defiance 
of all conventions and yet man enough 
to welcome the consequences, what- 
ever they may be?

away places potentialities for quick 
decisions and no less swift action. 

One of the most entertaining and 
effective touches in the comedy of the 
play was provided by the burlesque 
fishing stunt put on by "Boney," as 
be discovers a fishing pole on the wall 
by his window and proceeds artfully 
and successfully to hook and gain 
pcsseMson of the keys to his locked 
door. Mr. von Rosenvinge captured 
the imaginations of his audience with 
his first apearance and from that mo- 
ment kept them under his thumb until 
he left the stage in a blaze of ludi- 
crously pathetic glory under the gen- 
tle persuasion of his keepers. 

Among the supporting cast of play- 
ers, Herbert Wadsworth's interpreta- 
tion of the part of Stephen Weather- 
bee, the young man who insists upon 
being the "life of the party" regard- 
less of consequences and who melo- 
dramatically appears in the nick of 
time to save the lovely heroine at 
the precise moment when she no long- 
er wishes to be saved, was character- 
istically satisfying. 

Robert Livingstone and John Rob- 
inson, as Babe Merrill and Spider 
Sanborn, two young gentlemen, slight- 
ly under the weather, who persistent- 
ly but earnestly missed their direc- ' 
tions and strove in vain to discover 
an island which they desired to pur- 
chase for none other than "Boney" 
were swayingly convincing upon the 
two occasions when they stutteringly 
appeared on the stage.

The two | 
keepers detailed to take care of "Bon- 1 
ey," Jesse Wilson and Kenneth Hall, j 
were gratifyingly natural and good- , 
nnturedly effective in their handling 
of the situation before them. 

The cast, in short, was happily | 
chosen. Without the slightest inten- 1 
tion to over-exaggerate, one could not ] 
but feel that the play, the players, . 
and their audience were excellently 
adapted to one another, and one left | 
the hall with the consciousness of 
having enjoyed two and a half hours 
of real good fun. What more can 
one ask of a play? 

Before the curtain was drawn for 
the first scene of the play. Mrs. Ar-

bouquet of roses as an expression of 
their appreciation of her untiring ef- 
forts toward the success of the play. 



And finally, Harry Goodwin, the man 
behind the scenes and the one who 
had been responsible for the stage 
settings and the properties, was led 
forth and introduced to the audience 
whose applause indicated that they 
thoroughly appreciated his fine work.

This large mosquito-cleared area with j 
its filled and graded banks, its dams 
and waterfalls, its enlarged pond, j 
freed from marine growth, graceful- 
ly curved, constitutes a monument to ! 
■ the excellent planning of the town En- . 
I gineering Division and the supervisory 
, work of the Park Department in asso- 
• ciation with the town engineers. 

A fine spring is located near the 
walk which will border the bank of ! 
tho river and pond. This is only a 
few rods south of the Watch Hand I 
Factory. It has been cleaned and I 
walled up so that its cold water will j 
be available to passersby. 

A crew of approximately 25 men 
are working in the Leonard Field 
zone. The gravel banks which have 
supplied so much useful tilling mated- 1 
al are, as fast as they reach the stage 
where further gravel removal must 
cease, properly sloped, covered with 
loam and will next summer have a 
protective growth of grass which will 
prevent water erosion and greatly im- 
prove the appearance of the land- I 
scape. 

The area adjacent to the new bath- 1 
ing beach and pond is also receiving 
similar treatment, namely, appropri- 1 
ate sloping, loam covering and even- 1 
tually seeding. 

The island, created for the double j 
purpose of raising the level of that 
area to a mosquito-proof point and 
making the most economical disposal 
of material excavated from the river, 
will be planted with a few willows 
which will eventually add to the at- 
tractiveness of the area and bind the 
land surface firmly together. 

More interesting matter dealing 
with other phases of the work will 
appear in next week's issue of the 
Star.

The story of how Scouting came to ! 
America is pretty well known, yet it 
is so typical of the daily life of nun- I 
dreds of Scouts that it is worthy of ' 
repetition. 

An American business man was 
traveling in England. He came to 
London one day and encountered one 
of those London fogs which practical- 
ly turns day into night. He became 
confused and lost his way and called 
upon a boy to help him find his hotel.. 
The boy did as he was directed. The 
man then offered a tip, as was his 
custom. This was refused by the boy, 
who explained that he was a Scout 
and consequently could dot accept 
tips for "good turns." 

This was a new experience for the 
man. He questioned the boy and 
caught from him some of the enthu- 
siasm and the ideals of Scouts. He 
visited the Imperial Headquarters for 
Scouting in the British Empire, and 
later returned to America loaded with 
books, pamphlets, and ideas. Through 
this man's efforts W. D. Boyce of 
Chicago, Scouting was transplanted 
in America. 

Today there are Boy Scouts in all 
the countries of the world. No one 
has ever been sent to sell Scouting to 
the various countries of the world. It 
has just spread from country to coun- 
try because boys wanted it and be- 
cause parents and other adults want- 
ed their boys to have it.

VALENTINE VANITIES 

Extravaganza Beautiful Charms 
Large Audience 



Before a capacity audience which 
included Fortnightly members and 
their friends at the Town Hall on 
Monday afternoon, Fob. 13, a program 
of unique artistic charm was present- 
ed undor the direction of Marion Per- 
ham Gale, chairman of the commit- 
tees co-operating in its presentation. 
This program was called, Valentine 
Vanities. Its outstanding artistic fin- 
ish and captivating interest, presented 
a Home Talent Day long to be re- 
membered. 

Dressed in a shepherdess costume, 
as delicately lovely as a bit of Meis- 
sen ware, Mrs. Gale stepped before 
the curtain and read a colorfully il- 
lustrated Chronicle which outlined 
the history and development of the 
valentine from its beginning before 
the Christian era, and with anecdote 
and illustration brought its story 
through the centuries to the present 
time.

PARK DEPARTMENT NEWS 



The bad weather of the last week 
slowed up the progress of the work 
along the Aberjona River to some ex- 
tent. This was particularly true of 
the job between the two railroad 
tracks, below the Beggs & Cobb fac- 
tory. In this area many of the men 
are working in water and the cold 
weather and snowstorm prevented 
work for a couple of days. This job 
is beginning to show excellent results. 
Trucks are now used in addition to 
the wheelbarrows to haul away the 
mud. The former use plank runways 
which have been built out into the 
swamp. At the end of the runway 
there is a loading platform of the 
same height as the truck bodies. The 
loaded wheelbarrows are pushed up 
inclines onto this platform and then 
dumped directly into the truck. In 
this manner a long wheelbarrow haul 
is avoided. 

With the exception of harrowing 
and seeding, the job between Cross 
and Washington streets is practically 
completed. The last of the old chan- 
nel was tilled in this week. 

A small crew will be kept on the 
Leonard Field area, where they are 
now shaping the bank above the field 
and spreading top soil. The pile left 
by the power shovel in its last cut in 
the pond still remains to be spread. 

There are now 319 men on the work 
list. This is a slight increase from 
the preceding week. Citizens who are 
working on the river projects are paid 
from the Town appropriation while 
the non-citizens and all inside work- 
ers are on the Unemployment Relief 
pay roll.

Miss Avery's lecture Feb. 8, on 
Palestine was preceded by an ex- 
hibition of robes worn by the natives, 
some of their weapons and household 
utensils and paintings of scenes from 
the present-day Holy Land. 

Before speaking of Palestine. Miss 
Avery reminded her audience that the 
main topic of the week was the ap- 
pointment of Adolf Hitler as Chan- 
cellor of Germany. This was of 
course tempered by the fact that he 
accepted a compromise cabinet. It 
was a radical development in Ger- 
many's political history and the re- 
sults will be most interesting to 
wctch. 

Returning to Palestine, it is now a 
British Mandate and though once a 
land of fertility had become a desert 
stretch until recently reclaimed and 
introduced to industry for the first 
time. Jerusalem is the centre of 
three religions, Mohammedan, Jew 
and Christian and it has been razed 
-10 times. Palestine is a little larger 
than Wales and is divided into two 
parts. Palestine proper and Trans- 
Jordan. 

The Pan-Arab movement so active 
there now is among a heterogenious 
collection of tribes and their main ob- 
jective is to get out of the clutches of 
Turkey. 

The question is who shall head the 
Pan- Arab government for each group 
wants its own head. The three Pales- 
tine languages are Hebrew, Arabic 
and English but until recently the He- 
brew was only a ritual language. 

Miss Avery, to show the present 
situation in Palestine sketched for us 
a typical day she spent there last 
summer. She was able to interview 
the heads of the three races and to 
get their different points of view and 
in this way to understand more ful- 
ly the problems confronting Palestine 
today.

On 
the same evening as he discloses his 
alarming plans to his sister, Mrs. 
Agatha Whatcombe, and to his ward, 
Poppy, adventure comes a-rapping on 
his door, anil from that point on Am- 
brose wades knee-deep through the 
most amazing combination of reality 
and dream-stuff, to discover in a 
lightning flash of self-revelation that 
in the charming diminutive person of 
Miss Poppy Faire is wrapped up all 
the romance he can even desire from 
life. Poppy agrees with him, and 
one feels sure that Ambrose is for- 
ever safe from further dreams of pi- 
racy, lovely ladies, and stolen treas- 
ures. 

As Ambrose Applejohn, the domi- 
nating character of the plot, Ivar 
Hackenson more than lived up to all 
that his previous appearances in 
school dramatics has promised. It is 
by no means an easy task for a youth 
in his teens to impersonate the per- 
sonality, the speech, and the man- 
nerism's of a man of 30 or so. But at 
no point in the development of the 



Campbell as Johnny Jason, the en- 
thusiastic and original real estate 
agent, completed one of the most 
successful high school casts in years. 
And it is as a unit rather than as a 
group of individual players that one 
is inclined to congratulate them. 

Perhaps next to the members of 
the cast and the coach a great deal of 
credit for the success of the play is 
due to the fine work of Allan Wood 
and his corps of assistants who were 
responsible for the stage settings and 
the scenery.

plot was one conscious of anything 
but reality in the character portrayal 
of this difficult part. In the pirate 
scene of Act 2 especially, as a swash- 
buckling, domineering pirate captain. 
Ivar Hackenson gave a finished per- 
formance. Those who are fortunate 
enough to be regular attendants of 
these annual school plays will recall 
the excellent performances of Stan- 
ley Osgood two years ago in "The 
Man Who Married a Dumb Wife and 
will recognize the unusually fine train- 
ing which is responsible for such ex- 
cellent character portrayal. Ivar 
Hackenson's interpretation of the mer- 
curial moods of Ambrose Applejohn 
during the first act of the play, of his 
delightfur-feelplessness in the coils of 
the Russian adventuress, of his charm- 
ing obt;. i-ness before the exasperat- 
ed affection of Poppy were only over- 
shadowed by his thoroughness in 
playing the part of the pirate, Cap- 
tain Applejack." . . 

While speaking of the cast, one 
should give hardly less credit for an 
unusually fine interpretation of a dif- 
ficult part to Miss Virginia Smith, who 
played the part of Anna Valeska, a 
supposed Russian refugee who seeks 
a temporary haven in Ambroses 
house— even in his very arms — from a 
deserate plotter bearing the appro- 
priate name of Ivan Borolsky. Miss 
Smith possessed all the qualifications 
her art demanded — exotic beauty, 
emotional unrestraint, impassioned 
speech, and an atmopshere of danger- 
ous mystery about her person. With* 
out dealing in superlatives one can 
be content to say that her playing 
was excellent. 

It is not the aim of this review to 
discuss each member of the cast in 
detail, although each one deserves 
real credit. Certainly Miss Lucy 
Fowle as Poppy Faire was whole- 
somely and pleasantly natural. One 
was constantly aware of dynamic 
possibilities whenever she was on 
the stage with Ambrose, and one was 
not disappointed at the climax. 

Miss Virginia French, as Mrs. 
Agatha Whatcombe. played the part 
of an emotionally conventional eld- 
er sister of Ambrose with ease. And 
Miss Eugenia Smith, as Mrs. Pen- 
gard. the wife of an adventurer, dif- 
fused a subtle atmosphere of reality 
throughout the few moments that she 
was on the stage.

"Candle-Light Days" 

Last Friday, Fortnightly members 
were privileged to hear the noted 
lighting authority, Mr. Arthur H. 
Hay ward, lecture on Colonial lighting. 
He illustrated his most interesting 
lecture with a very large number of 
rare and most unique lighting devices 
from his own extensive collection. He 
had several archaelogical specimens of 
the very early clay lamps, one of which 
was 4000 years old, almost identical 
in shape and exactly the same in prin- 
ciple as those used by the Pilgrims in 
1(520. Mr. Hay ward's collection con- 
tains several of these early Betty and 
Phoebe lamps, some of which are ex- 
ceedingly rare. Pewter lamps had 
American touch marks. Some of the 
lamps were so minute one wondered 
how they possibly could have given 
forth much light. He drew on his col- 
lection to illustrate the evolution of 
lighting, including the utensil as 
well as the fuel. 

Mr. Haywnrd's audience was much 
impressed by his frank and modest 
or and his splendid sportsman- 
When he was invited to write 
I 7,000 word book on lighting, he 

vuvercd that his would be the first 
book on the subject, as there were 
none in either the Boston or New 
York Public Libraries. Neither did 
lie know at that time of any other 
collector, nor when lamps were first 
used. A surprisingly large number 
of persons in the audience hail a copy 
of his famous book, "Colonial Light- 
ing" which is profusely illustrated, 
and which he gladly autographed. 

Mrs. Lura Woodside Watkins (one 
of the exhibitors) an authority on 
glass, was paid a remarkable tribute 
by Mr. Hayward on her indefatigable 
work in distinguishing between Sand- 
wich and New England glass, and 
recommended highly her book, "Cam- 
bridge Glass." Knowing that Mrs. 
Watkins is to lecture next fall to the 
Fortnightly Antiques' Gfoup, on 
"Glass" Mr. Hayward suggested that 
she also give a lecture on "Glass 
Lamps," a subject on which she is ex- 
ceptionally well qualified, advising 
everybody to hear her. 

The lecture was sponsored by the 
Committee for the Preservation of 
Antiques, the chairmen of the day be- 
ing Mrs. Marion L. Symmes and Mrs. 
Anna C. Grosvenor. The stage was 
most attractively decorated by Mrs. 
Symmes and Mrs. Grosvenor, assisted 
bv Mrs Alice R. Andrews and Mrs. 
Dorah E. Hadlcy, all of whom lent 
furnishings for the stage. Very 
large and handsome braided rugs 
came from Mrs. Hndley's. two beauti- 
ful shawls from Mrs. Nichols, and a 
very lovely shawl from Mrs. Ladds, 

Although Mr. Hayward has in- 
spected thousands of lamps, includ- 
ing Henry Ford's enormous collection 
he discovered a number of lamps in 
the Winchester exhibition, duplicates 
of which he had never before seen. 
He had much praise for the large and 
varied collection of the Winchester 
exhibitors, and has invited them all 
next summer to his delightful old 
home at Weymouth to see his collec- 
tion of lamps. The Winchester lamp 
collection was under the guardianship 
of Mrs. Ladd. 

The committee greatly appreciates 
the generosity of Mrs. Watkins and 
her father in showing so many lamps 
and realizes the risk Mrs. Watkins 
took in transporting so many fragile 
glass lamps. Exquisite, delicately 
colored, pressed, blown, of various 
sizes and patterns, nil approriately 
labeled — each one a very choice ex- 
ample from an extraordinary collec- 
tion of rarities. 

Her father. Mr. Woodside, con- 
tributed 40 rare lamps of various 
sizes and types. Many of his pewter 
lamps were marked by the early 
American pewterers. Mr. Hayward. 
a friend of Mr. Woodside's, remarked 
that he had been expecting for a long 
time that Mr. Woodside, also a light- 
ing expert, would write a book about 
lamps. 

Mr. Edward B. Ladd lent beauti- 
ful Astral and Sandwich lamps which 
excited much admiration. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Marion L. Symmes. also 
showed very handsome lamps. 

Mrs. Alice R. Andrews exhibited a 
splendid collection, including, an 
ancient clay lamp — a museum piece, 
probably 2000 years old; a unique 
candle-holder, large candle mold. Bet- 
ty lamps, a large number of pewter 
lamps, tome of which contained the 
American touch and a business card 
advertising lamp fuels. Dorah Had- 
ley's lamps were much admired.

LIMITED TOWN MEETING IN 
WINCHESTER 

To the Editor of the Star: 

I believe few of our citizens are 
familiar with the statute by which 
our present form of government was 
established. I think, also, there are 
still fewer who have taken the trou- 
ble to examine it from the practical 
viewpoint now demonstrated by four 
year's experience to determine wheth- 
er the theoretical advantages urged 
by its proponents have been attained. 
Some believe that it was established 
for a special purpose now accomp- 
lished, and if that is so, constructive 
criticism of the system should not be 
unduly resented by its sponsors. Be- 
fore it is further subjected to the 
stress and strain of continued eco- 
nomic depression it may be well to 
ascertain its weaknesses, if there are 
any, and, if none are disclor . d, face 
the future with confidence. No de- 
tailed analysis of the act establishing 
our present form of limited town 
meeting is attempted herein nor are 
all its defects discussed, but attention 
is directed to those features which ap- 
pear to be loaded with potential, if

Broadly speaking, the powers for- 
merly possessed by the voters of the 
town, among which was the all im- 
portant right to appropriate money, 
is lodged in the limited town meeting 
consisting of 198 members elected by 
the voters of six precincts plus 34 
elected or appointed officials of the 
town who by virtue of their office 
have the right to vote at the limited 
town meeting. One-third of the pre- 
cinct members are elected each year 
prior to the annual meeting for trans- 
acting the town's business. These 34 
non-elected members include those de- 
partments or officers of the town 



The result is that in any close case an 
appropriation may be made by offi- 
cials who are really not elected or ap- 
pointed for that purpose at all. 

Without making an exhaustive 
search. I believe we have more of 
these non-elected members than any 
other town laboring under a similar 
form of government. For example, 
Arlington has 19, Belmont 16, Dedham 
19, Ludlow 21, Milton 18 and Needham 
12, and in all of these the chairman 
only of the Finance or Warrant Com- 
mittee, however termed, is included. 
In the case of Dedham, a bill is now 
pending in the Legislature which, if 
enacted will prevent any elected or 
appointed official or employee of the 
town from being a town meeting mem- 
ber. Brookline has 19, Danvers 3, 
Lexington 12, and Saugus lti. and con- 
tain no members of the Finance or 
Warrant Committee. In Danvers not 
only do the Finance Committee mem- 
bers have no vote, but they may not 
be elected town meeting members. I 
think the above figures are substan- 
tially accurate and furnish quite a 
contrast to our 34 non-elected mem- 
bers which include the entire member- 
ship of our Finance Committee. 

No official elected or appointed and 
no employee of the town should have 
a vote in the appropriating body un- 
less that body is co-extensive \?kh the 
voting population; in other words, our 
old form of government. It is hoped 
that the many excellent individuals 
who it is urged should not have a vote 
in our limited town meeting will ap- 
preciate that this is not a criticism of 
them personally, but of the system. 

It would appear, also, that our lim- 
ited town meeting, as now constituted, 
is open to the objection of power 
without responsibility, that we should, 
therefore, have fewer members. We 
could select them with greater care

had $170 in gold in the bank for 
every dollar she owed the United 
States she broke her promise to pay. 
Two weeks later for selfish reasons 
she loaned Austria fourteen million 
dollars. England owing us at the 
same time five times as much as 
France with only one fifth as much 
gold in the bank paid when payment 
was due. "Which now of these . . . 
thinkest thou was neighbour unto 
him" whose people now in sore strait 
themselves generously loaned money 
when a loan meant salvation? France 
had millions for selfishness but not 
one franc for honor.

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HIGH TAXES ARE DANGEROUS 

On Oct. 12 six members of the ad- 
visory council of the National Econo- 
my League addressed a letter to the 
chairman, Rear Admiral Byrd, which 
all of them signed, from which I 
quote the following: "All the costs 
of local, state and national govern- 
ment must be reduced without fear 
and without favor. Unless the peo- 
ple through united action arise and 
take charge of their government, 
they will find that their government 
has taken charge of them. Indepen- 
dence and liberty will be gone, and 
the general public will find itself in 
a condition of servitude to an aggre- 
gation of organized and selfish mi- 
norities . . . If we are to be saved 
from that catastrophe we must join 
in organized service, organized sac- 
rifice and organized patriotism." 

That letter was signed by the late 
ex-President Calvin Coolidge, Hon. 
Alfred E. Smith, Elihu Root, New- 
ton D. Baker, Gen. John J. Pershing 
and Adm. S. Sims, Americans all; 
counselors of wisdom, sense and 
patriotism. Is their joint statement 
true? If it is, it behooves every 
American to ponder it seriously. On 
Dec. 3, at a meeting of the Boston 
Brench of the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation presided over by Manly O. 
Hudson, Bemis professor of Inter- 
national Law, Harvard University, 
Richard Olney, formerly member of 
the United States World War Debt 
Commission, William Vandell Elliott, 
Professor of Government, Harvard 
University, Eliot Wadsworth, form- 
erly assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Ernest Minor Patter- 
son, Professor of Economies, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, agreed that the 
present situation is very serious, and 
voiced a sentiment similar to that 
quoted from the letter of the Advi- 
sory Council of the National Econo- 
my League. Professor Patterson, in- 
troduced as a man who had "kept his 
feet on the ground" throughout the 
trying times, said he considered the 
present situation even more serious 
than the World War, and many other 
wise and thoughtful men believe that 
wise and concerted action is neces- 
sary to bring the ship of state back 
< n an even keel. Does history justi- 
fy such a conclusion, and do facts 
exist proving the truth of it beyond 
the shadow of a doubt? Yes. Over 
and over again through the centuries 
in many nations the truth of it has 
been revealed. Three thousand years 
ago in the kingdom of the Israelites, 
which in those days extended from 
i ''i.literranean Sea to the River 
itts on the east, to Egypt and 
land of the Philistines, King 
u >n, son of David, reigned for 
>-s. The Hebrew account in the 
OM l'i ment says that he "passed 
ai kings of earth in riches." Is- 
rael under his rule reached its high- 
est glory. Thousands upon thousands 
of men were employed in quarrying 
the stone and transporting the cedars 
of Lebanon for his temple and palace. 
His throne was of solid ivory covered 
with pure gold. His foot stool was 
of gold and so were hundreds of his 
shields, and the utensils and drink- 
ing cups of the temple. He had "a 
thousand and four hundred chariots" 
and 12,00') horsemen, an extensive 
harem and many wifes. His govern- 
ment was lavish; the common people 
who supported it toiled in poverty like 
slaves. When Solomon died, Reho- 
boam, his son, became king. The ten 
tribes of Israel petitioned Rehoboam 
to "ease the grievous servitude and 
the heavy yoke" his father put upon 
them in the form of taxes. Disdain- 
ing the counsel of the old men to ease 
the "grievous servitude" of his fath- 
er, and acting upon the unwise ad- 
vic of the young men who were 
brought up with him, he refused their j

ganized a land tax for the whole em- 
pire; there were real and personal 
property taxes, taxes on legacies, ex- 
ports and imports, salt, corn, wine, 
oil, wool, freed slaves, on funerals, 
payment being required before burial 
of the dead; a poll tax, toll bridge 
tax, one on the wages of prostitutes, 
and the Emperor Vespasian, who 
built the great colosseum at Rome, 
put a tax on urinals. The poor peas- 
ants on the land were taxed beyond 
endurance and some of the best farm- 
ing land in Italy was abandoned, the 
peasants joining the barbarians of 
the north because they could not live 
on what was left after the state 
exacted its tribute. These taxes were 
levied to support a lavish govern- 
ment, a large standing army and a 
corrupt bureaucracy. The result was 
the same as in Israel. Capital and 
commerce vanished and Rome per- 
ished. 

Another thousand years after the 
fall of Rome things were happening 
in France destined to exhibit to the 
world once more the spectacle of mi- 
nority rule, lavish government and 
excessive taxation resulting in revolu- 
tion and anarchy. Louis XIV de- 
clared, "I am the state. I hold the 
place of God. To me belong exclu- 
sively the lives and fortunes of my 
people." His financial minister, Col- 
bert, said, "The art of taxation con- 
sists in so plucking the goose 'i.e. the 
people) as to procure the largest 
quantity of feathers with the least 
possible squawking." "It is expedi- 
ent," said another "to conceal as far 
as possible the burden of taxes from 
the people who are to pay them." 
This is an argument in favor of a 
sales tax. Louis XIV died in 1774. 
At that time one-eighth of the en- 
tire revenue of the state was re- 
quired to support the king's household. 
There were 75 officers connected with 
the king's chapel alone, 48 physi- 
cians, surgeons and apothecaries at- 
tached to his person; 380 men and 
133 boys employed for his table. The 
peasants of France were taxed to 
starvation and slavery. Every kind 
of tax that human ingenuity could 
conceive was levied, the salt tax be- 
ing one of the most notorious. As 
the result of more than 100 years of 
excessive, intolerable taxation, levied 
to support in luxury a small, cruel, 
corrupt minority, the French Revolu- 
tion broke out in 1789. There were 
00 farmers-general who collected the 
taxes in the different provinces of 
France. The revolutionists cut off 
the heads of 32 of them. They exe- 
cuted 6000 nobility, clergy and gen- 
try. Taxation to starvation and sla- 
very resulted in excesses, and cruel- 
ties by an outraged people in armed 
revolt. At that time the French na- 
tional debt was more than a thousand 
million dollars, calling for an annual 
interest payment of over two hundred 
millions. Then came an issue of fiat 
money by the revolutionary govern- 
ment always the last resort of the 
vanquished, unwise officials of an 
over-burdened, tottering government. 
None of this huge debt was ever paid; 
it was repudiated to the last franc. 

Again we shall see what happened 
to another nation with an extrava- 
gant, corrupt and cruel government; 
minority rule and high taxes. Prob- 
ably in no country, ancient or modern, 
at any time was there ever such a 
carnival of extravagance and oppres- 
sion as that exhibited by Ismail Pns- 
ha, who, an Khedive, ruled over Egypt 
from 1803 to 1870. The debt of 
Egypt when he began his rule was 
$15,000,000. In 13 years he increased 
it to $445,000,000. Taxes were col- 
lected in a cruel and arbitrary man- 
ner. The usurer accompanied the 
tax collector who made his assess- 
ments at irregular intervals, and at 
no stated time. If the poor fellahin, 
as the peasant farmers were called, 
were found to possess no monev after

of gradual debt retirement and de- 
creasing taxes, municipalities, states 
and the federal government are pil- 
ing up debts, making necessary in- 
creased taxes, thereby adding more 
and more to the already heavy bur- 
den the people are compelled to bear. 
It was so in Rome in the late Em- 
pire The resources and population 
declined but governmental expendi- 
tures increased enormously, thus 
making taxes higher and higher un- 
til under the Emperor Constantine in 
the year A. D. 332, industries, trades, 
and the land were taxed to a degree 
that hastened the destruction of the 
state which was already beginning to 
decline. The peasants could not 
make enough by cultivating the land 
to pay the taxes assessed upon them. 
The same process is going on in our 
own country today. Our municipali- 
ties have piled up a debt of some 
thirty-five thousand millions of dol- 
lars. Many cities are bankrupt. The 
federal government owes more than 
twenty thousand millions, and the 
states come next with debts that are 
less than these but increasing. The 
cost of government is now taking 
40 per cent of our national income. 
Of this vast sum the municipalities 
take 60 per cent, the federal govern- 
ment 30 per cent and the states 10. 
A chorus of voices from the dim and 
recent past are warning us against 
the danger of increasing taxes. If 
we go' much farther the channels of 
business and capital will be frozen; 
if we go too far the people will re- 
volt as they have done over and over 
again under like circumstances in 
the past. Even now one must pay 
one-fourth of his income for taxes; j 
must work one day out of four, three 
months out of the year for the gov- 
ernment. There are good taxes and 
bad taxes. Assessments for public 
schools, public health and protection, 
and wise and honest government are 
good taxes that all loyal citizens are 
glad to pay. Tribute paid to selfish 
minorities, corrupt government, un- 
necessary protection and extravagant 
expansion are bad taxes, irritating to 
the people, the cause of unrest, pov- 
erty, and eventual revolt. They 
should be repealed. 

This brings us to the practical side 
of the subject. What is to be done 
about it. Ample precedent makes the 
problem easy. To begin with, di- 
vide all taxes into two parts, the 
good and the bad. Draw a sharp 
line between them. Let the good ' 
alone and every day of your life 
thank God for the privilege of paying 
your fair share of them. Scrutinize 
and treat without fear or favor the 
bad, beginning with the worst and 
largest and sparing none. What are 
they ?

They stoned the collector of taxes to 
death and Rehobonm fled to Jeru- 
salem. Such is the biblical narrative 
of the revolt of the ten tribes of Is- 
rael against unjust, burdensome 
taxes, levied against them to support 
a selfish, extravagant and cruel gov- 
ernment. The great mass of the peo- 
t.Ic tax-enslaved to support an all 
powerful, selfish minority. So Israel 
perished. There is nothing left of i 
the glory that was but the quarry 
dungeons where the stone was mined 
for the temple, and a bit of wall said 
to be the remains of the foundation. 

"A thousand years is but a day in 
His sight or as a watch in the night." 
This shall be time's unit of measure 
bringing us. in the course of human 
events, to Rome in the first century 
of the Christian era. Augustus was 
emperor, Rome was glorious, her 
realm was the civilized world ex- 
tending from the Euphrates to the 
moors of Scotland. The Mediter- 
ranean was a sea encompassed by her 
provinces. Her colonnaded temples, 
stadia, shrines, theatres, baths, and 
ciuntless matchless statues of marble 
and bronze, were testimonials of her 
culture, luxury and art. In the be- 
ginning her citizens were not taxed, 
tribute being exacted from subjugated 
peoples. But after she had con- 
quered the world and no new sources 
of revenue were to be found, Augus- 
tus began levying taxes on the Ro- 
mans themselves. The history of 
Rome records it and it is interesting 
to read in the second chapter of Luke 
an account of the same event which 
begins, "And it came to pass in those 
days that there went out a decree 
from Caesar Augustus that all the 
world should be taxed. And this tax 
was first made when Cyrenias was 
governor of Syria. And all went to 
be taxed, every one into his own ci- 
ty. And Joseph also went up from 
Gallilee, out of the city of Nazareth, 
into Judea. unto the city of David, 
which is called Bethlehem, to be 
taxed with Mary his espoused wife." 
And so it happened that Jesus was 
born in Bethlehem because Joseph 
and Mary had gone there to pay their 
taxes to the Roman state, just as 
their ancestors in the same land a 
thousand years before paid their 
taxes in Jerusalem to Solomon, king 
of Israel. Everything was taxed. 
Most of our taxes were anticipated 
by the Romans. They had a sales tax 
and a tax on bachelors. Augustus or- 



duce any they might have secreted, 
the usurer offered them a loan which 
the tax collector compelled them to 
accept often charging as high as 60 
per cent interest per annum and tak- 
ing as security a mortgage on the yet 
unharvested crops at about half their 
real value. Thus, the poor tillers of 
the soil were kept in abject poverty 
or sent into slavery for failure to pay 
their taxes. As a result production in 
the most fertile areas of Egypt fell 
off to an alarming degree and the 
fellahin starved where plenty might 
have been. In 1879 the people re- 
volted and drove Ismail from the 
throne, again, repeating the story of 
Israel, Rome and France. In our own 
country in 1776. in England and over 
and over gain in other lands exces- 
sive and needless taxation has re- 
sulted in rebellion, chaos, and slavery. 
Any government that continues to 
take from its people more than a fair 
share of the savings of capital and 
labor is in danger. History teaches 
that excessive taxation is unwise and 
dangerous, that it dries up the chan- 
nels of trade and enterprise, destroys 
capital and curtails production. "Low 
or moderate taxes are, as a rule, 
more prolific of revenue than com- 
paratively high taxes." For instance, 
the city of Boston has increased her 



and women. The willingness on the 
part of many of these soldiers to 
cheat and defraud the government is 
amazing. The medical examiner of 
a life insurance company told me of 
soldiers applying for life insurance 
who are drawng 20 to 50 per cent 
disability compensation from the 
government but who declared to him. 
notwithstanding, that there was noth- 
ing the matter with them. And the 
medical examiner found that there 
really was nothing the matter. Com- 
pensation to these soldiers should be 
revoked thereby saving the govern- 
ment in this one item some five hun- 
ched million dollars a year. 

Second, stop "pork barrel" legisla- 
tion and municipal graft, extrava- 
gance and unnecessary expansion and 
hundreds of millions more will be 
saved annually. To accomplish this 
every man and woman must do his 
part by wisely exercising his suffrage 
at every election. No one may com- 
plain of high taxes and bad govern- 
ment if he does not watch the trend 
of town affairs and vote. In as much 
as the largest part of our national 
income is spent by our municipal 
governments economizing should be- 
gin here. Office-holders should be 
honest citizens. Graft, extravagance 
and unnecessary expansion can only 
be prevented when the poor man, the 
forgotten man, the common voter and 
all the people appreciate the truth 
that everybody pays taxes whether 
he receives a tax bill or not. The 
landlord and the dealer in wares ex- 
act profits from all who buy and in- 
directly pay the taxes of those who

years in succession, and as the rate 
has increased, the collections have 
decreased, and notwithstanding the 
fact that unpaid taxes must remit 
eight per cent interest there are to- 
day more than eighty million dollars 
of unpaid taxes. The cause of exces- 
sixe taxes in all lands at all times 
has been extravagant minority gov- 
ernment, war and large armies, and 
corrupt bureaucracies, war being the 
principal cause. Abolish these and 
taxes fade away. 

Having taken a brief glance at the 
past for the purpose of learning the 
lesson history teaches on the sub- 
ject of taxation as it affects govern- 
ment economy, let us now look at our 
own country today and ask ourselves 
if we shall profit by the experience 
of other peoples in other lands during 
the lapse of centuries. "England is 
composed of thirty million people, 
mostly fools," said Carlisle. From 
his level and point of view the state- 
ment is true. If he were alive today 
he might say America is composed 
of a hundred and twenty million peo- 
ple, mostlv fools, and so we are. We 
have been livinsr in a fools' paradise, 
acting like fools, spending li^ke fools.

This illustrates a method 
of indirect taxation and shows how, 
in the final analysis, he who pur- 
chases goods becomes a tax payer 
whether he receives a tax bill direct 
from the tax collector or not.

"ARMS AND THE MAN" PRE- 
SENTED BY CONGREGA- 
TIONAL FLAYERS 

It was a case of "standing room 
only" at The Little Theater Beneath 
a Spire last Friday evening, when the 
Dramatic Society of the First Congre- 
gational Church presented an excep- 
tionally fine performance of George 
Bernard Shaw's "Arms and the Man." 
This play, the society's second of the 
season, was staged and directed by 
Mervin E. Stevens and adds one more 
success to his excellent work in Win- 
chester's amateur dramatics. 

The drama, written in Shaw's inim- 
itable style, is a subtle satire on the 
aue-old trappings of war together 
with a sly rap at the superficialities 
of class distinction when that distinc- 
tion is based on nothing more than 
the possession of wealth. Shaw makes 
war and its so-called heroics anything 
but glamorous and leaves his audience 
ready and anxious to join any society 
which guarantees "peace at any price." 

Each of the three acts is laid at the 
home of the Petkoff's, a "nouveau 
riehe" Bulgarian family, located in a 
small town near the Dragoman Pass. 
The time covers the period between 
I November 1885 and March 1880. A 
war is raging between the Bulgarians 
and the Servians. The conflict is 
brought close to home, when midst 
gun-fire in the streets. Captain Blunt- 
schli, a Swiss mercenary fighting in 
the Servian Army, forces his way into 
the bedchamber of Raina, the daugh- 
ter of the house, and demands protec- 
tion at the point of a pistol. 

Raina and her mother, Catherine, 
have just been enthusiastically discus- 
sing the heroism of Raina 's fiance. Ma- 
jor Sergius Saranoff, who just recently 
had led a successful charge against 
the enemy. Most of his heroism is 
worn pretty thin, however, when it is 
learned, through Captain Bluntschli, 
that the Bulgarian attack succeeded 
only because the enemy had run out 
of ammunition. Raina succumbs to 
the attraction of a uniform even 
though it is worn by an enemy of her 
country and, with her mother's help, 
aids Bluntschli to escape disguised in 
Major Petkoff's smoking jacket. No 
one is any the wiser save Louka, the 
maid. Louka. with a woman's intui- 
tion, senses the fact that Raina has 
quite lost her heart to the fascinating 
Swiss. 

As the play progresses peace is es- 
tablished, but. in the words of Major 
Petkoff, "not friendly relations." Ser- 
gius, tiring of the "higher love" which 
he and Raina appear to hold for one 
another, enters into a dangerous flir- 
tation with Louka. Complications set 
in with the reappearance of Captain 
Bluntschli who returns with Major 
Petkoff's coat much to Catherine's dis- 
may. From this point on develop- 
ments are rapid. It all ends as one 
suspected it would. — Raina turns from 
Sergius and accepts the Swiss, but 
Sergius, far from being broken heart- 
ed, seems only too glad to woo anil 
win Louka, the maid. 

The parts of Raina and Catherine 
Petkoff were well played by Patricia 
Smith and Ruth Mallory Smith, two 
new-comers to Winchester's stage. The 
hitter gave a particularly convincing 
performance making her character ac- 
tually live in the minds of her audi- 
ence. Louka, the maid, as interpreted 
by Ellouis T. Craves, was a little fire- 
brand defying all others to put "the 
soul of a servant" into her. It was a 
-rood part and exceptionally well 
ilayed. Hubert N. Bernard. Jr. lived 
up to his performance in the past 
and, as Captain Bluntschli, presented 
his character in a manner that delight- 
ed all who saw him. Those who re- 
member Dr. Blanchard's interpretation 
of Bob Acres in "The Rivals" were 
not surprised to see him win fresh lau- 
rels as the pompous Major Petkoff. He 
gave a performance that will not soon 
be forgotten. Other members of the 
cast whose work was of a high order 
were Oscar Growers, Herbert Wads- 
worth, and William M. Higgins. The 
prompter was Dorothy Brown. 

Those who do their part behind the 
scenes are too often forgotten in one's 
enthusiasm for the characters in the 
glare of the footlights. Especial men- 
tion should be made of the three very 
excellent sets each of which was con- 
structed and arranged by members of 
the little theater group. Under the 
direction of Mervin Stevens, scenery 
nnd lighting were cared for by Theo- 
dore W. Lawson, Prescott Taylor and 
Murray Mercer. Much of the beauti- 
ful effects of the three scenes was the 
result of the work of Mrs. Dorothy 
M. Wills who had charge of the prop- 
erties. 

Others who aided in the production 
were Mrs. Joseph W. Butler, serving 
as house manager. Mrs. Henry C. Nor- 
ris. in charge of the tickets, and Mrs. 
Clifford H. Cunningham, who acted as 
coffee hostess. Mrs. Cunningham was 
assisted by Mrs. A. Kirby Snell, Mrs. 
Joy Adriance Wooley, Mrs. Kenneth F. 
Caldwell and Miss Bertha R. Kelley.

PARK DEPARTMENT NEWS 

Again stormy weather interrupted 
the work along the river. None of 
the men were employed on Monday, 
but operations were resumed on Tues- 
day. 

Despite this handicap of the 
weather, good progress is being made 
on the project between the railroad 
tracks below the Beggs & Cobb fac- 
tory. The road which marks the 
shore line of the new pond has been 
extended all the way down the west- 
erly side. Great quantities of mud 
have been excavated from the area 
of the proposed pond and this has 
been dumped back of the roadway, 
which, being packed down hard, pre- 
vents the mud from sliding back in- 
to the pond. Another similar road is 
being pushed across the northern 
boundary of the new pond, but it will 
be some time yet before mud exca- 
vation is started at this point. 

Grading operations continue at the 
Leonard Field section. A small crew- 
started this week to remove and 
spread the pile of earth cast up by 
the power shovel. When finished this 
will be one of the most attractive 
spots in the town. The field above 
will have ample space for all kinds 
of sport. Adjoining is the newly 
constructed pond with its adequate 
bathing beach. The use of this new 
service will reduce the demand upon 
the Palmer street bathing beach. The 
new island, when planted with wil- 
lows, will add greatly to the beauty 
of the area. 

Again the work list shows a slight 
increase. There are now 327 on the 
roll, including citizens, non-citizens 
and inside workers. In this last- 
named group there are six painters 
who have been doing an excellent job 
in the Town Hall. Every office has 
been re-finished, as well as all the 
corridors. These men, together with 
the remaining inside workers and 
non-citizens, receive their pay from 
the fund contributed voluntarily by 
the residents of the town and dis- 
bursed through the Unemployment 
Relief Committee. 

Up to and including Saturday, 
Feb. 18. the Park Department had 
expended $6,447.37 of the $20,000 ap- 
propriated at the last Special Town 
Meeting.

617,000 is now before the Ways and j 
Means Committee, making a total of, 
$4,824,500, or $3216.33 per inmate. j 
One erf the reasons for this differ- ' 
ence in cost between Norfolk and At- 1 
tica is that: j 
A modern tool-proof interior i 
cell block costs for construction 
alone from $3000 to $5000 per cell. | 
Instead of constructing only maxi- i 
mum security buildings at Norfolk, ' 
three classes of buildings are being I 
erected there — maximum, medium > 
and minimum security, according j 
to the type of men to be housed in j 
each. The cost of constructing the 
maximum security building was I 
$1925 per inmate, the medium $1330, 
the minimum $990. From these fig- | 
ures it can readily be seen that j 
there is a very great economy of ! 
construction as a result of segre- ) 
gation. 

The second reason for the lower cost 
at Norfolk is that the inmates them- 1 
selves have been used to construct as i 
many of the buildings as could be done j 
to good advantage. 

If the property at Charlestown j 
could be disposed of for one-half of j 
its assessed value— or about $500,000 i 
— and the proceeds applied towards ! 
the work at Norfolk, this would bring I 
the net cost to the State of Massachu- ! 
setts for making the change down to 
about $2900 per inmate.

EDWARD HARRINGTON MERRILL 




When I finally succeeded in pro- 
curing an interview with Edward 
Harrington Merrill, that "hale fellow, 
well met," known to all of his friends 
as "Ed," I felt much as the trapper 
must feel when he discovers his prey 
held fast in the jaws of the contri- 
vance which he has set for him. Be 
it said, here and now, that only "the 
coldest day of the year," blowing a 
bitter blast that prohibited escape, 
proved the necessary ally t" corner 
my victim! A freezing temperature 
cryslalized stream nod meadow os 1 
took the winding road that leads to 
the long ijre.v wooden structure which 
houses the patent bather plant of 
I'd ers oi Merrill Co., Inc., erected on 
one of \Voburn's open spaces, so es- 
sential ti nducting this particular 

business in which Mr. Merrill is ac- 
tive. The biting wind lifted an icy 
mist from knoll and lowland and 
hurled it like a warning word toward 
the factory buildings where my ad- 
■•yersary innocently followed his daily 
routine at his office di sk, secure in its 
comforting warmth. The door opened. 
It closed. And I was inside! What 
■could ft man do at a time like that? 
Courtesy, alone, demanded that he 
permit me temporary shelter and an 
opportunity to thaw out my mittened 
hands! After a few commonplace 
remarks, I shot a question. 

"Look here," replied Mr. Merrill, 
"I'm not much on this interview busi- 
ness. Don't know what Price Wil- 
son wants to bother with me for. I've 
never done anything." 

JJut my victim smiled and a com- 
promise was effected, and I learned 
that "Ed" Merrill was bom in Pea- 
body. Mass., the son of Amy Fisher 
Harrington and Walter Clement Mer- 
rill: that he attended the public 
senonls ef Peahody, and, at the aire 
of 15. entered the banking and brok- 
rage business in Boston, where he 
remained for eight years. That sub- 
sequently, h" was associated for 20 
veors with the A. ('. Lawrence Leath- 
er Comnany. a natent leather business 
established in Peahody. That, at the 
end ef that time, he conducted a mer- 
chant ile business in Montreal and re- 
i-mmed there three years, coming to 
Woburn in 102.1 to take his father's 
place in the patent leather business 
•established by Herman P. Peterson, 
cx-Mavor of the City of Woburn. 
known as the Peterson-Merrill Co.. 
Inc.. where he is now actively en- 
gaged in an enterprise which "spe- 
cializes in the finishing of black patent 
leather used in the making of foot- 
wear." 

Mr. Merrill's home is at 3 Madison 
avenue West, and he has resided in 
Winchester since his association with 
thi Woburn company. He is Presi- 
dent of the Calumet Club, a member 
of the Rotary Clubs of Winchester 
find Woburn, and of the Winchester 
Lodge of Elks. No. 1445. The value of 
club affiliations. Mr. Merrill finds, is 
the opportunity which is thereby af- 
forded to "meet the other fellow, nro- 
fU bv his exoeriences, and form last- 
ing friendsh : ?s." 

Wh-n I asked him why he was a 
Republican, he greeted me with a wide 
smile and answered. "Because pa 
was!" No wonder those who know 
this man call him "Honest Ed." I 
asked "What in '-our opinion consti- 
tutes the main reou'sit" for a success- 
ful business man?" He replied. "A 
good -lartner." 

We flked of tb« t : m«s. Mr Mer- 
rill finds the workingnian's attitude 
in this trying period, one of courage 
rnd ce-oneration. He feels tint it is 
Vortor fo- the wnr'-iPT-iV!"!^ to he giv- 
vn "full time" as well a* for the man 
who acts in an executive capacity. 
He believes that the vouth of today 
«re or»*ented with an nnoortunity 
certainly equa' to that which has ever 
rr«*«»»nted with an opportunity cer- 
tainly equal to that which has ever 
existed. "They must start at the bot- 
tom and work up as their fathers did 
and not be placed at the top as has 
been common during our period of un- 
usual properity." he affirmed, adding. 
"It depends upon the ability of the 
man to progress in any business, to- 
day, just as it always has.' 

Mr. Merrill's keen sense of humor 
•was made apparent when I inquired 
concerning his hobby. "Thus far tt 
has mostly been a matter of trying 
to have one." he said. ' I have all 
the paraphernalia required by a hsn- 
orman. and I have gone through all 
the motions, but I have yet to catch 
the fish! Having proved ta my satis- 
faction that I would not qua ifv as a 
■fisherman. I tried hunting, but dur- 
ing the hunting season Mw deer have 
a faculty for staving out of mv way! 

When' the radio has something o. 
particular interest to offer Mr. Mer- 
rill <mioys this past'me His favorite 
■eading material is "H. story. He: 



likes the Saturday Evening Post, and 
especially the stories of Ben Ames 
Williams, while the serial contribu- 
tions of Octavius Roy Cohen are pages 
which his eyes never miss. 

I had forced my adversary into a 
corner. He had held his peace long 
enough. "How would you like to look 
over the factory?" he asked. It was 
my turn to grant a concession. The 
reefer collar was turned up and we 
embarked upon what was to be an ex- 
tremely interesting experience, as 
well as the best possible opportunity 
to sound the real depths of the man 
who so courteously explained the 
systematic steps required in produc- 
ing the shiny, flexible patent leather 
used in the making of shoes. 

In the "receiving room" were 
mounds of cow hides, already tanned 
and degreased. The manner in which 
these are tacked to the frames and 
daubed with a sizing coat, then dried 
at 130 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
"drying room" was carefully ex- 
plained as we proceded from one pro- 
cess room to another. Here, a blue 
coat was applied one day and varnish 
applied the following day. Here were 
the ovens with their iron slides upon 
which the hides were haked. "Winter 
and summer, these hides are set out 
of doors for a period of six hours," ex- 
plained Mr. Merrill. "The ultra-violet 
ray hardens the varnish. They are 
then taken otf the frames by the 
'strippers,' trimmed, measured and 
stamped, wiped with a clean cloth and 
packed on a "carrier" which is rolled 
out over a platform to the truck for 
d< livery." As we progressed through 
the factory, my host's mood had be- 
come completely revolutionized. This 
was his ground. He knew it. He was 
happy in it. This "interviewing busi- 
ness"' was not in his line, but patent 
leather .... that spelled his life's 
interest. Across the snow-bound space 
he indicated the location of the "boil- 
ing house" where the "daub" and var- 
nish is made. "We convert kerosene 
into gas uml burn the gas in a cen- 
tralized lire. Naptha is used t.> thin 
the material. Those drums are filled 
with linseed oil. The 'mix' i- pumped 
over a pipe line to the tanks" Mr. 
Merrill's enthusiasm for his business 
was unmasked. Throughout the tour 
of the establishment, his sustained in- 
terest and thorough knowledge of the 
detailed workings of each department 
spoke more definitely than any words 
he might have said, that this quality 
of continued pride ami prodigious in- 
terest in one's work, whatever it may 
be, constitutes the outstanding factor 
for success. 

In speaking of the sun's part in the 
hardening process, invaluable in this 
particular business, Mr. Merrill un- 
covered an interesting fact, that in 
Germany artificial lighting is used 
for this purpose because the sun in 
that location has not the quality of 
penetration which is found here in 
New England, duo to atmospheric 
conditions. 

Before I left the Peterson-Merrill 
plant, it was my privilege to meet 
"John, the toggle-man." "I want you 
to know the real boss of our busi- 
ness," said my host, as he introduced 
me to a kindly character who sits all 
day. every day, at a bench in an 
adjoining shed, reconditioning the 
toggles used in fastening the hides 
to the frames. "John, the toggle- 
man" has had the misfortune of los- 
ing one of his legs, but when he looked 
with glowing eyes at my host and 
said. "They're great boys," meaning 
Mr. Peterson and "Ed" Merrill. ;t was 
evident that he would not choose to 
be any other place in the world. 

"Winchester is one of the finest 
suburban towns in the environs of 
Boston and I like its friendly spirit." 
This was Mr. Merrill's tribute to the 
town in which he lives and, when he 
had seen me off, standing in the chill 
wind until my motor had decided not 
to let a zero day get the better of it, 
1 knew that "Ed" Merrill uncon- 
sciously was contributing a valuable 
part in that "friendly spirit" which 
he had commended.

FINANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT 
SHOWS NO TAX INCREASE 

Winchester's tax rate for 1933 will 
be substantially the same as the 
$26.40 rate of 1933 according to the 
estimates made by the Finance Com- 
mittee in its report which was dis- 
tributed this week along with the 
warrant for the annual town meet- 
ing. 

The committee recommends depart- 
mental budgets of $700,455.99 in com- 
parison with recommended budgets of 
$838,068.02 made to the town meet- 
ing a year ago. The recommenda- 
tions for special articles in the war- 
rant, including town debt payment of 
$102,000, total $119,000 in comparison 
to $140,000 in 1932. 

The reason why the tax rate is not 
even lower according to the commit- 
tee's figures, is that at the start this 
year the town is $86,000 worse off 
than it was in 1932. Fixed charges, 
including debt payment, interest and 
pensions, are $10,000 greater this 
year than last, the assessments for the 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hos- 
pital have increased, there will prob- 
ably be a tremendous increase in the 
state tax and estimated revenues are 
off some $40,000. 

The committee actually estimates 
the tax rate for the year at $26.29 
but it goes on to say: 

"From the above tabulation it will 
be seen that unless conditions should 
require an unemployment relief pro- 
gram substantially greater than the 
present estimate, or unless the Legis- 
lature should take action to increase 
the burden on the cities and towns, 
beyond the present best estimates, the 
tax rate for this year should not be 
substantially greater, if any greater, 
than the $26.40 rate of 1932." 

The committee has allowed an es- 
timate of $120,000 for unemployment 
relief, including the $20,000 already 
appropriated at the January special 
town meeting. It says that the un- 
employment relief program for the 
balance of the year has not yet been 
worked out and it will have to report 
on this at the town meeting, but the 
excess and deficiency fund is so low, 
$82,(10(1. that it will not be sound fi- 
nance to use any of that this year for 
relief purposes. Accordingly the en- 
tire unemployment relief program 
must be nut from the tax levy. 

The committee recommends using 
unexpended balances in the grade 
crossing and waterways accounts for 
general revenue and the creation of 
a workmen's compensation insurance 
fund with an initial payment of $2500. 

The committee says for the first 
time in many years it knows of no 
pending project calling for the issu- 
ance of new bonds. 

The recommendations of the Fi- 
nance Committee, if followed, would 
bring the town labor departments 
down to a maintenance basis. To do 
this the committee has made substan- 
tial cuts in the departmental recom- 
mendations. The Highway Depart- 
ment's accounts are reduced $13,700, 
the Park Department $800, the Shade 
Trees and Brown Tail Moth $400, and 
Sewer Construction $1500. The Wa- 
ter and Sewer Department's appropri- 
ations, as recommended, total $24,000 
as compared with an appropriation of 
$105,000 for 1931. 

The report says that the committee 
is not convinced that a further salary- 
tut is advisable at this time "but it 
does hold to the opinion that the way- 
should be provided for the town to 
make a further reduction whenever 
the situation may seem to warrant." 

The School Department's budget as 
recommended by the School Commit- 1 
tee and Finance Committee jointly, af- 
ter numerous conferences, totals $235,- 
053. This is $21,000 less than was 
spent by the School Department last 
year, in spite of the fact that the new 
junior high school and senior high 
school addition will he open for a full 
year for the first time in 1983 and 
the pupil enrollment of the schools 
continues to increase rapidly. The 
recommended budget shows a per pu- 
pil cost of $91.67, the lowest since 
1919. 

Many of the reductions in the school 
budget will not be put into effect un- 
til September so that the savings this 
year are but a fraction of what they 
will amount to another year. 

The School Department plans to 
eliminate four elementary school 
teachers, the building assistants, the 
high school librarian, the general sub- 
stitute, the reimbursement for pro- 
fessional study, the summer school, 
one of the four teachers of physical 
education, symphony concerts and oth- 
er sen-ices. It plans, if pupil enroll- 
ment permits, temporarily to close the 
Highland School in the fall. 

The Finance Committee's report 
says that if the town wants to make 
further reductions in the School De- 
partment it can do so and the savings 
will be as listed in the report. A ta- 
ble is then presented showing the sav- 
ings from such functions as kinder- 
gartens ($7500), three remaining 
teachers of physical education ( $6500 ) , 
elementary school supervisor ($2340). 
manual training ($3736), cooking and 
sewing ($3006), specialized art teach- 
er ($2070), specialized music teacher 
($2025), and periodicals ($200). 

The town has three street light cir- 
cuits. The Finance Committee recom- 
mends that the two covering the resi- 
dential sections be turned off at 1 a. 
m. with a saving of $2100 on an an- 
nual basis. 

The recommendations of the com- 
mittee are against removal of the 
Symmes Park water tower, against 
the proposed street improvement at 
Symmes corner, against the renova- 
tion of the traffic lights in the center, 
and against the proposed purchase o; 
land for park purposes between Cross 
street and the Aberjona River. The 
committee favors the proposed chang- 
es in the zoning by-laws. 

The chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee is Donald R. Waugh, the vice 
chairman, Geoffrey C. Neiley, and 
the secretary, Dr. Allan R. Cunning- 
ham. The other members of the 
committee are Paul F. Avery, Ken- 
neth F. Caldwell, Albert K. Comins. 
Frederick B. Craven, Edward J. Di- 
r >en. Harry J. Donovan. Arthur E. 
Kendrick, G. Russell Mann, Frank T.

Congress. One will not soon forget 
the consternation of some of the big 
papers and magazines that depended 
upon this revenue from liquor adver- 
tising when the national anti-liquor 
advertising law required such ads to 
be eliminated. 

History may have to repeat itself [ 
in order to do away with the obnox- 
ious liquor advertising that the brew- 
ers will endeavor to get into all peri- 
odicals.

Mrs. Clara Snyder asked 
for the secretary's report and then 
called for a reading of the new by- 
laws which are a revision of the old. 
The new by-laws were adopted by a 
unanimous vote.

A bill also has been 
presented to examine and license pub- 
lic health officers and agents. This 
will protect the children and families 
in the town or city.

Woad Cultivation Given 

Up by British Farmers 

An English newspaper records the 
passing of woad culture In Great 
ISritaln— the last known area of woad. 
in Lincolnshire, having been dis- 
played by potatoes and sugar beets. 
Woad or dyer's weed Is a biennial of 
the cabbage family, which attains a 
heights of three or four feet, says a 
writer in the Rural New Yorker. A 
Miie dye Is obtained by 'macerating 
I lie leaves In water. According t>> 
historians the ancient Britons decor 
nted their bodies with this plant, dye- 
ing their skins blue. The plant Is a 
native of Great Britain, and Its use 
as a dye is very ancient. Modern 
chemical research lias displaced It, n« 
other materials are now used to 
greater advantage. Studies In eco- 
nomic botany shows us many other 
plants, formerly of great value In the 
arts, which have gradually fallen Into 
disuse.

OOVKRNORS COMMITTEE SUB- 
MITS WINC HESTER ACCI- 
DENT ANALYSIS 

The motor vehicle accident analysis 
for Winchester, 1931-1932 inclusive, 
made by the Governor's Committee on 
Street and Highway Safety at the re- 
quest of the Selectmen was submitted 
this week, copies being mailed to the 
Selectmen, the Finance Committee and 
to the Chief of Police. 

Reports of motor vehicle operators 
involved in accidents, filed with the 
police, comprised the basic material 
for the committee's study, this mate- 
rial being thought sufficient upon 
which to base fair conclusions and I 
sound recommendations. | 

Charts and graphs are included in 
the analysis which is concluded with 
the following interesting facts: ; 

Sixty per cent of the pedestrians in- 1 
jured in Winchester were under 15 j 
years of age. The highest frequency; 
of accidents occurred in May and Au-' 
trust. The most dangerous period of 
the day was from 3 to f> p. m., more 
than one-fourth of all accidents oc- 
curring between these hours. Fifty- 
four per cent of all accidents occurred 
at or between intersections on Main, 
Washington and Cambridge streets. 
Fifty-five per cent of the intersection 
accidents occurred at 20 per tent of 
those intersections experiencing an 
accident history of one or more acci- 
dents. The highest frequency of ac- 
cidents occurred at the square and 
those of greatest severity occurred at 
Symmes corner. Thirty per cent of 
the drivers involved in accidents were 
residents of Winchester, with a ma- 
jority of the others, residents of near- 
by cities and towns. 

The committee, in submitting its 
analysis reached the following con- 
clusions and submitted recommenda- 
tions as follows: 

The frequency and severity of ac- 
cidents at any one intersection, group 
of intersections or short portions of 
streets between intersections does not 
afford sufficient information to indi- 
cate a reliable trend. 

While Symmes comer experienced 
the second highest frequency and the 



largest number of personal injury ac- 
cidents, the nine personal injury and 
eight property damage accidents over 
a period of two years, combined with 
a traffic volume of less than 700 vehi- 
cles per hour, does not appear suffi- 
cient to warrant the expenditure of a 
largo sum of money on any type of 
traffic control device. 

A strict and impartial program of 
law enforcement and a comprehensive 
safety educational program for both 
adult and child offers the best method 
by which to improve the motor vehicle 
accident record. 

The Police Department should, in 
addition to the present accident spot 
map, which is purely a visual record 
of accidents, maintain a location file 
of all accidents, including specific lo- 
cation, date and type of accident, num- 
ber of fatalities and injuries, time and 
physical conditions surrounding acci- 
dent. 

The Police Department should es- 
tablish a record system, by which each 
accident or motor vehicle violation be- 
comes a part of an operating record 
of each motorist involved or appre- 
hended. This method provides a means 
cf detecting repeaters and also acts 
as a guide in disposition of offenses. 

The adoption of a triplicate ticket 
method of handling motor vehicle law 
violators is recommended with a con- 
tinuous program of pavement paint- 
ing, such as, white cross walks and 
center guide line* at the 13 most dan- 
gerous intersections. Special empha- 
sis should be placed on this work dur- 
ing the spring and summer months 
when the accident frequency and se- 
verity are at their peaks. 

Following is the accident history 
of tho 13 intersections with high acci- 
dent frequency (1931-1932):

SALON IK I: A CITY THAT KNOWS 
TROUBLE 



The earthquake which has recently 
been shaking northern Greece, crack- 
ing Saloniki (Thessalonike) buildings 
and driving the city's inhabitants to 
the open spaces for safety, adds an- 
other stirring chapter to Saloniki's 
history which already is replete with 
catastrophies of major proportions. 

For the more than 2300 years that 
Saloniki has existed on its present 
site, numerous earthquakes, fires, 
plundering expeditions, massacres and 
sieges have befallen the Macedonian 
capital, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. For 
centuries it also was a sort of politi- 
cal football for European groups, in- 
cluding Macedonians. Saracens, Nor- 
mans, Romans, Venetians, Bulgarians 
and Turks, each of whom dominated 
it at least once. 



Another disturber of Saloniki's equi- 
librium has been its popularity among 
refugees. When the Spaniards perse- 
cuted the Jews in the loth century, 
many of them trekked eastward to- 
Saloniki, settled and reared large fam- 
ilies so that today there is a largo 
Jewish population. After Greece was 
proclaimed a republic, a human deluge 
of Greek refugees left Turkey for 
their homeland and Saloniki's census 
takers added about 00,000 Greeks to 
the city's population figures^ 

Because numerous races have occu- 
pied Saloniki and because it is one of 
the leading ports on the Adriatic and 
an important market ami concentra- 
tion point for Balkan commerce, Sa- 
loniki has a polyglot population. It 
is, perhaps, as difficult for a foreigner 
standing on a busy Saloniki street cor- 
ner to identify a native-born Saloni- 
kian, as it would be for him to identify 
a native-born Washingtonian on the 
streets of our capital city. 

Greeks, mostly in western garb - 
with, perhaps, the exception of the 
colorfully-dressed Kutzo-Vlachs fron. ■ 
rural villages, throng Saloniki from 
all parts of the Republic. In addition 
there are representatives of the Bal- 
kan countries as well as Germans. . 
Italians, French, Austrians, Hungari 
fins, and a sprinkling of Americans, 
most of whom are bus mess- bent. 

The free port district of Saloniki is 
utilized by the Balkan statin that 
have no suitable sea outlet. Over the 
Saloniki quays pass for export, grain 
and Hour, silk cocoons, chrome, man- 
ganese and iron, live stock and their 
products, opium and tobacco from 
Greek and Balkan sources. The city's 
cotton-spinning, tanning, brick, tile 
and soap factories and iron foundries 
add to the volume of commerce des- 
tined to foreign consumers. 

Almost a New City 
The fire of 191 7 which nearly leveled 
Saloniki had much the same effect on 
it as the famous Chicago lire had on 
that city. For, today, as a traveler 
views Saloniki from the rail of an in- 
coming steamer, it glistens with new- 
ness. Sturdy, modem buildings face 
the broad, busy quay. Only the bulky, 
round white tower, a remnant of the 
old city sea wall built by the Turk: , 
t ( mains in the foreground to recall 
curlier days. 

Saloniki beyond the quay, is tra- 
versed by clean streets, flanked with 
modern shops with tin international 
array of men handiso. There are also 
new parks and squares, and a city 
planning commission now must pass 
on all proposed new buildings. 

A guide will point out Varder street 
which cuts across the city as a par*, 
of the old Roman highway from the 
Adriatic to the Bosporus; and down- 
town there is an interesting Roman 
arch clinging to its old foundations, 
street cars now rumble down Varder 
street in the same path taken by Ro- 
man legions. Clanging stre<-t cat- 
bells anil noisy automobile horns echo- 
beneath the venerable arch. The bane- 
of the white tower is hidden by street 
cars and gaudy billboards that shade 
full-voiced venders and photo-while* 
you-wait men. 

Some of the Saloniki churches sur- 
vived the fury of the Middle Ages and 
are also among the remains of the 
I ast. Many of them were built as 
Christian edifices, but during the 
Turk's 500 years' occupation they be- 
en me mosques. They are again Chris- 
tian churches but, viewed from the 
bay, some of the huge domes and lofty- 
flanking minarets give the city then 
appearance of a Moslem stronghold.

IDAHO PANHANDLE. HOME OF 
THE COEUBS D' ALENE 

Discovery of a fragment of gold- 
bearing quartz by a highway worker 
in Fourth of July Canyon near Coeur 
d' Alene, Idaho, has brought a rush 
of treasure seekers to the district. 
The influx has infused new life into 
a region which was once an important 
pawn in the game of carving states 
out of the rich territory of the Paci- 
fic Northwest, says a bulletin issued 
by the National Geographic Society, 
Washington, D. C.

The Chalcidikc Peninsula of north- 
ern Greece where villages have re- 
cently been shaken down and hun- J 
dreds of lives lost by earthquake j 
shocks, embraces the theocratic re- j 
public of Mount Athos, which has 
kept alive traditions of the Greek I 
Orthodox Church since the days of j 
Byzantium. A bulletin from the 
Washington, D..C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society tells 
of life in this unique religious com- 
munity. 

Santa Claus in a Ballet Skirt 

At Daphni, port of the Holy Moun- 
tain, says the bulletin, a handsome 
policeman who looks like Santa Claus 
in a ballet skirt welcomes the visitor 
to the Middle Ages. One enters the 
theocratic republic only as a guest. 
If ample notice is given is advance, 
women are permitted to land and 
look at the monasteries from outside. 
They cannot enter the doorways 
which lead to a monastic life that has 
changed little since pre-Crusade days, 
when the first of the 20 monasteries 
was built. 

The capital of this unique retreat 
from females and modernity is 
Karyes, near the center of the penin- 
sula. There is an inn or two. The 
keeper of the general store will cash 
one s traveler's checks. The druggist 
dreams of the time when he will be- 
come a millionaire because of the sale 
of his nicotine-free cigarettes. Sev- 
eral shops sell ikons, bead chains and 
other ecclesiastical goods specially- 
blessed by their relationship with the 
Holy Mountain. 

Mount Athos has its conservative 
and its liberal, monastic communities. 
A few of the 20 monasteries are 
equipped with electric lights; and 
hens as well as roosters are per- 
mitted. Other of the monasteries 
still cling to their age-old prohibition 
against all forms of femals life. 

The natural setting is one of in- 
finite charm. There is a profusion of 
trees and the ruddy monasteries, 
looking like medieval castles, rise be- 
side a sea of a matchless blue. 
Apart from Worldly Affairs 

But one does not go to Mount 
Athos to see beauty but to experi- 
ence a form of life elsewhere un- 
known. The attraction of the place 
lies not in its comforts or its fine 
food. Even the best on Mount Athos 
is inferior to worldly fare. It is the 
participation in the monastic life, the 
withdiawal from mundane affairs 
which most visitors find most fas- 
cinating. 

It is the life of midnight prayers 
by the light of guttering candles set 
amid old frescoes and massive can- 
delabra. It is the life of the common 
table; though some monasteries have 
a guest-master who enables the visit- 
>r, unaccustomed to long fasts and a 
vegetarian diet, to enjoy dishes for- 
bidden to his hosts. It is the life of 
paintings whose subjects are not 
those of the eye but of the imagina- 
tion. The inner walls of the monas- 
tery churches resemble a richly il- 
lustrated Bible except that the mu- 
rals follow the zoology of the Apoe- 
alvose rather than of the zoo.

Paper grass — grass out of which 
paper is manufactured— is giving Al- 
giers a commercial boost. While hill- 
ocks of coal, barrels of wine, sacks of 
grain, boxes of dates and piles of cork 
have long been the chief adornment of 
the city's quays, increased quantities 
of paper grass from the Algerian pla- 
teaus is demanding more space. 

Algiers, which is the main door to 
Algeria and capital, leading port, and 
largest city as well, is described in a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

A Bit of Paris in Africa

John Mullan, 
with about 100 men, started from 
Walla Walla, Washington, and put a 
trail through to Fort Benton, then at 
the head of navigation on the Mis- 
souri River. The road was completed 
in the summers of 1861 and 1862 at a 
cost of $230,000. It was the first 
overland outlet to the East for the 
wheat raised in the Walla Walla 
country. Because the route by Pend 
Oreille Lake appeared impracticable 
on account of floods at the time of 
the survey, Mullan chose the St. Re- 
gis and Coeur d' Alene valleys. 

Hostile Indians harassed travelers 
on the Mullan road. In the Nez 
Perce uprising of 1876, the last ma- 
jor Indian war in the Northwest, the 
Coeurs d' Alene were ready to join 
Chiefs Joseph and Looking Glass; but 
the spectacular war was ended by 
General Miles' trapping of Chief Jo- 
seph before the Panhandle Indians 
had organized their forces.

To the Editor of the Transcript : 

I have no desire to apologize for the 
work already done at the Norfolk Pris- 
on — it needs no apology. In careful 
planning and economical construction 
it will bear the closest scrutiny of any- 
one who will take the time to examine 
it. but the article in Thursday's Tran- 
script under the caption "Disputes 
Wragg's Prison Criticism" is mislead- 
ing in one important particular. 

One gets the impression that there 
is a howling alley in the Norfolk pris- 
on—such is not the case. The guard 
house, which is outside the prison 
walls, houses the armed guards who 
police the walls and approaches to the 
prison, as well as the country in the 
vicinity of the prison. Underneath 
this guard house, below the level of 
the ground, is a pistol and rifle range 
where the guards are taught the use 
of these weapons. The floor of this 
, basement, or tunnel, is long enough 
, for a bowling alley, and is so used, but 
onlv by the guards. So far as the 
prisoners are concerned it might as 
well be five miles distant, for no pris- 
oner is allowed in the guard house and 
the guards do not mingle with pris- 
oners within the walls. This room is 
used as a place for exercise and rec- 
reation for the guards when not on 
duty, and it seems to me a good use 
to make of this space.

BLEAK (SLE ROYAL WINS A 
SCHOOL TEACHER 



j _ Isle Royal, in Lake Superior, aboui 
; 50 miles north of Keweenaw Pvnin- 
, sula. Mich., has a school teacher for

i land that lifts from the gray waters

Michigan's Early Source of Copper> 
Narrow, fjordlilte bays and channels* 
I indent its coast, winding back fox- 
miles like rivers between the timbered 
ridges, continues the bulletin. Bright 
lakes, flanked with dark forests of 
spruce and fir, lie cradled in the val- 
leys. Jutting headlands and frown- 
ing cliffs guard the harbors, and 
countless small islets and reefs lie 
around it like sentinels around a. 
rocky fortress. 

This narrow finger of land is 50> 
miles ling and a tenth as wide. Its 
shape has been likened to that of a 
giant schooner set forever on a north- 
east course. It is the site of one of 
the newest authorized units in our 
system of national parks. 

The island is historically interest- 
ing. Here some of the first copper 
mines to be opened by white men in 
the Lake Superior region were put 
into operation about the middle of .the 
last century. 

Severe Winter Climate Routed Miners 
Homes were built for the miners, 
villages established, and for a timi* 
man was near to breaking this wild 
island to his fashioning. But Isle 
Royal fought back at the intruders 
with isolation and cruel winters ami 
the lashing gales of Lake Superior, 
and some 30 years later the mines 
were abandoned as no longer profita- 
ble. For the most part, the cabinv-juid 
mine buildings have fallen or burneti 
and the forest is gardually creeping 
over the rock dumps, the wilderness- 
reclaiming its own. 

Long before white miners came.. nor • 
haps centuries before white men 
touch the shores of North America,, 
aboriginal people were crossir^r Lake 
Superior to take copper from the 
rocks of Isle Royal. This island was 
the source of much of the copper used 
by primitive man in this part of the 
globe, and science has yet to urtravefc\ 
the secret of the race that hbllevred 
out the first open pits where the red 
metal outcropped from the rock. 

Whoever they were, however, those- 
ancient miners left indelible and dra- 
matic record of their labors. They 
built fires on the ridges and cracked 
the heated rock with water. Then, 
with crude stone mallets brought from 
the distant mainland — there is no 
stone of that type on Isle Royal — they 
battered the broken rock away and 
took the nuggets of native copper, 
ready for fashioning into various ob- 
jects. 

At the bottom of those open pits 
the rude hammers are still lying, 
their battered ends bespeaking the 
use to which they were put by hands 
that have been dust these long cen- 
turies. 

Tottay Isle Royal is the home of a 
scattered handful of commercial fish- 
ermen. Their homes, built usually o£ 
logs, stand on the sheltered harbors,, 
nestling at the foot of towering cliffs 
that give refuge from the battering: 
gales of the lake. 

In the summer the fisher folk get 
their mail from Duluth. nearly 200 
miles i.o the west and south, shipping 
their catch back by the boat that 
brings the mail. They have no other 
contact with the outside world, but! 
: live contentedly and happily on their 
| isolated, lake-girt frontier. 

In addition to the home of the tish- 
! erfolk, there are four summer hotels ■ 
j built on the shore of Isle Royal. There' 
j is nowhere a clearing or ,i home in 
, the interior.

to enter into contracts at exorbitant 
and unfair prices; that "leading law- 
yers" are sometimes prone to use their 
political influence acquired in muni- 
cipal affairs to secure municipal con- 
tracts for their clients, which yield 
excessive profits, for which valuable 
services such lawyers receive enor- 
mous fees. Such practice may be 
perfectly legitimate but it is most 
certainly not to the best interest of 
the taxpayers. 

In view of these dangers, is it not, 
therefore, the duty of the taxpayers 
of Winchester, through their branch 
of the National Economy League now 
organizing, to re-examine the struc- 
ture and policies of their town gov- 
ernment and the past expenditure of 
town money. Does the method of ap- 
pointment of our Finance Committee, 
its present avowed policies, the in- 
creasing tendency of its members to 
run for office while serving on the 
committee, the dulcet notes of har- 
mony now considered necessary to is- 
sue from all our town officials, the 
practice of practically all the members 
of our spending boards or their wives 
serving as town meeting members and 
voting to appropriate the money they 
spend, result in such conflict of inter- 
ests and political machination as to 
! weaken the ability of town officials to 
j stand firmly against friends or politi- 
| cal backers clamoring to sell gold 
| bricks to the town ? A careful ex- 
l animation of past sales to the town, 
! past contracts with the town and the 
i vast increase in the expense of many 
of our town departments during the 
I last 10 or 15 years, would throw much 
light on this question. 

It may be that Winchester is as well 
managed as any other town. It mav 
be that her officials are usually high- 
minded and public spirited. However, 
hiirh pressure commercialism has ob- 
scured the imperative duty of public 
service at a sacrifice and of minimum 
profit in transactions with municipali- 
ties. Compensation for service in bus- 
iness should never be the standard for 
compensation for service in public of-

KEEP NIGHT LIGHTS 



To the Editor of the Star: 

In studying the report and recom- 
mendations of our Town's Finance 
Committee I am impressed with its 
background of sound and practical 
economy. 

One recommendation, however, im- 
presses the writer as ill considered 
and wrong in principle. I refer to 
the suggestion that the street lights 
in the residence sections of the town 
be turned off from 1 until 5 a. m. To 
leave the greater part of our modern 
city of homes in absolute darkness 
during those hours when the protec- 
tion provided by street lights is most 
needed seems unwise. I believe it is 
conceded that light is acknowledged 
to be the best protection against ma- 
rauders of the hoodlum type who en- 
gage in burglary, vandalism and rob- 
bery of homes and garages. 

The report referred to does not 
recommend the discontinuance of 
lights in the business section of the 
town. I do not understand why the 
protection of light at night to busi- 
ness property seems more important 
to our Finance Committee than to 
property in the residential sections? 
To have your home broken into at 
night by burglars entails the risk not 
alone of property damage but the ad- 
ditional danger to life. 

Another important factor to con- 
sider is the added responsibility placed 
on our efficient policemen in protect- 
ing the town against lawlessness. 
Not only is their work made much 
more difficult if the lights are turned 
off but the personal risk involved is 
much greater if they are required to 
patrol our residence streets in dark- 
ness. 

The writer has always urged econo- 
my in all town expenditures. How- 
ever 1 do not consider this proposal 
to eliminate the street lights an 
economy measure. The saving of an 
estimated $2100 would result in a loss 
of that sense of security of life ani

OCTAVIA WILLIAMS TUFTS 




Before a blazing log fire in the 
spacious living room of her residence 
at 7 Stratford road, a woman who has 
won enviable distinction because of 
her generous and tireless interest in 
charitable enterprises, both here in 
Winchester and in Boston and its 
environs, was occupied at the moment 
of my arrival in making a soft green 
silk dress for her youngest daughter. 
The picture presented was of two- 
fold quality. Her occupation spoke 
versatility and domestic adaptability. 
Her sapphire velvet pyjamas re- 
peated the color note to be found in 
two lovely vases of glass that deco- 
rated the occasional tables flanking 
the great fireplace. The damask win- 
dow hangings, the oriental rug at her 
feet, and the upholstery in chairs and 
cushions, fashioned in shaded tones 
of antique red, glowed warmly in the 
reflected light of the fire. The rich 
beauty of an ancient tapestry was 
expressed through the setting in 
which she had unconsciously placed 
herself. Here, in this colorful in- 
terior, with it* inviting aspect and 
immediate atmosphere of comfort 
and hospitality, the sleet-laden chal- 
lenge of the skies and the icy pools 
swelling in the streets, as they gath- 
ered substance from the sinking 
mounds of sodden snow, were in- 
Btantly forgotten. ' Barney," an Irish 
setter and pet of the family had 
squeezed through the open doorway 
•s I crossed the threshold. His coat 
was wet and flattened into dark 
streaks, but, nevertheless, he had no 



I intention of being deprived of his po- 
j sition on the "reception committee." 
; There was an understanding kindness 
i in the voice of his mistress as she ex- 
plained that his present condition was 
not acceptable to ladies. With ears 
that drooped a trifle longer than us- 
ual, it seemed, he took himself off to 
another room. "He really is a good 
watch dog," said my hostess, "al- 
though my daughter, Molly, says she 
is sure he would bark once and then 
show the burglar where the silver is!" 

My introduction to Mrs. Tufts home 
had pre-established the verasity of 
her first statement. "I am still old 
fashioned enough to think that a 
woman's home should come first and 
that she has no right to start out in 
public work until her home is in or- 
der." Certainly, this home evidenced 
systematic, thorough and intelligent 
management. 

Herself, one of ten children born 
to Mary Charleton and David Wil- 
liams of Chicago, Illinois, Mrs. Tufts 
was, early, given an opportunity for 
developing a spirit of co-operation in 
the routine of family life. The fact 
that she was the eighth child deter- 
mined the choice of her name, Octa- 
via. Although she admits that in 
her childhood she was a "tomboy" 
and that her mother gave up all hope 
of ever making a lady out of her. to- 
; day finds Octavia Tufts, the devoted 
and inspiring mother of two daugh- 
j ters and two sons. "Molly is teach- 
i ing physical education and sports at 
St. Margaret's School, Waterbury, 
Conn.; "Son" is a sophomore at Yale; 
David is in his last year at Exeter 
and will enter Harvard next Septem- 
ber; anil Jeanne is a student at Win- 
chester Junior High," she said, proud- 
ly. "I received my education in the 
preparatory schools of Chicago and 
spent two years at Smith. It was 
my husband who decided that I would 
, make a much better bride than a jun- 
; ior at college. Ours was a short 
courtship. I managed to hold him off 
for a few months, but every time I 
, saw him he would say, "I have the 
I license and the ring, let's get mar- 
i ried today.' When I answered that 
! my linens were not ready, he said, 
i 'We can get a rubber stamp for the 
linens." " 

Octavia Williams met Bowen Tufts 
during short visits East made in the 
holiday seasons. Last September they 
celebrated their 25th wedding anni- 
versary. Fourteen of those years 
have been spent in Winchester, the 
town which Mrs. Tufts terms "mar- 
' velous." "Winchester is filled with 
interesting people," she said. "The 
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co-operative spirit in charitable work 
is remarkably manifest here. Or- 
ganization work attains the high wa- 
ter mark." 

As chairman of the Winchester 
Chapter of the Red Cross, through 
her continued efforts in behalf of the 
Church of the Epiphany, and in her 
contributions to the work of the 
Florence Crittenton League of Com- 
passion, Mrs. Tufts has played a 
large hand in firing this co-operative 
spirit which receives her praise. 

Mra, Tuft's interest in Red Cross 
work took root in that troublous pe- 
riod which preceded the World War. 
She helped mobilize troops in Massa- 
chusetts. She drove for General Ed- 
wards and for the French officers 
when they came here and has been 
an active participant in the work of 
the Motor Corp, steadily, since be- 
fore the war, as well as engaged in 
the Department of Justice work for 
some time. As an ambulance driver, 
it was her part to meet 26 transports 
at Commonwealth Pier and to assist 
in the unloading of wounded soldiers 
and to convey them to Parker Hill, to 
the various camps, or to the trains, as 
designated. "Those were exciting 
times," she said. "I remember get- 
ting an S. 0. S. call one night, about 
11 o'clock, saying that a transport 
would arrive at 4 in the morning and 
that 12 ambulances were wanted at 
i he dock. We were at Allerton at the 
tin e. We left there at 3:30 in tnc 
irormiy and got to the pier in time 
to take off our boys. We always had 
the right of way from the dock to the 
hospital for we often had on board 
boys who had small chance of living 
until we reached the hospital." Thea- 
trical troupes and entertainers were 
also conveyed by Mrs. Tufts to Chel- 
sea, to Devens and other camps, and 
many times she added to the pleasure 
of these disabled men by singing for 
them herself. 

Mrs. Tufts has been in charge of 
the Motor Corp for ten years. She is 
head of the Metropolitan Chapter of 
the Red Cross in Boston, a member of 
its Board of Directors and Executive 
Committee, and has been Chairman 
of the Winchester Chapter for six 
years. In her various capacities she 
has been a commanding agent in the 
relief work of the Red Cross. She has 
always been in charge of the Roll 
Call in Winchester. Explaining the 
management of the Red Cross work, 
she said, "Every chapter gets a mes- 
sage from headquarters in a time of 
distress. In some cases we are asked 
to raise an allotted quota of money, if 
money is needed. Sometimes we are 
asked to provide fool and clothing. 
At the time of the Vermont flood we 
were asked for food and clothing. The 
Draught Relief, two years ago, called 
upon us to raise a certain quota of 
money and we went way over the top. 
The Flour and Cotton Emergency Re- 
lief at the present time is a big job. 
The original call of the Red . Cross 
was for veteran relief, but in this de- 
pression we have gone way outside of 
our call uul are providing civilian re- 
lief. The government has turned 
over a huge amount of Hour and cot- 
ton to the Red Cross for distribution 
to needy families, the proportionate 
amount allotted to the various chap- 
ters being determined by the popula- 
tion in that area. We have already 
distributed two car loads of flour in 
Winchester and have received approxi- 
mately 1400 yards of cotton which we 
have used in making dresses for wom- 
en, underwear, pyjamas anil the like 
for children, outside shirts for men 
and boys, diapers and baby clothes. 
The latter are given to the two Dis- 
trict Nurses, Miss Gormley and Miss 
Moffett for distribution. The women 
of Winchester meet every Monday at 
the Church of the Epiphany for all- 
day sewing and I should say that we 
have made and given out at least 200 
garments. In addition to this we have 
received hundreds of ready-made gar- 
ments, such as trousers, suits and 
sweaters which have been made in the 
mills under the direction of the Red 
Cross. Other churches in our town 
and various organizations have also 
taken quantities of cotton material 
provided by the Red Cross and made 
it into wearable garments." 

Concisely, Mrs. Tufts outlined the 
scope of the work of the Red Cross 
which she has adopted and nurtured, 
developed and advanced with unfail- 
ing ardor. That her gift of bound- 
less energy and unselfish interest in 
humanity, do not find an end here. 
! ut have carried her into other fields 
of charitable endeavor, erects a fab- 
ric of accomplishment which includes 
her association with the Florence 
Crittenton League of Compassion for 
more than 12 years as a member of 
its Board of Di rect us, and as clerk 
and secretary of the organization: as 
well as her fruitful achievements in 
behalf of the Church of the Epiphany 
which are directed toward an in- 
creased interest in the church through 
social activities. 

A dominant confiction stands in 
back of the monument of accomplish- 
ments which Mrs. Tufts has con- 
structed in these chosen fields. That 
confiction is that there is nothing that 
contributes more to happiness and 
contentment than keeping busy. In 
expressing this belief, she said". "Ac- 
tivity is a great cure for all ills. If 
you find that a person is unhappy, it 
is usually because that person ' has 
nothing to do. The average difficulty 
in the home is due to lack of inter- 
est. If a wife is busy in the home, 
she is not worrying. Of course the 
first requirement of a wife and moth- 
er is to establish a happy atmosphere 
in the home and to see that her chil- 
dren are in good health and happy. 
When this has been accomplished she 
should take to outside work. I think 
it is a crime for any person to let a 
talent die after marriage. If a wom- 
an has a voice, she should use it. or, 
if her talent lies in another direction, 
she should develop that talent. If she 
has no particular talent, she should 
take an active interest in some speci- 
fic enterprise. Most difficulties are 
imagined and the more you brood 
over them, the greater they become. 
Most bridges are crossed before any- 
body gets to them. I believe that 
things work themselves out. For in- 
stance, during these times, there has 
been a very noticeable change in 
spending money for social activities. 
There was a time when a rrreat many 
familie used to go to town tir.ee or 



four nights a week to concerts, din- 
I ner parties, the opera, etc. Now, the 
I people living in the towns are getting 
j a great deal of pleasure out of neigh- 
j bo r hood gatherings. We used to 
think that in order to entertain our 
friends it was absolutely essential to 
take them to Boston to a very ex- 
pensive party. We now find ourselves 
having a perfectly beautiful time at 
a church affair or some local enter- 
tainment. I think the depression has 
put us on an entirely different basis. 
This town is like any other American 
town. Its residents are endowed with 
an instinctive desire to enjoy them- 
selves. They are enjoying themselves, 
but in a radically different manner. 
The people of Winchester are getting 
to know their neighbors better. They 
are far more charitable, mentally, 
more patient and tolerant, so, if these 
depressive times have done nothing 
else for us, they have most certainly- 
taught us a lesson." 

Although Mrs. Tufts is fully aware 
of the flood of new ideas that have 
been advanced in the matter of child 
discipline and management, she, 
neveitheless believes that the great- 
est lever for control is obedience. "I 
have never been able to accept the 
premise that a child of four or five 
knows what it is doing," she stated. 
"I have stuck to the old idea in the 
government of my own youngsters, 
and I am rather proud of them. 1 
have been called the strictest mother 
in Winchester because I would not 
permit my children to attend the 
movies at night when other children 
were doing so." 

A finely developed sense of humor 
has proved a valuable asset in this 
woman's life. An evidence of this 
humor cropped out occasionally as 
we talked. In speaking of a child- 
hood friend who had exerted a worth 
while influence in her own life, Mrs. 
Tufts said, "You see. her grandfath- 
er had a farm next to my grandfath- 
er's farm .... and that made us 
cousins!" And, again, in reference 
to her absorbing interest in people. 
"I am amuned by individual idiosyn- 
crasies. We are all queer, I guess, 
and no doubt I'm the queerest of the 
lot. My husband is a regular Polly- 
anna. He sees the good in every- 
body. That's how he conies to put 
up with me!" 

"If 1 could afford a hobby, it would 
be travel," answered Mrs. Tufts. "I 
am still ambitious to see the Chinese 
Wall, the Taj Mahal, and things like 
that." A trip down the Nile, Mrs. 
Tufts terms her most interesting ex- 
perience in travel. "I did not think 
I would live to do it again. We ran 
out of water and found ourselves 
drinking anything that was wet. 
sucking oranges and lemons to quench 
our thirst. It was a stirring adven- 
ture. We went down to the second 
dam." The Canadian North West. 
Mexico, Honolulu, Paris, London, 
Greece, Turkey, Syria and the Holy 
Land have been viited by .Mrs. Tufts. 
"It was hotter than hot in Egypt," 
she said. "The thermometer regis- 
tered 120. I found King Tut's Tomb 
and Luxor extremely interesting in 
spite of this fact, because the air is 
I so dry there that one does not mind 
I the heat nearly as much as we do 
here. On one trip, in the company 
! of a friend, we motored South from 
, Algiers to Biskra and spent some 
i time there. The life of the Arab is 
fascinating. He is exceedingly cour- 
teous, kindly and thoughtful, but if 
you are not looking, he will take any- 
thing that is not nailed down!" 

"What would I do if I had leisure 
time? I'd re-pot those plants." Mrs. 
I Tufts pointed to a thrifty company 
| of growing things in the small con- 
servatory that adjoins the livingroom. 
I "That job would require a whole day. 
| Then, I'd paste into scrap books the 
! many pictures I have of places I have 
| visited. Then I'd go over my motion 
I picture films of Italy, Africa, Egypt. 
| Paris and London, cut and join them. 
I I'd like to give two whole days to 
! that task." Mrs. Tufts' mind moved 
! systematically from one desire to 
i another. "I love to put things in or- 
I der," she said. "There's nothing I 
| like better than sorting out the ac- 
i cumulation in the attic and cellar. Oh, 
j I could use a 3*5 hour day to advan- 
! tage!" she ended with vehemence. 
I It is Mrs. Tufts' opinion that the 
! -..omen are taking this depression 
i better than the men. "They are roll- 
' ing up their sleeves and doing the 
l dishes the laundry and all household 
! duties, cheerfully. During this past 
. year, I have heard many a woman 
; say with a smile, 'Well. 1 let my cook 
'go, today!' A great many women 
\ are selling commodities to aid the 
; domestic financial situation. 1 think 
the way the women are rising to this 
' occasion is nothing short of marvel- 
1 ous. My respect for women in gen- 
eral has gone up 100 per cent and 
; when a husband puts his pride in his 
. pocket and lets the wife carry what 
; burden she will, my respect goes up 
| for him. too!" she added. 
1 "The growth of the drama in Win- 
i Chester provides an exceptional op- 
' portunity for the man or woman with 
talent in that direction." said Mrs. 
; Tufts, "at the same time furnishing 
i an accessible relief from mental 
strain for the townspeople who are 
! privileged to witness the plays. I 
think the blossoming of amateur 
theatre productions in our town is a 
• fine thing." 

' Throughout the hour of our con- 
versation, I was constantly impressed 
! by the quality of Mrs. Tufts' pur- 
i pose, which said, "This thing will I 
: do" .... but, first, and always first 
. . . . forming the foundation for 
. this positive declaration .... was 
the home, idealized, cherished .... 
\ and realized. I watched Mrs. Tufts' 
' capable hands as they laid tiny shir- 
! rings in the soft green silk that was 
to become a dress for her daughter, 
j They guided the needle skillfully, as 
she spoke. Only when she had com- 
pleted the hand sewing and the gar- 
ment had been made ready for stitch- 
. ing, did she lay it aside. Then, she 
arose and stood before the fireplace 
for a brief space until the interview 
was" concluded. The beauty of the 
setting was unchanged. The color 
balance was there. But the magni- 
ficent strength of the woman bef ire 
me outweighed all other interest. 
Mere was a personality, teaming with 
life, vision, and a desire to build beau- 
ty for those less fortunate than her- 



self. I shall remember the reaching 
import of that picture as long as I 

live. 



DEFECTIVE AUTOMOBILES 

The Governor's committee on street 
and highway safety today issued an 
a.* peal to motorists of Massachusetts 
not to neglect their brakes and other 
equipment vital to driving safety, 
because of scarcity of cash. The plea 
was also directed to garage owners 
and repair establishments, urging the 
extension of credit or some other 
financial arrangement, to insure no 
interruption in keeping motor vehicles 
in this state safe for the public. 

"If you have not the cash to operate 
your automobile safely, you had better 
keep it in the garage during the pres- 
ent period of financial embarrassment, 
the committee's statement read. "Even 
if you are short of cash, we trust that 
garage owners and repair establish- 
ments in the interest of public safety, 
will co-operate by making some finan- 
cial arrangement so that you can have 
necessary repairs made that directly 
concern the safety of your driving. 

"Driving with defective equipment 
is a serious cause of automobile acci- 
dents. The experience of last week 
was a striking example of this. Out 
of the 14 persons killed by motor 
vehicles in Massachusetts last week, 
11 were pedestrians. Registrar Ryan 
found that the high percentage of 
pedestrian fatalities could be traced 
directly to defective windshield wip- 
ers, that prevented operators from 
seeing pedestrians until they hit them. 
This holds true in rainy, sleety and 
snowy weather. In any kind of weath- 
er faulty brakes and lights are hazard- 
ous. 

"The temptation is unusually strong 
this week to put off changing a tire 
that we know is about to blow out; to 
delay for a few days having those bad 
brakes adjusted; to let the poorly fo- 
eussed headlight go a week longer. 
Although banks may do it, death nev- 
er takes a .holiday, the name of that 
famous play to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. 

It is just as dangerous this week, as 
any other week, to have a front tire 
blow out while you are travelling 
fast. It is just as dangerous this 
week to skid because one of your 
brakes grip and the others do not. It 
is just as dangerous this week to blind 
another driver, or be blinded yourself, 
by a glaring headlight, or hit another j 
car because the tail-light was not 
working. Experience has proven how 
fatal these forms of neglect can be. 

If you are short of cash and must 
drive, there is no better way to spend 
it than on repairs to your automobile 
which you know are necessary. Try 
to get credit if you can and we think 
that you will probably be able to do 
so in most cases. If you cannot, we 
urge you most seriously to put up 
your automobile until you can drive 
it with absolute safety."

UNEMPLOYED DRAFTS* 

For the first time in its long and 
distinguished history, the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society is permit- 
ting an organization to benefit by its 
ticket sales. 

The 02nd Annual Spring Flower 
Show will be held in Mechanics Build- 
ing, Boston, March 13 to IX. Every 
ticket sold by the Emergency Plan- 
ning and Research Bureau, Inc.. or in 
any store displaying its poster, aids 
unemployed draftsmen. 

The bureau is sponsored by the Bos- 
ton Society of Architects and the En- 
gineering Societies of Boston. Ninety- 
six cents of every dollar received by 
the bureau in 1032 went directly into 
relief wages. 

The sum of $963 has been paid to 
men in Winchester for wages from 
this bureau. 



DRIVER ARRESTED AFTER 
CHASE

It is reported that from six to | 
eight hundred dollars in cash was i 
available at the Town Hall. If this I 
is so, five dollars in cash and the bal- \ 
ance in check would have probably 1 
averted the storm. A dollar has been ; 
going a long way during the past ' 
week, and it would have gone a long 
way towards showing what could be j 
done with a little efficiency on Wed- 
nesday. Someone lost a golden op- 
portunity to perform a laudable and 
humanitarian service. 

In connection with the findings of j 
the Governor's Committee on High- j 
way Safety for Winchester, made pub- I 
lie lust week, it is interesting to note! 
that the majority of persons injured 
by automobiles in this town are under , 
It! years of age. It is safe to say j 
that most of them are children. In 
commenting upon this phase of the 
situation Police Chief Rogers states j 
that in his opinion only education can j 
prove effective in the authorities' ef- 1 
forts to combat such accidents. The i 
schools are now devoting considerable j 
thought and effort to such instruc- 
tion, and everything possible is be- | 
ing done to prevent accidents while { 
the children are actually under school 
supervision. Periodically safety talks I 
are given in the schools by police offi- 
cers, and it would seem that if there 
is to be additional safety instruction, 
it must be provided by the parents in 
the home. If any one has occasion 
to drive an automobile through certain 
highways of the town, he is likely to 
agree with the thought that strong 
steps should be taken by some one to 
keep youngsters of tender years from 
riding skooter-bikes and kiddie cars 
in the street where they are in con- 
stant danger. We hold no brief for 
the reckless motorist who slams 
through narrow roadways at high 
speed, but it is by no means seldom 
that careful drivers narrowly avoid 
striking children who are where they 
should not be, and often in no hurry 
to move. If it is education these 
youngsters need, let us have it at 
once, but it is our opinion that the 
instruction should be much more posi- 
tive than most parents believe neces- 
sary for their young moderns.

TOWN BUDGETS BEING 
CONSIDERED 

Citizens Asking How Taxes Can Bi- 
Reduced— Meetings to be Held 

The statement made recently in the 
.Star that taxpayers would be likely 
to read carefully this year's warrant 
with its departmental appropriation 
requests and recommendations by the 
Finance Committee has proved par- 
ticularly accurate in view of recent 
events. How closely and carefully 
the appropriations have been studied 
becomes apparent with the announce- 
ment that a Taxpayers' Meeting has 
been called by the leaders of the six 
precincts to be held in the high school 
auditorium Monday evening, March 
13. 

The meeting is open to all voters 
of the town, though it is primarily 
called for town meeting members. It 
is being called to see what steps can 
be taken to reduce town expenditures, 
it being the belief that these expen- 
ditures must be brought down to a 
level somewhere near the ability of 
the taxpayer to pay. 

Preliminary to the taxpayers' meet- 
ing a group of precinct leaders are 
meeting this evening with the Finance 
Committee at a regular meeting of 
the latter organization. The Finance 
Committee's position in the matter of 
reducing the expenditures is that it 
has made its recommendations which 
were appended to the warrant, and 
that it arrived at its decisions after 
much study of the various depart- 
mental problems. 

Its attitude is that any further re- 
duction in budgets should be the con- 
cern of the town. The committee is 
eager to co-operate with the taxpay- 
ers in any way possible and has ar- 
ranged to meet the precinct leaders 
this evening with a view to hearing 
their arguments for paring appropri- 
ations below the level recommended 
by its members. 

If convinced that further reductions 
are necessary and safe, in view of in- 
tormation which the taxpayers may 
have which was not in the possession 
of the Finance Committee when ar- 
riving at its recommendations, the 
committee will support such reduc- 
tions. If at odds with the taxpayers, 
the Finance Committee will assist 
them in any way possible in framing 
motions for submission to the town 
meeting. 

There is no questioning the fact 
that throughout the town there is a 
very definite feeling, in view of pres- 
ent conditions, that appropriations 
should be reduced to a minimum. 
.Many are no longer asking themselves 
is this a good thing, but rather, can 
we afford it? All night street light- 
ing, prompt and efficient snow and ice 
removal, additional purchase of land 
for park purposes, printing of town 
reports and poll tax books: — all these 
have been carefully thought of by tax- 
payers as perhaps unnecessary. 

Naturally, however, it is at the 
town's largest budget, that of the 
School Department, that many have 
looked longest, and apparently both 
the school authorities and the Finance 
Committee have gone over school ex- 
penditures with an eye to reduction. 

This year's recommended school 
budget shows a saving of 521,000 over 
the 1932 school expeditures, and both 
the School and Finance Committee be- 
lieve that further savings would de- 
tract materially from the standard of 
education which the town has given 
its children. 

There are manv in town willing to 
take the chance involved in lowering 
this admittedly high standard a bit 
in view of present conditions, and 
among the list of further nossible sav- 
ings mentioned by the Finance Com- 
mittee in its report are items which 
some taxpayers believe could well b- 
eliminated until individual financial 
conditions become more secure. 

Most of those onposing the continu- 
ance of many of the specialized school 
functions have no narticular quarrel 
with their desirability. As necessi- 
ties they are willing to debate the 
point, but withal feel that in normal 
times they might have their place in 
the school curriculum. At present the 
position of many whose incomes have 
been sharnly reduced is. can we afford 
them? Many seem to believe we can 
not.

ICE GOES OCT OF MYSTIC LAKE 

Mr. Stephen S> Langlcy, who may 
be styled the official chronicler of 
.Mystic Lake, sent the Star his annual 
message yesterday; the date this year 
of the ice leaving the lake. He has a 
record of many years' standing of this 
event. 

On two other years, 1919 and 1921. 
the ice went out March 9 and on on- 
ly one year, 1930, did it go out at an 
earlier date. In 1926 it did not go out 
until April 10. 

The lake was completely frozen over 
Imt For a short period this year. 
Where in other years there has been 
ice for sailing by Jan. 1, this year 
it was not until the middle of last 
month that sailing was enjoyed and 
but for a few days nt that. 

It was not until the month of March 
last year that any ice to speak of 
formed on the lake. Previously, 
through last winter the lake was 
completely open except for a small 
amount of shore ice for a day at a 
time.

well chosen selections from the novo 1 
lMrs. Podge brought out the vivij 
Imagination and exquisite diction o! 
this writer and the versatility of he* 
Style, as these two novels arc in an 



absolutely different vein. 

Mrs. Hatch then spoke briefly on 
two other novels. Mr. Hodge and 
Mr. Hazard and "Jennifer Lorn." 
The first named is most unusual being 
a brief symbolic romance of the mind, 
while the latter, a first novel, is a 
sedate extravaganza. The short se- 
lections, which Mrs. Hatch read form 
these novels, skillfully pointed out the 
cool and laughing mind of Elinor 
Wylie, who is never emotional ex- 
cept in a detached and spiritual way, 
while her apt use of words, touches 
of irony and humor and her knowl- 
edge of human life are ever a joy to 
her reader. 

This splendid program aroused 
much interest in the work of Elinor 
Wylie and Fortnightly members will 
be pleased to know that the copy of 
her Collected Poems may be obtained 
from the Fortnightly Library, since 
the group in charge of this meeting 
has so generously presented this 
volume to the Fortnightly.

Overshadowing in general interest 
even the Selectmen's contest was that 
wared for the three year term on the 
Board of Public Welfare, betwen Mrs. 
L. J. Ryan, candidate for re-election, 
and Malcolm S. Nichols, a compara- 
tive newcomer to Winchester, in 
whose behalf a vigorous campaign had 
beeij waged, 

Mr. Nichols won rather more con- 
vincingly than many close followers 
of local politics believed possible, Mrs. 
Ryan carrying only Precinct 1 and 
matching Mr. Nichols' figures in Pre- 
cinct li. The successful candidate 
polled 1938 votes, to Mrs. Ryan's 
1407, showing strength in all pre- 
cincts. Earle E. Andrews, running 
unopposed for the one year term on 
the Board polled 27.'i^. 

Clarence P. Whorf. running for re- 
election to the Water & Sewer Board, 
had no real opposition from Ernest 
B. Dade and Donald Rockwell, polling 
almost 300 more votes than the total 
achieved by both of the other candi- 
dates. Tax Collector Nathaniel M. 
Nichols won easily in his campaign for 
re-election from Arthur S. Dearborn, 
polling 228Q to Mr. Dearborn's 1005. 

Aside from the contest for the Wel- 
fare Board and the Board of Select- 
men, interest was especially, centered 
in the three cornered contest among 
Joseph W. Butler.

L READ THE STAN- 
D NOVELISTS? 



Reviving interest in staple items 
brings up the discussion of standard 
novelists; and publishers, booksellers 
and librarians have had occasion to 
revaluate the famous names of the 
I'.ith century in the light of present 
public demand. 

The public library of Winchester, a 
Boston suburb, has decided to put a 
leading campaign back of six l'Jth 
century novelists, and has issued ex- 
citing and stimulating four-page leaf- 
lets on each of these novelists. It is 
of interest to note the writers select- 
ed for such promotion: Dickens. Trol- 
lope, Jane Austen. Hawthorne, Wil- i 
kie Collins and Scott. The first page | 
t.f the pamphlet arouses one's interest j 
in the novelist, another page lists the 1 
chief books to be read, another lists j 
criticisms, references and quotations 
of the author. The introduction to the 
Trollope pamphlet reads: 

"Anthony Trollope was horn in Lon- 
don in 1815. His father was a scholar 
but impractical. To make scholars of 
his sons was one of his ruling ideas. 
His mother was a clever writer of 
prose. They were very poor. An- 
thony felt the degradation of poverty 
at Harrow School and Winchester Col- 
lege where he suifered social ostra- 
cism. He had 12 years of schooling, 
he tells us, and never knew a lesson — 
'I have been Hogged oftener than any 
human being,' he says. 

"His mother and three children went 
to America in an heroic endeavor to 
do better things, settled in Cincinnati, 
established a bazaar for fancy articles 
which proved a failure. She exercised 
her keen wit upon the new world life', 
returned to England and published 
"The Domestic Manners of the Ameri- 
cans.' rough, uncouth and vulgar, and 
she told them so, but it brought pe- 
cuniary results. Then came a novel 
and from now on she was the family 
breadwinner."— [From The Publish- 
ers' Weekly, New York, March 4, 1933.

all the people, or as nearly ail as 
possible; accurate information about 
the saloon and its influence, physical, 
economic, moral, civic and political. 
The memories of people are short. 
Most of us seem to have forgotten 
conditions before the day* of prohi- 
bition. We have forgotten how the 
streets of cities and the country high- 
ways were not safe for women on 
Saturday afternoons. We have for- 
gotten the nun and women reeling in 
and out saloon doors, running their 
horses on country roads, or lying 
drunk by the road side. We have for- 
gotten the long list of drunks in po- 
lice and magistrates' courts on Mon- 
day mornings and other days. We 
have forgotten the drunken brawls at 
all kinds of public meetings, includ- 
ing political gatherings, election days, 
picnics and dances, and the frequent 
nterruption of church services by- 
drunken men. We have forgotten the 
drunken men on trains and at railway 
stations and their frequent nauseat- 
ing vomiting. We have forgotten 
public banquets where prominent men 
were left under the table or hauled 
heme. We have forgotten the red- 
light districts and brothels where 
women sold whisky, as well ;.s their 
bodies and souls. 

We have forgotten the dance halls 
with barrooms attached. We have 
forgotten the barrooms near legisla- 
tive halls and the very elegant one at 
the door of the House of Representa- 
tives on the Capitol at Washington. 
We have forgotten the quite common 
approach of salesmen to their cus- 
tomers by setting up the drinks. We 
have forgotten the drunken men in 
the lobbies of our hotels. We have 
forgotten the large number of young 
men in all ranks of society, and espe- 
cially in the higher ranks, who be- 
came drunken sots and went to the 
dogs. Older people forget. Younger 
people cannot remember conditions 
and things that happened before they 
were born. 

We have forgotten the domination 
of the saloon in local, city, and state 
politics. We have forgotten how the 
saloons constantly evaded and defeat- 
ed all laws made for their control. We 
have forgotten the large number of 
bootleggers and illicit distillers, lit- 
tle if ut all less common before pro- 
hibition than they are now. The vot- 
ters of this town, and this state 
should remember, and consider these 
things long and carefully before they 
vote either by convention or legisla- 
ture to ratify the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment.

William A. Nicholson, for nearly a 
■ quarter of a century foreman of the 
town's Tree Department, died Monday 
morning, March 13, at his home, 12s* 
Washington street, following a brief 
illness with heart disease. He had 
attended to his duties last week as 
usual and it was not until Sunday 
night that he was stricken with the 
attack that proved fatal.

To the Editor of the Star: 

If not trespassing too much upon 
the space in your paper which you al- 
ready have so generously accorded me, 
I would appreciate further opportuni- 
ty, in order to discuss briefly Mr. Par- 
son's letter of Feb. 21. 

Apparently, Mr. Parsons rests his 
case that it is proper to permit Fi- 
nance. Committee members, other ex- 
oflieio members, town employees and 
their husbands and wives, together 
amounting to 30 per cent of the aver- 
age attendance, to vote in our appro- 
priating body, upon its practical re- 
sults rather than attempting to justify 
it as correct in theory. In that he 
shows his usual perspicacity. History 
ascribes to the Norman King William 
a less respectable appelation than that 
of "The Conqueror/ which name ap- 
pears to me very appropriate in de- 
scribing our form of government. I 
would admit that informed people 
might reasonably differ upon the ques- 
tion whether in actual experience the 
system has been successful in spite of 
its dubious heritage. I would prefer 
not to trust our future to an unsea- 
worthy craft even if it has been so 
capably officered as still to remain 
afloat. 

Referring to the Finance Commit- 
tee, Mr. Parsons asserts "If in their 
20 years' history they have at any 
time been guilty of municipal extrava- 
gance they have successfully concealed 
it from the voters." Is the water tow- 
er so inconspicuous as all that ? Hard- 
ly had the tower and supplying mains 
been completed pursuant to the unani- 
mous recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, before the Committee 
| were equally unanimous in reeom- 
I mending its removal. This little piece 
I of finance will eventually cost us 
' thousands of dollars, the biggest part 
j being pure waste. Also, had it not 
' been for some watchful citizens the 
fifteen-thousand-dollar grade crossing 
fund would in time have melted away 
so imperceptibly as to have escaped 
the notice of the voters. Even now 
the Finance Committee fails to take 
a firm stand upon further waste of 
this fund, but think that some por- 
tion of it should remain to be useless- j 
ly frittered away. It has failed to 
advise us of the cost of buying land 
owned by the Commonwealth when 
the slightest investigation would have 
yielded information of the cost there- 
of to a penny. 

I do not recollect much effort on its 
part to oppose the patent extrava- 
i game of the demands of the School 
' Committee. Education is essential 
' and the hope of our democracy, but 1 
j will not admit that all elaborate 
I equipment and all courses of study 
| and other activities are necessary or 
■ proper to adequate public education, 
i Many crimes have been perpetrated 
in the name of religion and much mu- 
nicipal extravagance is getting by un- 
der the guise of education. Let us 
remove some of the emphasis upon 
I equipment, put more upon education- 
I al training and discipline, and forego 
| the frills such as art, sloyd, and the 
, like, as well as kindergarten instruc- 
i tion and how to play leapfrog and 
! drop the handkerchief. Let us re- 
, turn to the home some of the respon- 
; sibilities in training and attending 
I the young which the public has as- 
' sumed. People generally are shirk- 
l ing their private duties, trusting the 
public will take over the burden. I 
rvhmit such a course does not eneour- 1 
pip. that self-reliant spirit which a! 
democracy needs if it is to survive. | 
i I recognize that our complicated so- 
I cial structure makes it necessary to 
have the public authority do what 
would otherwise be better done by the 
individual, but we have gone much 
too far in that direction. The reason 
: that the Finance. Committee and the 
School Committee work so harmoni- 
ously is solely political, and politics 
is the trouble with the self-perpetu- 
ating Finance Committee. 
1 I submit Mr. Parsons is in error in 
stating that its sole interest is for 
the town. 

Let us not delude ourselves. A 
successful candidate, the chairman of 
this year's Finance Committee, thanks 
the voters publicly as follows: "My 
election is more than a personal mat- 
ter. It is an evidence of support of j 
the Finance Committee." In my opin- 1 
ion it is evidence of the value of the 
I Finance Committee as a campaign | 
j committee, and if it, including its , 
chairman, had been devoting its time 
: the last three months to the purposes j 
for which it was organized, we would , 
j have more confidence in its recom- 
! mediations. 

Let me say that no personal affront 
! is intended to the successful candidate 
I who is just as well qualified to be Se- 
; lectman as the other candidates. The . 
i point is simply that with the chaniro j 
! to limited town meeting this Commit- 
tee has clearly become political. If 
it is working for the election of its 
candidates as it has been, Mr. Par- 
sons notwithstanding, we can readily 
see why in its report it is careful not 
to offend different voting elements, i 
especially powerful elements. Some 
think the Finance Committee should . 
b" elected which would, of course, de- 1 
strov its usefulness. My contention 
is that its usefulness as an impartial 



and informed body passed away just 
as completely with its active partici- 
pation in politics. I cannot believe 
that anyone who studies the situation 
; impartially can think otherwise. I 
am wholeheartedly in favor of restor- 
ing to the Finance Committee its orig- 
inal functions and of preserving it, 
but to do that we must take it out of 
politics. Until that is done, I hope the 
voters will regard its recommenda- 
tions as emanating from a political 
source and its candidates as political 
enemies. 

The Finance Committee recommen- 
dations this year clearly indicate en- 
tire lack of understanding of the pres- 
ent economic situation, or more likely 
the fact that political debts are being 
paid. Votes instead of strict economy 
was the motivating influence. Is it 
any wonder then that taxpayers have 
found it necessary to have a mass 
meeting and vote for a committee to 
perform the original functions of the 
Finance Committee? The chairman 
of the Finance Committee fears that 
we are ignorant of the effect of cut- 
ting $100,000 off its budget. As a 
matter of fact, anyone but an igno- 
ramus knows that all necessary town 
f umt ions can be carried on for far 
less than the sums recommended and 
that all over that amount constitutes 
simply what we think desirable to 
expend. 

Mr. Persons finds that the town 
meeting members have been less in- 
clined to increase appropriations over 
the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee. In some respects they 
have been so high that few would have 
the courage to attempt it. Our tax 
late may be relatively low, but our 
per capita debt and per capita appro- 
priations are very high. The big 
things get by in a mass amount in 
which extravagance is concealed while 
they advise petty economies such as 
dimming the lights after midnight 
and cutting out a few pages of the 
town report so that we cannot so 
readily ascertain how valuable the 
assessors think our neighbors' prop- 
erty to be. The lack of detail of 
school expenditures must make a few 
pages saving in the town report. 

It is true that Winchester can by 
maintaining fictitious valuations bor- 
row more money. In other wards, the 
town, unlike many others, has not yet 
been fully exploited. Unless checked, 
however, we will soon reach that un- 
happv end. The Finance Committee 
has evidently believed that it is good 
economy to build public buildings in 
good times and at high prices by bor- 
rowing money therefor upon bonds at 
high interest rates, leaving us to pay 
for them with a depreciated and van- 
ishing income. If we divorce the Fi- 
nance Committee from politics they 
might reverse the order which would 
in times of depression relieve the un- 
employment situation. 

I submit, too, that the practice of 
the Finance Committee of unanimous 
voting is not very helpful to the town 
meeting members. It is, of course, a 
lesson in military efficiency to see the 
15 hands arise with the precision of 
disappearing targets on the rifle 
range. Perhaps the self-perpetuating 
character of this committee is ex- 
planatory of their failure to differ 
upon any question. Members of the 
limited town meeting should be very 
much interested to know whether all 
of these 15 members, having presum- 
ably investigated the subject in de- 
tail, are actually of one opinion, 
whether there is one dissenter or 
whether the committee is approxi- 
mately evenly divided; that is, if they 
intend to rely at flll upon their rec- 
emmednations. » 

With relation to my contention that 
the limited town meeting membership 
is too large. I would like to call at- 
tention to the recent election. Two 
precincts had no contests. Three of 
them had 12 candidates for 11 places 
and the other 13. That demonstrates 
how little interest there is in the 
elected membership of the body 
charged with appropriating approxi- 
mately a million dollars annually. 
Perhaps, instead of lack of interest 
in town government, the real reason 
mav be that people feel the futility of 
being effective members of a body 
which starts with 30 per cent of its 
membership "in the bag" so to speak. 
The prospect of becoming a door mat 
or a rubber stamp may be equally 
unattractive to them. 

I submit there will be no economy 
in Winchester government if the fi- 
nance Committee's recommendations 
are followed until the unholy alliance 
between it and the spending agencies 
of the town is completely severed.

ars is spent for salaries in 1932 and 
$11,412 is recommended for 1933. We 
have a Town Engineer and a staff of 
five assistants, a corps of engineers 
large enough, if efficient, to do all the 
engineering work for the City of 
Chicago! The value of the service 
performed in this department is not 
over $4000, $2500 for the Town En- 
gineer and $1500 for one assistant. 
Such a cut should be made, thus sav- 
ing the town $7412 in this depart- 
ment. 

As a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee in 1927 and 1928 the writer 
fought almost alone against the un- 
necessary expense of this department. 
He was met with the argument that 
our Town Engineer was a sick man 
who could do little work, that because 
of past service to the town he should 
be retained as Town Engineer, his 
salary doubled and be given enough 
assistants to do all his engineering 
work for him. It was contended that 
he was of Inestimable value to the 
Board of Selectmen and Town Coun- 
sel in securing agreements for land 
damages in land takings. The present 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
now advances practically the same 
arguments and adds that the Town 
Engineer now performs valuable 
service in laying out welfare work. 
If his services in welfare work are 
as efficient as were his services in fix- 
ing values for land takings, the town 
has a good chance to lose many thou- 
sands of dollars, as it has done in 
land purchases. Any cursory exam- 
ination of prices paid by the town for 
land will verify this. Why is it that 
whenever one calls the attention of 
the Finance Committee or town of- 
ficials to the extravagant waste in 
salaries in this department, thought- 
ful silence follows which is usually 
broken by a chorus of sweet harmony 
followed by a sermon on brotherly 
love and charity? May it not be that 
the Engineering Department is the 
cornerstone of town politics?

Dr. Charles H. Tozier of Bruce road 
returned this week after a very suc- 
cessful hunting trip in to the interior 
of the Florida everglades. With two 
other naturalists he penetrated thS 
center of this vast swamp and photo- 
graphed in color the wonderful wild 
life found in this natural bird sanctu- 
ary. With the aid of a gasoline 
launch, dugouts and canoes he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining and bringing out 
probably the finest collection of color 
pictures ever obtained in this region. 
These numerous plates, all taken and 
developed by a special process, show 
the life and habits of the myriads of 
birds, fish, alligators, snakes and 
flowers of this little known part of 
southern Florida. His pictures of 
egrets, herons, hawks and pelicans 
are beyond description. 

The collection of fish caught and 
photographed was remarkable and 
included tarpon, marlin. barracuda, 
sail fish, shark and numerous angel 
and other highly colored fish. By the 
courtesy of the Secretary of the Mi- 
ami Chamber of Commerce, permis- 
sion was obtained for him to visit 
and photograph all of the beautiful 
estates of Southern Florida, up to 
and including Palm Beach. The ma- 
jority of these estates are never open 
to the public and no pictures ever 
taken of them to be shown to an au- 
dience. The "Gardens of Eden" he 
visited must be seen to be appreci- 
ated.

; Museum of Natural History in New 
i York and was informed after the 
lecture that the plates could not be 
I dunlicated in America.

"This resisting 
property permits very rapid firing 
and cooling," he explained, adding. 
"I have cast busts for several Boston 
sculptors in this material." 

Although he expressed the opinion 
that much of the ware that is made 
today has lost some of its charm by 
being made in such large quantities 
through productive methods, never- 
theless. Professor Norton believes that 
some of the finer ware made in this 
country is of great artistic merit and 
that the best American china is equal 
to any made abroad. "Of course, the 
low wage scales abroad allow the 
manufacture of hand-made pieces. In 
this country conditions tend to pro- 
hibit hand work in large measure," he 
said.

Another expedition took Professor 
Norton to the Exeter or Lamson Pot- 
tery at Exeter, N. H., which was 
operated continuously for nearly 150 
years by four generations of the same 
family. "The type of ware manu- 
factured at Exeter is really this na- 
tion's most representative folk pot- 
tery," said my host. "The ancient 
machinery formerly used in the old 
building, which still stands in much 
the same condition as it was 100 years 
ago, has been purchased and preserved 
by Henry Ford, but in the dusty loft 
may yet be found many of the old 
tools and pieces of pottery." 

In his several contributions to An- 
tiques, Profe ssor Norton uncovers 
some interesting information general- 
ly unknown to the layman, namely, 
that "New Jersey clay was used for 
nearly all New England stoneware. 
That the discontinuation of the Mid- 
dlesex canal in 1843 was undoubtedly 
a contributing factor in the closing of 
the famous Crafts pottery. That the 
clay used at Gonic was taken from a 
local glacial deposit and is still worked 
by the New England Brick Company. 
That this particular deposit is com- 
posed of a brownish sandy top clay of 
lair plasticity, below which occurs a 
plastic blue clay, and that it was this 
lower clay that was generally em- 
ployed for throwing. That a well 
drained hillside deposit was plowed 
and harrowed and allowed to dry; then 
the resultant clay lumps were broken 
up with a roller, shoveled up and car- 
ried to the pottery; then placed in a 
horse-driven pug mill to be kneaded 
into a uniform and plastic mass, 
which was then formed, by hand, in- 
to balls ready for the potter. That 
objects as small as a teacup, or as 
large as a five-gallon jar, were 
formed on the same wheel by the skil- 
ful hands of the potter." 

Professor Norton has made an ex- 
haustive study of clay deposits in 
New England and has analyzed each 
one of them. "The potter's wheel is 
probably the fiwt-machine that man 
ever made," he said. "The original 
wheel consisted of a flat stone resting 
upon a pointed stone and is believed 
to have been developed in Egypt or 
Babvlonia. about 3000 B. C." 

When I spoke of books, he said, 
"Because it takes a great deal of 
time to keep up with the modern de- 
velopments in the field in which I am 
occupied, I have to confine myself al- 
most wholly to books on art and sei- 
' entific subjects." 

"What relation have other forms of 
art to ceramics?" I asked. "Archi- 
tecture and sculpture depend to a 
considerable extent upon ceramics, 
because terra-cotta and bricks are 
much used in building construction, 
and, in sculpture, ceramics in the 
form of terra-cotta and porcelain pro- 
vides a very satisfactory medium, 
was the answer. 

"Secret processes? There are very 
few secret processes, now. There are 
one or two special glazes that have 
been kept secret for some time, but 
most of these can be reproduced. 
One of these glazes looks like vel- 
lum." 

The comprehensive knowledge of 
this man. in the particular subject 
which it is his duty to impart to his 
student classes at Technology, has 
been unquestionably acquired through 
diligent study and concentration. 
"The value of a college education de- 
pends entirely upon the willingness 
of the individual to apply himself. It 
will not do a man a bit of good unless 
he is willing to work. The course of 
study at Tech demands more time and 
thought from the student than is re- 
quired in many schools," answered 
Professor Norton. "Its advantages 
are especially attractive to the boy 



who possesses an inventive faculty or 
who is interested in mechanical pro- 
cess;;:; " 

Professor Norton is the author of 
two books "Refractories," published 
in 1931, is used as a text book. "Creep 
of Steel at High Temperatures," pub- 
lished in 1926, is a reference book. 

In boyhood, Frederick Norton evi- 
denced a special interest in natural 
history. In his study, today, careful- 
ly preserved in double-faced indi- 
vidual glass cases, is a rare collection 
of moths and butterflies which he as- 
sembled at that time. ."Securing 
these specimens meant getting up be- 
fore it was daylight," he explained, 
"for the sparrows make their break- 
fast upon the moths which lie ex- 
hausted around the street lamps in 

j the early morning." 

He admits to always having had a 
hobby. "At one time it was pho- 
tography," he said. "I photographed 
live fish in natural color under wa- 
ter before this method was undertak- 
en professionally and made many en- 
larged photographs of small insects.

j At the present time, Professor Nor- 
ton divides his attention among sev- 
j oral compelling hobbies. Odd hours 
find him at the potter's wheel in the

I handcraft in clay. Again, he is eol- 
| lecting examples of old New England 
I pottery, labelling and classifying it 
I and arranging it in artistic rows on

, tion. Again, he is restoring a piece 
i of old-time furniture, scraping, rub- 
bing and polishing it- surfaces until 
| its original beauty lives once more. 
Even in Summer, at Annisquam. he 
i frequently foregoes his favorite sport, 
: which is sailing, to carry on further 
', excavations at Dogtown, that stark, 
neglected acreage on Cape Ann, 
| which was evacuated more than 100 
■ years ago. With pickaxe and shovel, 
I over a period of a number of years, 
l Professor Norton has unearthed hun- 
! dreds of fragments of tableware that 
have been buried for more than a cen- 
tury in this romantic spot. Each 
broken bit after being carefully num- 
bered finds its way into an envelope 
and is then systematically filed for 
future reference. Comparisons are 
then made with other known ware of 
the period and each piece is studied 
and classified. Because of their an- 
tiquity, these fragments hold a recog- 
nizable va'ue for the purpose of cera- 
mic analys's. and to the layman they 
present a bid for a superficial inter- 
est, at least, because of their pat- 
terns, color glazes and varying tex- 
tures. Too, there is a fascination in 
conjecturing as to what the complete 
form of the object mnv have been. 
In some instances Professor Norton 
has pieced together certain broken 
sections in order to establish at least 
a partial contour. "I have deter- 
mined that the white ware is mostly 
English and that it was largely used 
for the choicer tableware. The na- 
tural red ware pieces such as milk 
pans, jugs and lard pots, were prob- 
ably made in Dan vers, Mass.. while 
s-mo of the ston'-ware was Un- 
doubtedly made at Boscowati. N. H." 

Mrs. Norton returned to the study 
as we poured over this unique col- 
lection. Her interest in it was as 
keen as that of the Professor, for 
Ann Norton confesses to haying on 
more than one occasion, joined in 
the explorations at Dogtown. "It is 
as exciting as a treasure hunt," she 
said, as I turned a bit of porcelain, 
carrying the genuine willow pattern, 
toward the light.

TAXPAYERS HELD MEETING 



DEMONSTRATE^ AND SALE BY 



Mr. Foley interrupted to ask that 
speakers be limited, and Mr. Ives ad- 
vised that minute details could not be 
gone into at the meeting if anything 
wan to be accomplished. 

Mr. Lees continued with sugges- 
tions for reduction, mentioning street 
lighting, and believed the tax rate 
can be reduced to $20. 

Mr. Packer felt it was foolish to 
compare Winchester with Fall River 
»nd reminded his hearers that the 
meeting was not under the direction 
of the National Economy League. He 
.stated that those most anxious to re- 
.duce taxes are a favored group who 
■own thirty billion dollars worth of 
:tax exempt securities. They natural- 
Jy fear a high tax rate because of the 
■ever growing danger that their tax 
exempts may be taxed. In addition 
lie said that the chief industry of the 
town, the rearing of children, will be 
threatened if appropriations are cut 
beyond a certain point. People will 
not locate in Winchester if we per- 
mit our standards in this respect to 
•be Towered ami real estate values will 
■suffer. 

Mr. Rowe believed the tax exempt 
securities situation is as broad as it 
is long, and that .something must be 
done to afford relief to property 
holders whose taxes have increased 
two fold since 191:1. Incomes, he said, 
are 33 per cent below the 1929 level 
and it is necessary as a result either 
to cut expenses or tax assessments. 
The latter expedient he did not favor, 
but rather believed that municipal 
salaries must be reduced in keeping 
•with reduced incomes of taxpayers. 

Mr. Carr, at this point, offered the 
figure of $100,000 to be inserted in 
the resolution submitted by Mr. 
Novell and then gave way to Mr. 
Laraway who had been impatiently 
awaiting a chance to enter the lists. 

Mr. Laraway was in fine form. He 
promised to stick closely to town ex- 
penditures and show where savings 
■nould bu made. Ueal estate, he said 
has doubled since 19 If*, and so too 
have salaries of town employees, 
while workers in private business in- 
terprises have taken one pay slash 
after another. He felt that the town 
.night save its expenditures for jani- 
tor and telephone service at the Le- 
t-ion headquarters, savings could be 
made in salaries in both the Fire and 
Police Departments, < ollector ot 
Taxes Department. Town Counsels 
Department and Park Department. 
"With reference to the School de- 
partment he felt that an expenditure 
of $4000 for replacing toilets in the 
boys' lavatories at high school this 
past year could not be justified and 
should not be possible without a vote 
.of the town. He favored wage cuts, 
and did not believe it would prove any 
greater handicap for the municipal 
worker than it had for the worker in 
private enterprises. 

•He aroused much laughter and ap- 
plause when he referred to $300 to be 
spent for grass seed on the Aberjona 
Improvement job and stated that an 
appropriation will soon be necessary 
to "mow the river." , 

Mr. Carr earnestly championed a 
reduction in expenditures, stating 
that the town is being endangered by 
.the fact that property holders have 
not sufficient incomes to meet then- 
taxes. He submitted that the only- 
way a municipality can save is to 
atop spending, and lauded the spirit 
of the average citizen who had stood 
up manfully under, and even laughed 
ait. almost daily misfortune. 

Mr. Tuck felt that Mr. Carr's at- 
titude hail changed since the days of 
his service on the Finance Commit- 
tee, i:nd added that he would have 
some suggestions to make at the 
regular town meeting sessions. Mr. 
Scott felt that savings could be made 
in the matter of gasoline purchase 

by the town. ...... f 

Mr. Carpenter believed in view ot 
the fact that wage cuts are coming 
to national and state employees, the 
town can anil must follow suit. 
ISveryone. he said, has taken a cut. 
Mr. Hoyden felt that taxpayers must 
be given relief, and that if certain 
«f the town activities and services 
must be sacrificed to achieve this re- 
sult, then the sacrifice must be made. 

The meeting was becoming restive 
and Mr. Ives asked for a vote upon 
Mr. Nowell's resolution with the 
SI 00,000 amount inserted by Mr. Carr. 
Mr. Lees asked that the amount be 
91800,000 and Mr. Ives ruled that the 
smaller figure should be voted upon 
first. The vote was a rising one and 
verv nearly unanimous. Mr. Lees 
amendment was lost, though he was 
by no means alone in voting for it. 

During the entire meeting, refer- 
ence had been made to the Finance 
Committee's determination to stick 
by its recommendations, and some 
.speakers mentioned what they termed 
a lack of co-operation on the part of 
th" cnmmUtee. Mr. Wangh warmly 
*lefended his members, and stated that 
thev were in a position to show how 
100.000 can be taken from the ap- 
propriati'-ns, but did not feel tnat 
they could recommend such reduc- 
t < lis. He once again promised the 
most hearty co-operation with the 
taxpayers' committee and added that 
bis group will be behind the town 100 
jr*r cent in any reductions they may 
.-:>/» fit to make. 

Mr. Badger expressed the hope that 
the taxpayers committee would be 
successful in its attempt to reduce 
.appropriations and felt that the de- 
partmental heads should be repre- 
sented at the meeting which it was to 
brld with the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Robinson Abbott believed that 
relief in this time of financial stress 
can be secured by taking advantage 
mt the town's being $100,000 within 
the debt limit and issuing bonds for 
appropriations to this amount. The 
meeting was adjourned at this point 
the time being 9:4.". o'clock. Prernct 
leaders, the Finance Committee mem- 
bers present and the Moderator re 
attained to select the committee men- 
tioned at the opening of this article

Among the speakers was Mrs. 
Nathaniel Thayer who said, among 
other things, that she came in one 
day unannounced and went directly 
to the kitchen, and she would feel very 
much complimented if anyone going 
through her kitchen would rind it as 
neat and in as good condition as she 
lound it and I can testify that every 
bit of food I have tasted there has 
been well cooked, wholesome and is 
as good as anyone could find in the 
very best restaurants in Boston. 

This is one of the charities that 
will receive a share of the Emergen- 
cy Relief Fund but as it looks now 
they will not receive enough to keep 
them going through the year. 

In addition to the cafeteria— 
which is on the street floor— they 
have a room up one flight. In this 
room all the women of that part of 
the city or from anywhere can come 
one afternoon in the week, bring 
their sewing or knitting and enjoy 
social conversation. They are given 
a cup of tea and some little refresh- 
ment. On the street floor they have 
what they call a forum which is a 
large room kept warm and open to 
men every evening in the week, so 
that a man can come in out of the 
cold and be comfortable and read the 
papers for the evening. There is a 
piano there and frequently some one 
comes in and plays and occasionally 
they have a group of singers. On 
Sunday evening they have a religious 
meeting. 

Both of these rooms, they tell me. 
are well patronized, but I am es- 
pecially interested in the cafeteria. 

Like many others, I am frequent- 
ly met on the street by men who ap- 
pear to be hungry and down nnd out 
and thev ask— "Can you give me 10c 
to get something to eat?" I never 
felt sure when I gave them the 10c 
whether it was going for something 
to eat or for something to drink.

NEW HIGH SCHOOL CUP 



Ned Bcrnnard Tennis Trophy in 
Memory of Fcrmer Junior 
Class Member 



Three hundred and thirty-two resi- 
dents of Winchester gave labor serv- 
ice to the Town during the past week. 
Of these GH were non-citizens. This 
registers the high total point of the 
two-year campaign. 

The week has been stormy as the 
public and the crews are painfully 
aware, thus reducing the number of 
hours of time which ci uld be put in 
upon the work. 

During the period of unusual high 
water a considerable section of the 
crew is at work on Leonard Field, 
which development was temporarily 
suspended to take advantage of the 
more favorable weather conditions 
existing until recently, during which 
the work between the railroads was 
prosecuted. 

Chief concentration had been in the 
area south of the Beggs & Cobb Tan- 
nery. Already a large space of open 
water has become visible. The shores 
of the pond created by the out- 
thrusting road have been built by the 
deposit of solid material accumulated 
in the rear of Beggs & Cobb Tannery 
during the years, which has proved a 
valuable mine of road-building stock. 
The engineers, using the professional 
terms for the bounds of a pond, speak 
of it as a "berm," but to the layman 
it is a solidly built shore line back of 
which the loose mud and earth find 
permanent lodgement. With the 
shrinkage due to seepage and eva- 
poration of moisture there will be a 
loss of depth in this area back of the 
shore line which will later require 
supolemental filling and grading to 
maintain a pitch which will prevent 
the accumulation of water other than 
in the pond itself. 

The morale building sports idea is 
developing very well indeed. Con- 
siderably more than 300 young people 
living in Winchester are enrolled and 
in regular attendance. Twenty-four 
teams are in the senior, junior and 
midget groups. The American le- 
gion canvassed the square and else- 
where for part of the equipment, in- 
cluding sweaters, etc., and supervised 
the project, while the Unemployment 
Relief Committee pays the wages of 
the coach and assistants. The Town 
furnishes the hall. Another case of 
useful and effective teamwork.

It is to remain permanently in the 
school, the name of the winner to be 
engraved upon its surface. An ap- 
propriate medal is to be given the 
winner for permanent possession. 

The cup has an especial significance 
because of the fact that it was pur- 
chased with money which the young 
man whose name it bears had earned 
for tennis equipment and to finance 
. a trip to this year's tennis nationals 
where he had secured the chance to 
act as "ball boy." 

"Ned" was particularly fond of ten- 
nis and played the game sufficiently 
well to be placed fifth in boys* dou- 
bles in the last rankings released by 
the New England Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation. He would doubtless have 
been a member of this year's Win- 
chester High team, and during the 
past summer voluntarily ran a play- 
ground tennis tournament at I.oring 
avenue which was highly praised as 
a fine stimulus for the game locally.

COUDN'T STAND PARROT'S 
TAUNTS 

Strangled When Bird Reminded Him 
He Was Drunk 



David Katcoff, whose home is just 
over the line on Washington street in 
Woburn and who is widely known in j 
Winchester as caretaker of several 
Jewish cemeteries in Montvale, has 
lost his parrot, but he at least has the 
satisfaction of knowing that the man 
who caused the death of his highly 
prized pet will wring the necks of no 
other parrots for at least 30 days. 

One month in the House of Correc- 
tion was meted out to the 46-year-old 
Polander in question, an employee of 
Katcoff's when he was arraigned in 
the District Court Monday morning | 
on the charge of drunkenness. Mr. 
Katcoff had the man arrested the pre- 
ceding Saturday night when he re- 
turned and found the dead body of his 
parrot in a clothes basket. The Po- 
lander, who evidently had been drink- 
ing something stronger than the pro- 
posed legalized beer, admitted having 
strangled the bird, but also claimed 
extenuating circumstances. 

In condoning his action, the man 
claimed he became infuriated when the 
parrot, for whom he seemed to have 
no particular fondness, kept referring 
to his inebriation with the words, 
"Charlie (not 'Sharlie') drunk again." 
This remark became more and more 
offensive with repetition, but even so, 
"Charlie" claimed he advised the par- 
rot to "shut up" before he took the 
extreme step which resulted in the 
death of the bird and his own land- 
ing in the toils of the law. 

Mr. Katcoff was much disturbed 
when he arrived home and found his 
parrot deceased. The bird, he told 
Judge Morton, had been in his family 
for 13 years, possessed rare intelli- 
gence and knew all the neighbors by 
their first names. He was also a val- 
uable aid to those looking for his mas- 
ter, informing them when they came 
to the house, "Dave out in cemetery. 

Judge Morton, himself a parrot 
owner was sympathetic, though he de- 
clined to view the parrot's remains 
which Mr. Katcoff brought to court in 
a paper bag. He imposed sentence af- 
ter Chief McCauley of Woburn de- 
scribed the parrot killer as a rover 
without a home.

Be this us it may, the instant ac- 
tion hy responsible nun of town af- 
fairs in Engineer Hinds' defence, 
should convince our readers that Mr.

involved in Mr. Radley's discussion, 
both departmental and in many oth- 
er diversified directions.

His board, he said, had 
given much time to the problem, and 
believed that because some have been 
subjected to 50 per cent salary cuts 
is no good reason to reduce the pay 
of town employees which has never 
been high. He believed it good sound 
business to retain the present scale, 
but to insist on full value for the 
wage dollar. His remarks were sea- 
soned with wit and he good natured- 
ly referred to the taxpayers com- 
mittee as "Charlie, Harrison and 
John." stating they were among the 
most able in the towns history but had 
insufficient time to cope with the 
problem they had been set to solve. 

Mr. Carpenter took up the cudgels 
for reduction. He felt the Finance 
Committee's position and that of 
others supporting it is based only on 
hope that conditions will improve, 
and that it is necessary to face facts. 
He felt that the town should follow 
the example of the Legislative bodies 
of the country and cut expenses. 
Taxes, he said, must be paid in \\ m- 
chester and the town must he fair to 
its taxpayers as well as to its em- 
ployees. It is necessary, he con- 
tinued to consider those who must 
meet taxes with incomes sharply re- 
duced, for the town's credit depends 
upon its ability to collect its taxes. 

Mr. Bovden asked if, with the re- 
duction, town employees would not 
be as well off as formerly when liv- 
ing costs were higher, but his ques- 
tion was ruled out of order. Mr. Cul- 
len asked the voters to remember the 
town has already made one cut. and 
Mr. Ewell did not believe the sav- 
ing effected by reducing salaries 
would assist materially those not in 
a position to pay their taxes.

Early Autumn 

Most of the typhoons that thrash 
the coasts of Korea and Japan each 
year originate in the China Sea to 
the east of Formosa, and then swing 
north and northeastward on their 
path of destruction, says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic So- 
ciety in Washington, D. C. These 
typhoons cause great havoc to the 
steamers on the regular shipping 
lanes. And, contrary to the opinion 
of some, they do not spend themselves 
entirely at sea, but often tear inland 
and do much harm to the precious rice 
crops and to villages. 

An old doggerel assisting foreign- 
ers to remember the typhoon season 
runs thus: "June too soon; July look 
shy; August you must; September 
remember; October all over." But, 
taking little cognizance of doggerels, 
the typhoons are not always over in 
October; and in that month, or not 
infrequently in November, there is 
good chance of a late one paying an 
unwelcome visit. 

Interferred with Railway Traffic 
Get caught in one of these "blows" 
on the open sea, or have your steam- 
er dragging at anchor outside a har- 
bor and you are bound to gain a vivid 
appreciation of the wrath pent up in 
a typhoon area. The light wooden 
houses of the costal fishing villages 
are even more at the mercy of the 
wind than a staunch ship wallowing 

in the waves. 

Although the main railway line be- 
tween Tokyo and Osaka follows along 
the coast line for some distance, the , 
road beds are solidly built and are 
kept in excellent condition and serv- 
ice is not easily interrupted. So 
great, however, was the fury of the 
recent storm, said to be the worst 
since 1917, that traffic had to be sus-

All along the lower Rio Grande at 
one time were numerous bits of 
United States territory on the Mexi- 
can side of the river, and fragments 
of Mexico in the United States.

League of Nations Temporary Home 
To outsiders, however, the chief 
point of interest is the headquarters 
of the League of Nations, in a form- 
er hotel facing the blue waters of 
Lake Geneva and the snowy crest of 
Mt. Blanc, Switzerland's highest 
mountain peak. On the terrace wall 
before it is a memorial to Woodrow 
Wilson, inscribed "Founder of the 
League of Nations." The League 
Assembly meets once a year in Sep- 
tember and the Council thrice a year.

When the river 
rises unduly it eats away the fine 
sandy alluvial soil as though it were 
brown sugar, frequently forcing new 
channels across the narrow necks 
where the stream loops. When this 
.happens the bits of land cut off 
(''bancos," they are called), are 
thrust into an alien jurisdiction. 
Many a river-bank resident, has gone 
to sleep in the United States and 



Minya Konka, snow-clad peak near 
the China-Tibet border, which is one 
of the world'.-; highest mountains out- 
side the Himalayas, is reported to 
have been scaled by two American ex- 
plorers, according to news dispatches 
which have just reached the United 
States from China. The mountain 
which has been seen by only a few 
white men, was first definitely located, 
mapped, and photographed in l'J2!) by 
an expedition of the National Gee? 
graphic Society under the leadership 
i.f Joseph F. Rock. 

Many travelers from the east have 
penetrated the mountain districts of 
western China and visited Tatsienlu, 
Szechwan Province, great border gate- 
way to Tibet, but only three or four 
have ventured farther into the almost 
unknown region of sky-piercing moun- 
tain peaks where Minya Konka lies, 
says a bulletin from the Society's 
headquarters in Washington, I). C. 

Minya Konka is the dominant peak 
of the Minya Konka ranga. It had 
been seen by only one white man pre- 
vious to Dr. Rock's visit. Dr. Rock 
photographed every peak of the range, 
mapped its jagged slopes, and ex- 
plored them for plants, birds and ani- 
mals. 

He found many peaks in the range 
rising to an altitude of more than 20, 
000 feet, and reported to the National' 
Geographic Society that in his opinion 
Minya Konka itself was close to 25,- 
000 feet high. 

Dr. Rock was assisted by guides 
furnished by a "Living Buddha" of u- 
near-by lama monastery. The region 
is so effectively surrounded by lofty- 
mountains that it is cut off for six 
months of the year by snow-filled' 
passes. 

In his report to the National Geo- 
graphic Society Dr. Rock wrote of his 
first view of Minya Konka: 

"The scenery was superb. Indeed, 
words fail to describe this marvelous 
panorama, which until I came no white 
man had viewed from such close 
range. Seen from my vantage point, 
Minya Konka appears as a triangular 
peak not unlike one of the pyramids 
of Egypt. A light, transparent veil 
of clouds here enshrouded the very 
apex of peak, allowing the con- 
tours to be seen. 

Walls of Blackish Gray 

"The walls of Minya Konka are of a 
blackish gray rock and are apparently 
granite, as is the entire Djesi Vallev, 
which extends from the northern end 
cf the rang" to Tatsienlu. 

"One of the finest peaks overlooking 
the head of Riuchi Valley and also the 
Djesi Pass is an enormous snowy mas» 
of great beauty, Reddoraain Solo, 23y- 
000 feet in height. This had been 
mistaken by the missionaries of Tat- 
sienlu for the Minya Konka, which is, 
however, visible from the Djesi Pass, 
but only on : ctly clear days, and 
even then on. 1 small part of its 
apex proper can be seenX

Long Beach, Calif. 
March 12, 1933 
Dear Mamma and Papa: 

The earthquake is over and fortu- 
nately Lucile and I and all our friends 
are safe. It was an experience we'll 
never forget. 

I was in my bathroom at home at 
the time it happened getting ready to 
shave. The house started shaking 
and rolling like a small ship in a 
heavy sea, without the slightest warn- 
ing. I realized immediately what it 
was, managed to stagger out of the 
bathroom, grab Lucile who was stand- 
ing in the living room wondering what 
it was all about, opened the door and 
pushed her out of the building into the 
nrnddle of the street, clear of anything 
that might fall on us. We got there 
in time to see the walls of a one-story 
brick library across the street from 
bfn c . rumble in - The librarian was 
killed as a falling concrete column 
crushed her as she had almost reached 
safety. The big shock lasted a min- 
ute or more. 

After it had subsided. I realized the 
gas heater was still burning so I went 
back into the house and shut it off. 
I had hurried out of the house fully 
clad except for my top shirt and coat, 
but running around in a sleeveless 
undershirt wasn't so comfortable, so 
while I was in the house I got some 
more clothes. Lucile had come in with 
me to get her coat. We'd no sooner 
got outside than we had another quake 
but the shock was small in comparison 
with the f-rst one. Every one in th» 
building had in the meantime, cleared 
out to .1 vacant lot next ■!o)r. I too': 
the ;>ack scat out of the car and medi- 
an old iady of 74 years as comfortable 
as possible. Then the earth tremors 
following the initial shock started , 
coming at varying intervals, some- 1 
times as often a< every three of four 
minutes. The only other man in the 
house at the time was the landlord, 
and he was more hysterical tha-i *imi 
of the women. I had to go back in 
tha building several times between 
shocks to get blankets, coat for Lu- 
cile, my overcoat and what not. but 
believe me I left the doors open for a 
quick exit. 

Lucile and I had been invited to a 
dinner party that night, so after 
things had calmed down a bit we drove 
to the homo of our friends to sec how 
they had fared. They have two chil- 
dren and the little girl of the family 
■ -about four years old, just missed 
potting killed. She was near a five- 
gallon water bottle and stand when 
the stand fell over and the water hot- 
*'o crashed just gru ;>ir the child The ! 
poor kid was terribly frightened, j 
Some of the other guests came in, 
• iio. :■ houses had been wrecked so we 
a!! camped oat right there for the 
r ight. It was the Ideal place, for th> 
ho.ise is a one -story frame buildin?. 
Food for the party had already been j 
prepared so w« had plenty to cat. 
We opened the in nt ('.oor and secured I 
it open. Then we all sat around in • 
the living room and at each succes- 1 
siv shock made a bee-line for the | 
outdoors. Those small quakes kept 
up all night long, varying in severity. 
The children were placed-.in our cars 
and fixed up fairly comfortably for 
the night. The rest of us just sat, 
talked, listened to the radio broadcast 
of the earthquake report* and were 
ready at all times to make for the 
door. None of us got a wink of sleep 
so yesterday morning the executive 
officer, who was with us, got the gang 
together, women and children, and 
we came back to the cruiser, where 
we've been ever since. The women 
calmed down after we got here and 
all got a good night's sleep last night. 

The tremors are coming few and 
far between now. so we're going 
ashore this afternoon to see how 
things are. Everything breakable in 
our apartment is broken as far as I 
could see at my last inspection of it. 
The dressers, bureaus, tables and so 
forth were all pushed out at least a 
foot from the walls. Fortunately, 
however, we live in a stucco house and 
these, together with wooden frame 
buildings, stood the quake remarka- 
bly well. Anything made of brick 
just crumbled. An enormous brick 
school building about a block from 
our home is a mass of ruins. I shud- 
der to think what would have hap- 
pened there if the children had been 
in school. Lieutl.-Comdr. Tobin is 
moving his stuff into our home tem- 
porarily. He lived in a brick apart- 
ment house, the back wall of which 
fell out during the quake. 

As for the rest ot the goings on 
here at long beach during and after 
the first tremendous shock, the pa- 
pers are full ot it. I'm afraid none of 
us will sleep peacefully in our homes 
ashore for some time to come. Even 
now the population of Long Beach is 
still camping out. And if the earth 
tremors don't stop today we're com- 
ing back to the ship tonight, to spend 
the night. 

As I said in my wire, Lucile and I 
are perfectly safe so please don't wor- 
ry about us. In May we expect to 
be on our way to the East Coast and 
Lucile says she is never coming back 
to the west coast for duty, so I guess 
we won't. 

Lucile and I send our love to you 
both.

On Friday, Mar. 17, Mr. Frank S. 
Owen, architect, gave an interesting 
lecture to the Morning Study Group 
of the Winchester College Club. His 
subject was "The Philosophy of 
Architecture in Our Everyday Lives" 
and he illustrated his talk with some 
of his own sketches. 

Mr. Owen stated that it was his 
purpose in this talk to arouse inter- 
est in and appreciation for architec- 
ture. He emphasized these thoughts: 
an intelligent appreciation and en- 
joyment of architecture should play 
an important part in each one's life. 
An earnest interest in the subject, 
and a sensitiveness that may be born 
within one, but which surely will de- 
velop in direct ratio to the amount of 
unaffected and intelligent interest 
taken, by attaining a bit of academic 
background, by constantly observing, 
by being intelligently and kindly 
critical, — these are the factors which 
will dispel the vagueness that exists 
in regard to architecture. 

In his talk, Mr. Owen discussed the 
following pertinent questions: 

What is architecture? The small- 
est number of elements producing an 
orderly, logical, and attractive solu- 
tion to a problem in building. Let 
us not say everything we know on one 
building, even though we know many 
very nice details. Practise restraint. 

What is the relation between De- 
sign and Construction? The build- 
ing must express in large measure, 
from the outside,— from its design — 
what goes on inside, and should sug- 
gest to the observer its healthy bone- 
structure, and its structural reasons 
for appearing as it does. Beware the 
appearance of unsupported weight; 
beware the illusion of no equilibrium; 
beware the labored attempt to do 
something else; and above all, beware 
the fake! 

What are scale and proportion? 
These are perhaps the most elusive 
and debatable of all the so-called 
rules and guides to design. It is pos- 
sible to have the facade of a building 
so designed that all its parts are in 
perfect proportion, one to another; 
yet when a man steps out on the bal- 
cony, we find that the building lacks 
scale. 

What constitutes good composi- 
tion? It is difficult to lay down a 
rule, although it is pretty safe to say 
that, as in good painting, there should 
be a center of interest, a focal point, 
a radical point from which the plan 
or scheme of design is conceived to 
expand. 

What part does color play ? Color , 
plays a most important part— color 1 
made by man as well as the use of | 
natural color in our building materials 
and in our surroundings. Be discreet | 
with color; it is a wonderful medium. I 
well handled; there are hundreds of 
beautiful shades and subtle combina- < 
lions you can use without danger of ' 
becoming a nervous Bohemian. 

What are horizontally and verti- i 
cality? Horizontally in the ar- 
rangement of elements of a building I 
gives an illusion of less height, a feel- j 
ing of maximum stability, and is the i 
surest means of creating a sense of 1 
repose. Verticality is, of course, just 
the reverse, with an additional char- 
acteristic of great vitality. 

What is good taste ? This is hard 
to define; it seems to be that some- | 
thing which leads us away from the 
badj, and attracts us toward the good. I 

What is the relation between the ! 
architect and the builder? Both are 
necessary, and their separate functions i 
should be understood. The designer : 
used to do part of the actual creation , 
of the building, but now the two | 
fields have become increasingly com- , 
plicated and specialized. The archi- 
tect must be thoroughly familiar | 
with the builder's problems and their ! 
solutions, and the builder must devel- j 
op a careful interest for the archi- I 
tect's intent. 

Mr. Owen closed his lecture with 
this constructive suggestion: 

"In our schools, public and private, 
in the lower grades where those 
young plastic minds are getting their j 
first indelible impressions, there are 
lectures on physiology, courses in the 
appreciation of music; there is cook- | 
ing and sewing, manual training and 
drawing from casts— but not a single 
purposeful program in the apprecia- 
tion of that art with which they are 
to be so closely associated, willy nil- I 
ly throughout their lives — architec- j 
ture. I think it's astounding! . . . . | 
I would be delighted if the community 
the state, and the nation were archi- j 
tecturally-minded, and if the boys 
and girls coming out of school today ; 
were going to demand only the best 
when they build — not necessarily the 
most expensive, but the most thought- 
ful."

Nearly every seat was taken, the 
guests being ushered in while Mrs. F.

Whitley. Mr. Nutting called the roll 
of 125 members, and ti8 responses were 
given, besides several messages and 
greetings from those not able to be 
present. 

The speaker of the evening was 
Mrs. George Hamilton, who gave us 
an intelligent and enlightening dis- 
course on the dry side of this prohi- 
bition question. She reviewed for us 
all the things that have gone on in 
the Lame Muck Congress; the Collier 
Beer Bill; the Blaine-Collier Bill, and 
so on. She disagreed with several 
of the pet arguments for repeal of 
the ISth amendment, most popular 
being that the revenue from legalized 
sale would feed the hungry, balance 
the budget, and relieve unemploy- 
ment. However, other countries with 
no prohibition law, have conditions a 
thousand times worse than ours. She 
stated that in England where the 
dole system exists, men spend their 
dole for liquor, instead of on their 
needy families. She maintains that 
prohibition is still a "'lively corpse," 
in spite of all propaganda to the 
contrary; that the wets are worried 
about the mass of Christian people; 
that the women of the South are bone 
dry and very active. Her most con- 
vincing argument was her appeal to 
us older ones to toll the rising gen- 
eration of conditions which existed 
prior to prohibition: of open saloons, 
filth in the streets; reeling men who 
terrified any woman or child obliged 
to be out after dark; of extra cars 
on Saturday nights needed to bring 
home the drunks from town; of the 
vacancies in factories and places of 
business on Monday mornings — also 
of crowded courts on these same morn- 
ings, following debauches of the week- 
end; of rowdyism at our town meet- 
ings; of drunken creatures lying in 
the gutters — and all the rest; facts 
that are true and within the memory 
of most adults today. She insists that 
we'll have it all back again if the 
states ratify the repeal. Her sum- 
mary was, "We've tried high license; 
we've tried low license; we've had lo- 
cal option; we've had state option; but 
I say to you that prohibition is still 
the best method yet tried. If the 
pendulum swings again to wet for a 
time, it will surely swing back to dry 
again with such momentum that it 
will stay. We cannot in these days 
of modem machinery and automobiles, 
have liquor drinking. The lively corpse 
of prohibition is on the job. Again I 
say to you, Watch! Prohibition is 
still not defeated!" 

Following Mrs. Hamilton, Mrs. 
Henry, always a welcome guest at our 
tables, spoke briefly, expressing her 
pleasure at being with us again, and 
corroborating Mrs. Hamilton's state- 
ments, giving her own firm convictions 
about prohibition. 

Mr. Kendrick spoke next, taking 
for his subject a verse of scripture: 
"Be of good courage, and He shall 
strengthen your heart, all ye that hope 
in the Lord." He interpreted hope as 
confidence, and stressed the necessity 
of courage today; then strength, which 
inspires confidence. It is refreshing 
to hear Mr. Kendrick who is a con- 
firmed optimist. In spite of all de- 
pression or disaster, he can always 
see the bright side, and has an en- 
couraging word or a hopeful way out. 
We need more optimists like him.

bright eyes, deep-set in a face that 
still carries the ruddy glow of youth 
beneath a close-cropped beard gen- 
erously sprinkled with grey; and the 
satin texture of his words, so genu- 
inely hospitable, at once was a de- 
nial of approaching years and a 
promise of an interesting hour to 
follow. 

"My little world centers around 
Symmes' Corner." he said, as I em- 
barked on a "voyage of memories" 
with my genial host that was to be 
one of the most fascinating excur- 
sions in my experience. "I was born 
Oct. 22, 18. r )8 in the house now oc- 
cupied by the Laraways on what is 
now called Lincolnshire way. My 
father was Marshall Symmes. Jr. and 
my mother was Abbie Stowell. daugh- 
ter of Samuel Stowell of Worcester. 
I attended the grade schools of Win- 
chester and graduated from Win- 
chester High School. Miss Elizabeth 
Marston was one of my teachers," 
he interjected, with considerable 
warmth, recalling with interest the 
interview which I had contributed to 
the Star earlier in the year. Then, 
continuing, added, "I graduated from 
Bridgewater Normal School in the 
same class with Robert Lincoln 
O'Brien. We were at Cleveland's in- 
auguration together. O'Brien put me 
over the ropes in Washington. They 
never go to bed down there!" 

From the very outset of my con- 
versation with Mr. Symmes. the de- 
pendability of his memory was a 
thing to provoke astonishment. Dates, 
people and places were recalled with- 
out effort, as if they had been pigeon- 
holed for eternity in the tiling cabinet 
of his mind. 

"In 1780. my great-grandfather, 
Capt. John Symmes. built a wheel- 
wrights shop and blacksmiths shop 
at Symmes Corner. The latter was 
still operating until I was 12 years 
old. I used to stop, with my play- 
mates, on the way to and from 
school, to watch them shoe oxen. Ten 
generations of my family have lived 
in Winchester. 1 am of the eighth 
generation, nnd my children and 
grandchildren are of the ninth and 
tenth generations. The house my 
great-grandfather built in 1783, on 
what is now the present site of the 
Sargent house at 3 Grove street was 
destroyed bv fire on Aug. 17, 1864. I 
went to the fire." Mr. Symmes 
showed me a picture of the old home- 
stead, with its white picket fence and 
graceful saplings breaking the en- 
closed expanse of sloping land, while 
my mind contemplated the giant 
canopied elms which now mark this 
very spot. 

"I was living in the I.e Bosquet 
Hous- at the time of the terrible 
snowstorm. Jan. 17. 1867. The house 
stood right over there." Mr. Symmes 
pointed diagonally across Symmes 
Corner in a Northeasterly direction. 
"It was originally the Brooks House, 
he explained. "John Brooks, who 
was Governor of the State of Massa- 
chusetts from 1S16 to 1823 was born 
in that house. John Le Bosquet mar- 
ried Mary Brooks and after that it 
became known as the Le Bosquet 
House. It was a beautiful place, he 
added with much feeling, and surely 
the old print which I was permitted 
to see pictured an early American 
home of great charm. "That storm 
was one of the worst we ever had in 
Winchester. My father drove his 
young Morgan horse to the Old Mys- 
tic School that day and brought the 
children and the teacher. Miss Mar- 
ston, home. That horse had a great 
fear of snowstorms from that day 
on. We didn't hitch him up again 
until May. Miss Marston remained 
at our house for three davs because j 
of the mountains of snow that were ( 
piled up everywhere. Mary Baker 



Until the day of his death, Christmas 
day, 1882, he never forgot the terror 
of that storm in '67." 

"Yes, we had other freak storms," 
answered Mr. Symmes. "In 1888 we 
had such a bad one that you couldn't 
move, and the night the Portland 
went down, I remember well. Mrs. 
Symmes and I had gone in to Bos- 
ton to hear Theodore Roosevelt 
speak. We came home at about 11 
o'clock and had great difficulty in 
making the house." 

With his hand still pinned to the 
page that carried the interesting 
halftone of the LeBosquet House, he 
said, "There was a fine well right out 
here. In those days the milk went 
into Somerville, Charlestown and 
Boston from this direction. Now it 
comes the other way," he added with 
a short laugh. "This street, then, 
was nothing but a farm road leading 
to a big stock farm right up here." 
He indicated the road in the picture. 
"The milk wagons used to pass the 
house about 1 or 2 o'clock in the 
morning and they never failed to stop 
at this cold well and look over the 
load to see if the cans were full." My 
questioning eyes brought .forth a 
ripple of amusement and a commen- 
tary conclusion. "Well, it was good 
water, and I don't suppose it did the 
mi"- a bit of harm!" 

"Early resources in Winchester?" 
he repeated my question. "There 
was fine timber on these hills. For 
years and years they hauled oak tim- 
ber down from these hills and con- 
veyed it to the shipyards. White oak 
brought $6 a ton. There was no un- 
employment in those days. My folks 
were blacksmiths, wheelwrights and 
farmers. There were eight children 
born in my family. Six of us lived. 
My father lost an eye while working 
in the blacksmith shop. After that 
he took to farming. We had 126 
acres and employed SO to 60 men. At 
one time we had 94 men on the pay- 
roll. These men received from $9 to 
$12 a week. Nobody received over $2 
a day. Due to the fact that my fath- 
er was not very well, I stayed on at 
the farm instead of taking up the 
profession of teaching which I had 
prepared for at Bridgewater Normal. 
We raised celery and lettuce 
very large scale. We used to ship 
lettuce to New York, Philadelphia 
and Chicago. It was nothing to ship 
as many as 1000 heads in a day. One 
day we received an order for three 
barrels of lettuce at 20 minutes of 1. 
They had to be put on the 1:10 train 
at the old Mystic Station. There 
were six dozen heads to a barrel. I 
had the horses hitched and told the 
men not to leave their seats, while I 
rushed out into the field and superin- 
tended the work of getting the let- 
tuce pulled and wheeled into the 
wash-house, where it was put through 
two waters. After we got it washed, 
headed and packed, I took a man for 
each barrel and ran the horses all the 
way to the station. The train was 
just getting under way. The express 
manager was sitting back in his car. 
Each man shouldered a barrel and 
threw it in the open door, tipping that 
man upside down!" Mr. Symmes 
chuckled as he recalled this exploita- 
tion of rapid transit which occurred 
in the days before gasoline was known 
in Winchester. 

"We would sometimes load ten to 
a dozen two-horse loads in one day," 
he continued. "I remember one day 
my father asked me how much spin- 
ach we were sending out that day, 
and my answer was 941 bushels. One 
of our men had a remarkable mem- 
ory. At noon, we would sit down to- 
gether and make out the record of 
the produce that had been sent out. 
He knew the exact account of every-

Some of our men 
wanted to rope the horse so he could- 
n't move, but Dr. Winsor said, 'Where 
is the man who takes care of him?' 
The man answered, 'Right here, sir!* 
'Put your arm over his neck, and talk 
to him,' said the Doctor. 'I believe 
I can fix him up.' That was the way 
he went at the job. He cut away the 
mangled flesh and fitted the lid back 
over the glaring eyeball. It took sev- 
en stitches to hold it in place and that 
horse stood quiet as a rock all the 
time he worked over him. He let the 
Doctor bandage his whole head with 
cotton cloth and never moved. In 
three weeks that horse was back at 
work again with both eyes as perfect 
as ever."

Even as Mrs. Humphrey started to- 
ward him. Robert called that he could 
not hold onto the ice much longer, 
and as Reddy swam toward him, he 
was on the point of losing his grip. 

Though hampered by his clothing, 
Reddy made quick time to the ice sur- 
rounding young Wilkinson. Break- 
ing this with his hands he reached the 
exhausted boy and swam with him 
to the stump of a submerged tree, 
where he supported himself until Mr. 
Humphrey, who had brought a rope 
with him from the house, was able 
to get the line within reaching dis- 
tance. 

Reddy first attempted to put the 
rope about the body of the Wilkin- 
son boy but because of his position 
on the stump this proved impossible, 
so holding the youngster's head above 
water, he grasped the rope himself 
and was soon pulled asore by Mr. 
Humphrey. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Humphrey, finding 
that the boy was safe, carefully made 
her way back across the crumbling ice 
to shore, arriving in time to take 
charge of making Robert and his res- 
cuer comfortable. 

The little boy was rushed to the 
Humphrey home, wrapped in blankets 
and given hot milk, while Reddy, af- 
ter a brisk rub and a short rest was 
none the worse for his experience, 
Robert was taken to his home in a 
taxi, and a physician summonsed. He 
had not been in the best of health, 
and arrangements had been complet- 
ed to have him admitted to a hospital 
for treatment for appendicitis. It was 
believed at his home the first of the 
week that he had suffered no serious 
effects from his immersion. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Wilkinson spoke 
in terms of highest praise of the her- 
oism of young Reddy, and other wit- 
nesses of the rescue lauded Mrs. Hum- 
phrey for her courage in going onto 
the treacherous ice in an effort to as- 
sist the boy.

WELFARE VOTE RECONSIDERED 

Pinal Town Meeting Session Returns 
Lnen ployed Group to Park 
Department 

By the close vote of 96—80, after 
nearly two hours of as heated debate 
as Winchester has seen for years, the 
final session of the current town 
meeting last night passed the motion, 
previously rejected on Mar. 28, ap- 
propriating $20,000 to be expended 
under the direction of the Park De- 
partment to continue the unemploy- 
ment campaign on the Aberjona Riv- 
er. One hundred and eighty-eight 
Precinct members were present. 

The first of two motions to recon- 
sider action taken at the Mar. 28 
meeting, offered by Mr. Snyder at the 
beginning of last night's session, was 
that which voted $38,195 to the Board 
of Public Welfare with the provision 
that it and not the Park Department 
should pay the men in the town's un- 
employment group. There was also 
under this head an additional appro- 
priation of $8500 to be expended by 
the Park Department for trucks, 
clerks and veterans in connection with 
the Aberjona campaign. 

The second motion to reconsider 
was that which denied to the Park 
Department the sum of $20,000 to con- 
tinue the work on the river, placing 
the men involved wholly under the 
Welfare Board. 

Both motions to reconsider were 
successful, the first 120 — 18, and the 
second, 100—38. 

After the vote which returned the 
$20,000 to the Park Department, it 
was voted to rescind the vote which on 
Mar. 28 provided $8500 for the same 
department for trucks, clerks and 
veterans. The finul vote passed un- 
der this head was the reduction in the 
appropriation for the Public Welfare 
Department from $38,195 to $28,500. 

Mr. Snyder. Mr. Cullen. Mr. El- 
well, Mr. Tansey, Mr. Coss and Mr. 
Humphrey spoke in favor of return- 
ing the money to the Park Board, 
their argument being largely the fact 
that the unemployment group ob- 
jected to being placed under the Wel- 
fare Board. 

Mr. Andrews, Mr. Laraway, Mr. 
Scott, Miss Sullivan, Mr. Lamed and 
Mr. Worthen spoke in opposition, 
voicing the sentiment that the Wel- 
fare Board is the rightful authority 
to handle such money and such a pro- 
ject. 

There were others who were heard 
and at times feeling at the meeting 
ran rather high, Mr. Hayward having 
difficulty in keping personalities from 
entering into the discussion. It was 
stated ay one speaker that a referen- 
dum petition taken out by the unem- 
ployed was ready to be filed if the 
Meeting failed to return them to the 
Park Board's payroll. 

Another long debate took place un- 
der the consideration of Article 10, 
calling for an appropriation by the 
town of $25,000 to rebuild parts of 
Highland avenue, like additional sums 
to be paid by the State and County. 

Mr. Waugh explained that the pro- 
ject would both aid unemployment 
and take up the slack in the Highway 
Department, obviating the necessity 
of either laying off 15 men in that 
group or reducing hours for the en- 
tire group commensurate to a 21 per 
cent pay cut. 

Mr. Carr moved to amend, substi- 
tuting $22,000 for the $25,000 asked 
for, and oposed the entire project. 
Others in opposition included Mr. 
Laraway, Mr. Burton, Mr. Carpenter, 
Mr. Lyman, Mr. Allen and Mr. Rad- 
ley. Mr. Farnsworth, Mr. Elwell, Mr. 
Maguire, Mr. Ramsdell and Mr. Thu- 
mim, among others favored the pro- 
ject, and after Mr. Carr's amendment 
had been lost 72 — 83, the meeting 
voted the $25,000 for the job, which 
is to be done by the town with town 
labor, 116—30. 

Reductions were made in the ap- 
propriations for Water Construction 
and Water Maintenance, the first be- 
ing reduced from $11,000 to $9500, 
and the second from $29,871 to $27,- 
871. In neither instance was there 
objection voiced from the Water De

To the Editor of the Star: 

Whenever unsound public policy of 
public officials meets with just criti- 
cism and honest statement of facts 
and there is no reasonable answer to 
same, the reply is always an attempt 
to put the public officials in the light 
of being personally abused and then 
to heap personal abuse on the critic.

HO! FOR THE BERKSHIRES 

The Town of Winchester must econ- 
omize! A great majority of its citi- 
zens agree that this must be the key 
note of preparing our annual budget! 
Since the depression individual in- 
comes have steadily dwindled — in 
some cases entirely disappeared, and 
yet our municipal expenses have gone 
on at the old level, or even increased. 
How to meet them becomes daily a 
larger and blacker cloud on the hori- 
zon. So much, we may say, we are 
all agreed upon. 

Thereupon comes the method and 
ways and means to effect this econo- 
my. Some would cut wages— this ap- 
propriation is always large and in 
plain sight; some would lower school 
appropriations, others see no need of 
street lights all night, and so on down 
the list. And each and every one an- 
nounces his particular plan to lower 
costs. 

Then comes the discussion! Those 
who have been dependent upon the 
town for their livelihood cannot see 
how they are to continue with less; 
those with young children going 
through school do not want to curtail 
their present advantages; those who 
return to their homes in the wee sma' 
hours do not want to miss the friend- 
ly glow of all night lighting. 

So the results begin to appear! 
Wages remain as they have been; 
schools continue as heretofore, and 
the friendly glow still lights the weary 
traveler on his way! 

What is the answer? Not much, if 
one may judge by our town meeting 
results. According to latest reports 
the tax rate is about the same as that 
planned at the opening of town meet- 
ing. A small saving here and a small 
addition there. Added to this an un- 
known appropriation for welfare work. 

Our Finance Committee worked up- 
on the basis of giving the town effi- 
cient, sound, service and government; 
without extravagance anil without 
penurious economy. It was not, so far 
as we know, instructed to definitely 
effect an economy program. Its judg- 
ment regarding town affairs seems to 
be justified by actions thus far ef- 
fected, 

If Winchester desires to adopt a 
definite economy program, treating 
all as one and one as all, our Finance 
Committee is the body to present it. 
Let us set a satisfactory tax rate and 
let this body make up a budget to 
meet it.

Business of 
every kind is stagnated, and great un- 
dertakings abandoned; — capitalists an- 
ticipating failure, mechanics and la- 
borers suffering want of employment. 
Although we do not subscribe to Mr. I 
Clay's assertion that 'we are in the J 
midst of a revolution,' signs of the 
times show that we are on the brink 
of a revolution. Congress should re- 
member that this is a time for action,

They should apply some remedy to th< 
existing and increasing evils, or prove 
to the American people that they can- 
not, or will not relieve their sufferings.

It is a curious fact that one of the 
most able technicians in design among 
Pittsburgh artists never has studied 
theory of design. 

Roy Hilton is the guilty man. But 
he is quick to add that he believes in 
studying art. 

That remark is to be expected, of 
course, for Mr. Hilton teaches art at 
Tech. 

But after he talks awhile, one feels 
that his attitude is more than an eco- 
nomic defense mechanism. He says 
the study of art is both necessary and 
unimportant, and that it must be for- 
gotten after it is learned. 

He is not trying to be smart in 
drawing such paradoxical conclusions. 
He is very much in earnest. 

"There is not a rule of art you can- 
not break — if you do so intelligently," 
he said yesterday. "Some artists to- 
day, unfortunately, break all the rules 
through lack of knowledge. 

"Twenty years ago I thought I knew 
how to paint. Now I am becoming 
more and more convinced that there 
is no way to paint, nd that there is 
no particular formula for good art.

ing industry'. Delicate, delicious lob- 
sters they are, but the men who catch 
them will clamber over a whole boat- 
load to quarrel about a can of Ameri- 
can salmon. 

Mas-a-Tierra (Landward) is the 
correct name of this island on which 
Alexander Selkirk was put ashore in 
1700. Near-by is Goat Island, and 
about 100 miles westward lies Mas-a- 

u Uera i or Further Out Island. These 
three form the Juan Fernandez group, 
named after the Spaniard who discov- 
ered them in 1563. Now they belong 
to Chile— in law; but in imagination 
every schoolboy on earth claims a 
proprietary interest here. 

Today on this island one hears much 
talk about lobsters, but little of Rob- 
inson Crusoe. The easy-going, Span- 
ish-speaking inhabitants, shut off from 
the world and the scores of books that 
describe their island, do not suspect 
how famous it is. Nearly all its 287 
people make a living in the lobster 
trade. 

Here is one of the most extraordi- 
nary shellfish industries in the world. 
In one year 80,000 or more lobsters 
are caught, not counting the small 
ones thrown back. Once these crea- 
tures swarmed the shores in such arm- 
ies that the islanders had only to 
strew bits of meat along the beach, 
the walk about with a stick and tip 
the lobsters over on their backs. 

Due to wise conservation methods 
of the Chilean Government, island 
waters still abound with lobsters; but 
now they are caught with hoop nets 
offshore and baited with stale fish. 



The fishermen go out, long before 
dawn, to tend the traps. Over a char- 
coal stove astern they make coffee 
and broil fish for breakfast— but no- 
body ever eats a lobster. 

To keep the catch alive, buckets of 
sea water are dashed over the crawl- 
ing creatures and a tarpaulin is used 
to shade them from the sun. 

No lobster remains long in good 
health and spirits out of salt water. 
5>o, usually within 24 hours after 
catching them, the Crusoe Island fish- 
ermen try to get their lobsters to port 
and into the "live cars." These are 
scows made of slats, floating half- 
submerged in Cumberland Bay, in 
which the lobsters are held captive. 

Twice a month a boat sails from the 
island. It carries the scant mail, any 
passengers, and a load of lobsters, 
which are often two-and-a-half feet 
long and weigh as much as from 10 
to 12 pounds. 

The island schooner is fitted with 
special built-in tanks, so that sea wa- 
ter is let in and circulates freely to 
keep the lobsters alive. On reaching 
port the tanks are pumped out; then 
a man climbs down and lifts out the 
lobsters, one at a time, holding them 
by the feelers.

LOBSTERS FROM "ROBINSON 
CRUSOE'S ISLE" GRACE 
ARGENTINE TABLES 



When Alexander Selkirk, the sailor 
on whose experiences Daniel Defoe 
based his novel "Robinson Crusoe," 
was put ashore on Juan Fernandez, 
this Pacific Island was so isolated that 
four lonely years passed before he was 
taken off again. Today live lobsters 
from Juan Fernandez are rushed 365 
miles by boat to Chile, and from there 
are lifted by plane over the Andes, at 
an altitude of three-and-one-half-miles 
to Buenos Aires, where they grace 
dinner tables at the nominal cost of 
$2 a pound. 

Strangely beautiful is the speck of 
land on the broad bosom of the blue 
Pacific which has come to be known 
as "Robinson Crusoe's Isle," says a 
bulletin from the Washington.
